tempting as far as (hall be found practicable, a 
defcent on the French coaft, at or near Rochefort, 
in order to attack, if pra&ieable, and, by a vigo- 
rous imprefiioh, force that place, and to burn and 
deftroy, to the utmoft of your power, all (hipping, 
docks, magazines and atfenals that fhould be found 
there, and exert fuch other efforts as (hall be judged 
mod proper for annoying the en«my.

Copy of the Treaties. between the King or 
GreatBritain, and theKing op Prussia, 
from the l6th of january, 1756, to the 
12th of December, 1760. 

[To prevent a repetition of thefe treaties, which a fe« 
paration of them according to their refpe&ive dates, 
piuft occafiQn, we have printed them all together.] 

AS the differences which haye arifen in America, 
between the King of Great Britain and the Mod 
Chriftian King, and the confequenCes of which be- 
come every day more x alarming, give room to fear 
for the public tranquillity of Europe ; his Majefty 

1 the King of Great Britain, Eleftor of Brunfwick 
Lunenburgh, &c. and his Majefty the King of 
Pruflia, Eleflior of Brandenburgh> attentive to an 

^ objeft fb very interefting, and equally defirous'of 
preferving the peace of Europe in general, and that 
of Germany in particular, have refolved to enter 
into fuch meafures as may the mbft effe&uallp con- 
tribute to fo defirable an end ; and, for this purpofe, 
they have refpe&ively authorised their minifters ple- 
nipotentiary, viz, in the name, and on the part of 
his Britannic Majefty, his privy counfellors, Philip, 
earl of Hardwicke, chancellor of Great Britain j 
John, earl of Granville, prefident of the council j 
Thomas Holies, duke of Newcaftle, firft commif- 
fioner of the treafury -, Robert, e^rl of Holdernefle f 
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one of the principal fecretaries of ft«fcc; and Henry- 
Fox another of the principal fecretaries of ftate 5 
and in the name, and on the part, of his P ruffian 
Majefty, the Sieur Leyis Michell, his charge d* * 
affaires at the court of his Britannic Majefty : who, 
after having mutually communicated their full powers, 
have agreed upon the following articles:

Art. II. If, contrary to all expectation, and in

Treaty between his Majesty and the Kino 
of Prussia* April iith, 1758* 

£This is Mr. Pitt's Treaty with Pruflia, and the reader 
wiH obferve the difference between this Treaty and 
the prior one.] 

AS on the fixteenth day of January, 1756, tjiere 
was concluded and figned between their Britannic 
and Pruffian majefties, a treaty, the purport of which 
was to preferve the peace of Europe in general, and 
that of Germany in particular ; and whereas fince 
that period, France hath not only invaded the Em- 
pire with numerous armies, and attacked their fore* 
laid majefties and their allies, but hath alfo excited 
other powers to do the fame; and whereas it is noto- 
rious* 
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rious, that the extraordinary efforts made by his 
Pruffian majefly to defend himfelf againft the numer- 
ous enemies j who have a flailed him on fo many fides J 
at once > have occafioned very heavy expences, whilft 
on the other hand, his revenues have been confider- 
ably diminifhed in thofe parts of his dominions which 
have been the feat of war ; and their majeflies hav- . 
i°g jointly refolved to continue their efforts for their 
mutual defence and fecurity, for recovering their 
dominions, prote&ing their allies, and maintaining 
the liberties of the Germanic body : his Britannic 
majefly is determined, in confequence of thefe con* 
fiderations, to give immediate fqpply* in. money, to 
his Pruffian majefly, as being the raoft fpeedy and 
effeftual; and their forefaid majeflies have thought 
proper, that, upon this head, there fhould be con* 
eluded a convention, declaring and fixing their 
mutual intentions in this particular; for this purppfe 
they have named and authorifed their rerpeftivemi- 
niflers, viz. in the name, and on the part of his 
Britannic majefly, his privy counfellors, Sir Robert 
Henley, keeper of the great feal of Great Britain* 
John, earl of Granville, prefident of the council; 
Thomas Holies, duke of Newcaftle, firft commif. 
fioner of the treafury ; Robert, earl of Holdernefle* 
one of the principal fecretaries of flate; Philip, earl 
of Hardwicke; and William Pitt, another of the 
principal fecretaries of flate : and in the name, and 
en the part of his Pruffian majefly, Dodo Henry,

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Baron Kynphaufen, his privy counfeltof df cm!>atfjrj 
and his miriifter plenipotentiary *t the court of hi* 
Britannic majefty, and Lous Michell, his charge d ¥ 
affaires at the faid court: who, after having commu- 
nicated to each other their refpe&ive full pdwefs* 
have agreed upon the following articles : 

Art.. I. His majefty, the king of Great Britain, 
' cn g a ges to caufe to be paid, in the city of London, 
into the hands of fuch perfon, orperfons, as (hall be 
ftuthorifed for that purpofe by his majefty the king o( 
Pruffia, the fum of four millions of German crowns, 
amounting to fix hundred and fevfenty thoufand 
pounds fterling; which fum {hall be paid in whole, 
and at one (ingle term, immediately after the ex- 
change of the ratifications, at the requifuion of hi* 
Pruflian majefty. 

Art. II. His majefty, the king of Pruffia engage* 
on the other hand, to employ the faid fum in main-* 
taining and augmenting his forces, which fhall ad iit 
the manner the mod advantageous to the common 
caufe, and the moft conducive to the end propofed 
by their faid majefties, of reciprocal defence, and 
mutual fecurity. 

Art. III. The higlh-contraftingpanies, moreover 
engage, viz. on the one fide his Britannic majefty, 
as well king as ele&or, and, on the other his Pruffian 
majefty, not to conclude any treaty of feace$ truce, 
or neutrality, or other convention or agreement 
whatever, with, the powers who have taken part in

Art* IV. This Cbnventioti (hall be ratified, and 
the ratification exchanged on both (ides, in the tpiti 
of fix weeks, reckoning from the date bf fignin£ 
the prefent convention, or fooher if pbmble.

And that nothing, wljich can reafonably be de-. 
fired of his majefty, may be left unattempted for 
the good of the common caufe,' in a manner con* 
fifteht with the fafety^of his kingdoms, and the vi- 
gorous profecution of the neceflary operations in 
America, it is the intention of his majefty, that a 
confiderable part of his land-forces, and a fquadron 
of fhips, deftined for the fervice of the channel, 
fhould be employed in fuch a manner as may the 
mod effe£iually annoy the enemy ; for which purpofe 
his majefty has ordered a camp to be formed in the 
ifle of Wight. And as Mr. Michcll, the Pruffiarv 
minifter, refident at his majefty *s court, has repre- 
sented how advantageous it would be to the affairs 
of his Pruffian majefty, that a detachment of the 
Englifh troops fhould be fent to fecure the town of 
Embden, till fuch time as the king of Pruffia fhall 
be able to take proper meafures for the prote&ion 
of that place ; the king hefhates not to give his Pruf- 
fian majefty this frefh proof of his fincere friendfhip, 
and for that purpofe hath ordered one of his batta- 
lions to march, without lofs of time, to Embden » 
.and he will caufe to be communicated to the minifter 
of his Pruffian majefty a copy of the inftru&ions 
4rawn up for the commander of that battalion. 
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As Toon as the contention figned to-day {hall have 
T>een communicated to the parliament (a ftep necef- 
fery to make good the pecuniary fupply' therein 
ftipulated), ind a§ fodn a3, in confequence of 
that communicatibit, the fum fhall have beeii 
voted; it will theh depend upon his Pfuffian ma- 
jefty to make Ufeof it at fuch tidies as he flialljudgi 
proper.

Pruffian majeities have the fame friends, and the fame 
enemies ; the king is ready to make fuch a declarsu 
lion* as, in the opinion of his Pruffian majefty, may 
itrengtEdL the common caufe, and promote their 
mutual in terefts; in cafe the king of Pruffia* in th# 
ptefent difpofition of the courts of PeterflJoiirg and 
Stockholm, recommends a language different from

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that which his Pruffian majefty bath hitherto advifed 
«nd concerted with the king.

GEORGE III. AND THE KlNG OF PRUSSIA, 

12TH December, 1760. 

THIS treaty is alfo the feme with the preceding,

This treaty of the 12th ofJUctmber^ 176©,- -was the 
Iast treaty our court made with PmJJia during the v>ar % 
and it was the f i r s t treaty made in the reign 6f George 
the Third. It was concluded infix weeks after his ac- 
ceffton, and was a copy of the treaty of 1758, tht third 
Article of which the reader has obferved runs thus : 

u Neither of the high-contrd&mg parties fliall 
** conclude any treaty of peace \ truce^ or neutrality, 
*} or agreement whatever, with the powers who have 

taken part in the prefect \yar, but in concert and 

mutual agreement, and by comprehending eac^ 
* c other by name.'* 

The treaty ofpejice between Great Britain qnd France 

figned at Parh en the tenth day of February, 1 763, was 

concluded without the content and mutual agreement 

of the King of Pruffia. The fa$ is notorious, and 

» ejlablijhedf 
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tJUblifhed beyond contradiSion. Thus was obferved the 
maiden faith of the new reign, and the whole world were 
thereby given to under/land, that the faith of the Britijk 
nation depended not upon anyfenfe of public honour or 
dread of private reproach, but upon the caprice of a 
favourite, deciding upon national meaferes, ahd influx 
encing the appointment of minificn. Sir Wm. Temple 
obferves~~" A breach of faith is highly unjuft in a 
V fubje&j but abfolutely unpardonable in a prince/'

CHARACTER OF GEORGE II. 

THIS prince, though not born in this country^ 
-was educated in thofe principles by which the nation 
rofe to power and happinefs, and glorfed in being 
the king of a free people. He carried the power 
and commerce of the nation to a degree to which they 
had never till then attained. Abroad, he eftablifhed 
the importance, the honour, and dignity of his crpwn, 
upon a footing not known before his time to a king 
of this country, and made the name of Englifihman 
refpeftable in every corner of the world. No foreign 
power trifled with his refentment, or defpoiled his 
people with impunity. It hath been faid that he had 
prejudices ; $nd the affertion, from the mouths of 
Tories ajid Jacobites fhould not furprife us. The 
nation was benefited by the prejudices of this prince. 
Abroad, they operated again ft the natural enemies 
•f the kingdom; $t home, ag^nft the enemies of 

C* th t 
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fhe national free4oip, and of th$ proteftant eftabtift^- 
moeDt mack at the revolutipn ; againft thqfe wba 
preferred the odious tyrannical government of th<: 
tKegrfed race of Stuart, tp the mild and legal go- 
yernment pf the Houfe of Hanover j againft ttjofe 
who held to the diyine^ ipdefeafible, hereditary right 
pf princes, and tq the flayifti doctrines of p^ffive 
pbedietice and non-refift?ince ; t^ipfe men who, wheq 
in pofleffion of power, jn every inft^nqej Ijave driyeq 
hard to the deftruftion of England, and ffom whofq

pernicious £rojefts this country hath been more thaq 
once fave^rby >hnoft pwacijlqqs i^tproofi^ion. If 
he headed a P^ Ft >'» If was the most glorious of -all 
jparties--the national freedom ; . if he encouraged an4 
fygported ^particular fet of men, it \yas thofe who 
^iftinguifhed tjiemfelves moft in their attachment ta 
that caufe j if he wereaverfe tp anptherfet. he was 
pnly ayerfe tp them as public men ; avqrfe to thejr 
being in the firft departments of the fta^ becaufe 

their maxims pf government were incompatible with 
the happinefs of his people; and when he did employ 
them, which he did more frequently than they de- 
ferved, to have been, he tooH care to put it out of 
their power to praftife their mifchievous principles,, 
by diftributing them chiefly among the fubalterp o£» 
fices of the ftate, and by keeping a fiifficient numbej 
of whigs in the higher departments to watch and 
over-rule their pernicious projects, Jf he loved war, 
he made npt his, own fubjeCls the devoted objetls of 

his 
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Jii$ vengeance. Foreign, national, natural, m&nly 
war, upon Britifh principles, in defence of Britifh 
rights, he indeed entered into, profecuted with ar- 
dour, and reaped the molt glorious confequences 
from, for this country. He was honeft, wife, brave, 
and liberal. Capable pf opening his heart tp new 
connexions, he did not contract and give it up to 
one man ; hut when |l\e voice of his people demand- 
ed it hp yfPWed up the object of his choice, amg 
jec^ved th? <>bje$ Qf theirs to his bofom. Tho 
greater pf .hi$ favorites, if, he ever had any in the 
criminal f<jnfc of that term, were made to yield. Sit 
Robert Whipple and the Duke of Ncwcaftle, wto. 
by long J^vp* of ufefUl fervice, had well, earned the 
favour of jfeis mpnarcb, b*d each tlieir favourite 
meafurefc #fo ^tdifferejit periods vcere compelled taj 
(acrific^a %*cife fcheroe, and a jew bill, arid finally 
theifc p}ac^, tp thm depand? of bis people. He 
received Mr. Pitt from the people, as the gift of the 
pepple | : 3#4 tfbqn the public good required a facri- 
fice of tl^t r^fefltjQent which had l^een excited in hit 
fHlt|d by tb$ v parliamentary conduft of that perfon,

THE reputation of met*, who have been diftin- 
guiihed by their parts, virtues, and public fervices* 
being canvaffed by many who had little or no perfo- 
nal knowledge of them, and the judgments formed 
by others being fometimes malicious, and generally 
partial, there remains, in moil cafes, fomejufticeto 
be done to the memory and real merits of fuch men. 
This is but feldom a popular undertaking. The 
public is more attentive t<> cenfure than praife; and^ 
during the lives of eminent meh, a true description 
pf them is discredited, by the f efemblance it bears 
to the language of flattery. -* 1 • * 

The chara&er of Mr. Legge is fo circuitoftanced, 
that a true account of him may venture to appear, 
without foliciting attention or credit. It comes too 
late to be fufpe&ed of flattery, and the public i» 
prepoffefled in its favour, which would be a confix 
derable encouragement to an effay of this kind, even 
without the farther advantage of an .appeal, which 
might be made to many great and refpe&able per- 
fons who knew Mr. Legge, and are qualified to attefy 
any truth, or expofe any falfehood, concerning him. 



He was fo well known, that it feems unneceflary 
to mention, that he was nobly born. The formal 
introdu&ion of a pedigree is fuperfluous in the cafe 
of a chara&er eminently meritorious in itfelf ; and 
his noble family will pardon the liberty of faying, 
that however great the honour might be, which he 
derived from his birth, it became inconfiderable when 
compared with his perfonal merits and excellencies* 

He was not educated at any of tbofe fchools which 
produce moft of the ornaments and fupporters of 
their country ; but he was a. remarkable inftance, 
how indifferent it is in what nurfery a man of ftrong 
parts, natural wit, and fuperior judgment, has been 
raifed. Notwithftanding he entered upon bufiheft 
very early, and applied himfelf to it with the clofeft 
attention, very few of his rank were fo well ac» 
quainted with the mod' eminent Greek and Roman 
daffies; and he was Angularly happy in the applies* 
Hon of paflages which he feemed to have hardly time 
toconfider. • 

He was defigned, in his younger years, for the 
fervice of his country, in the royal navy; but that 
fervice being at that time inaftive, he quitted it after 
one or two voyages, and becoming known to Sir 
Robert Walpoie, was received into the family and 
confidence of that minifter ; and, after having filled 
the ftation of his fecretary for fome years, he obtain* 
ed a feat in parliament, and patted through the feve- 
ral offices of fecretary to the treafurer : fecretary to 

the 
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the Duke of Dfevonfhirei father of the Jate Duke, 
is lord-lieutenant of Ireland; ooe-of the commif- 
fioners of the admiralty ; envoy-extraordinary to the 
, <ourt of Berlin ; treafurer of the navy; chancellor 
^nd under-treafiirer of the exchequer, and one of 
the commilfioftcrs of the treafury ; and he continued 
to thelaftone of his raajefty's privy council. 

Thefe things are barely, and perhaps not aacu- 
, lately mentioned, becaufe other men have pafied 
through fuck offices* Eminence of ftarion not being, 
in every cafe, an argument of eminent worth, it is, 
$n itfclf, but a feeble recommendation to pofterUy, , 
and will prove no more, at beft, than that the perfon 
Exalted was fortunate. The moderation, and equani-t 
ttiky with which Mr. Legge bore his fuccefs, wa$ the 
more extraordinary, as he was one of the few men 
advanced to high offices, who are not b much 
obliged to fortune as' to themfelves ; and if his cha* 
rafter could be duly reprefented to. future times, his 
promotion would appear to have done honour to the 
prefent age.. 

The characters of perfons.of di ft in ft ion are often 
celebrated* by a recital of the vices and failings from 
which they are exempt;, and in this view, there are 
perhaps none among the moft exceptionable, totally 
taclu<$ed from praife. But this would be bat a poo? 
defcrip tion, of the real virtues anct excellencies of Mr. 
Legge. They were inconfiftent with many or great 
fiuHngsi u>d they fa pofteifed the attention of bisob* 

fejvers* 
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fervers, and fo effeftually concealed the few foibles 
which he might have, that malice itf^lf appears, from 
fame things which were faid of him, to have been 
quite at a lofs, on what part of his character to alight* 

He did not pretend to be lingular it) any of hi* 
virtues, and it would be a needlefs exaggeration to 
reprefent him fo. *But fome of the virtues he had* 
appeared fo much the genuine refult of that happy 
conftitution of heart and temper which diftinguifhed 
him, that they became charafterifticalinhim;, and a 
description of his perfon and manner would t^ot pre- 
fent him more ftrikingly to the memory of thofe who 
knew him, than the bare mention of his integrity, 
candour, and benevolence. 

But he was diftinguifhed by abilities lefs commort 
than even hi$ virtues. They might feem to be li- 
mited, as having been chiefly difplayed to.the public 
in the la ft office he filled. But the fundamental qua- 
lifications for fuch offices of bufinefs as are not pro* 
feffional, being much the fame, it may be faid* 
without derogating* from* the great men who have ex- 
celled, in their departments, that Mr. Legge was 
qualified for any. With a penetrating apprehenfion, 
and a memory remarkably tenacious of fubftantral 
knowledge, he had a judgment fo clear and found, 
that it feem s hardly poffible for any human mind to 
be more accurate, tmembarraffed, and comprehen- 
sive of all the ideas related to the fubjeft before him, 
as well as of all the confequences which follow front 
comparing them. ' -.=, 
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He affined Ihefe great powers of bis underftandirt^ 
by an indefatigable induftry, not commonly annexed 
* to extraordinary parts ; and he kept his mind opeii 
for the ^dmiffion of any* material inftru&ion, by a 
modefty of temper natural to men who feem to need 
inftru&ion lead. Though he was never firft com- 
tniflioner of the treafury, yet his office of chancellor 
of the exchequer obliging him to move for the fup- 
plies in parliament, and to promife the ways and. 
means, he feemed to think himfelf refponfible for 
his knowledge in the hufinefs of his office, as well 
as for his integrity in the difcharge of it. He did 
not, it is well known, folicit, nor accept the office 
without relu&ance^ being difcouraged by the dif* 
tinguifhed abilities of two great predeceflbrs of his, 
whofe eminence in that branch was. particularly 
known and underflood by him* 

But he was prevailed with to facrifice his eafe and 
happinefs; and he foon manifefted how confiderable 
the facrifice was, in his eftimation* by the affiduity 
with which he applied himfelf to the ftudy of the 
whole fyftem of the public revenue, as well as by the 
gratitude with which he embraced the aids that books 
or men could give him ; and, by naturalizing in hi* 
own mind all the knowledge he could colled, he ac- 
quired in a very fhort (pace of time as familiar an 
acquaintance with that complex important bufinefi* 
as if he had been trained up to it from his infancy, 
and had made it the fole ftudy of his life. 
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He digefted in his thoughts, and knew how to de- 
liver with the utmoft precifion and perfpicuity, * 
methodical account of the produce of every tax ; 
of its former flats ; of its probable future diminution 
or increafe; of its relation to any other tax, as well 
as to public liberty; of the condition of every brarich 
of trade and luxury, and of the country in general, 
to bear the burthens laid upon it ; of the ftate of 
public credit, and the due proportion between the 
terms of a loan and the public exigencies ; of the 
means of alleviating the national burthens by real 
(Economy, in the.redu&ion of the eftabliftiment, as 
well as by practicable unpretending fchemes for the 
gradual difcharge of the public debt; and of the 
various contingencies which might forward or retard 
that great work. He has left written evidences of 
the lingular {kill and accuracy with which he confix 
dered each of thefe fubje&s. 

Furnifhed with this knowledge, to a degree appa- 
rently peculiar to him; he entered upon jhis office 
with the additional advantage of a general prepoffef- 
fion in favour of his integrity; and during/the time 
he ferved the crown in that department, he executed 
without the power of a minifter, and without any 
lofs of popularity , the moft unpopular, though at that 
time neceflary work, of railing more fupplies than had 
ever been raifed within the fame h umber of years. 

The popularity of the adminiftration with which 
headed, and the encouraging fucceffes of the war 4 
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doubtlefs greatly affifted him ; and it would be infaf-^ 
mous to detraft, in any degree, from the merits of an 
admiitiftration which did fo much honour to Jthe kins 
and nation. But they who have the fpirit to perfe* 
vere, in admiring the public meafures of that time, 
will do Mr. Legge the juftice to confers, that his 
perfonal merit, and his credit with parliament and with 
the public, were always clearly difcemible, when he 
conduced the invidious part of the bufinefs of go- 
vernment. 

Without pretending to eloquence, and with a 
fubjeft which will not eafily admit the exercife of 
that talent, he was heard with an attention feldom 
paid to fpeeches which muft confift principally of a- 
rithme^ical. details. He was fure to keep up that 
attention, by a precifion in his thoughts, which would 
not permit him, had he been inclined, to be tedi- 
oufly verbofe; and he prefer ved his own, and in a 
certain degree, the credit of government, by neither 
pretending nor promifing more than he could, witfi 
the ftrifteft regard to truth. 

After his difmiffion from office, he continued,whilft 
his health would permit, to attend with the fame ap- 
plication and vigilance, to the national finances, as a 
member of parliament ; and, in more than one in- 
ftance, he aflifted perfons who had no particular 
claims upon him, rather than the crown or public 
fhould fuffer by his filence^ - And this he did at a 
time when be thought himfelf perfortalfy affronted 
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by the refblution of a great board to deprive a near 
fetation of his, who was not of an age to be obnox- 
ious to government himfelf, of an emolument which 
had with equal propriety and kindnefs been conferred 
upon him. 

With fo deep ahd extenfive a fund of knowledge* 
fo-precifely arranged in his mind, and moft jiidici- 
oufly applied to the fervice of his country, Mr* 
Legge was eminently qualified for the more inactive 
enjoyments of literaturje. Befides the pleafure he 
extrafted from the beft hiftorians, philofophers, and 
divines, he had a tafte for works of imagination* 
not common even among fcholars ; and knew how, 
to relieve his labours and cafes, in his few vacant 
hours, with the beft writers of that kind, ancient 
and modern, whofe beauties he would relifh and af- 
fimilate to his own ideas, with all the fatisfa&ion of 
an ingenious man at perfeft leifure*

But his friends could not fpare him rtiUch unin^ 
teffupted pleafure of this fort; for he had another 
faculty, likfewife foreign tb the unentertaining track 
of bufinefs. He was bfte of the beft companions of 
his time. His wit was copious* eafyj chearful* chafte 
and original. * He wotild animate the graveft conver- 
fation with fonid ftriking image Vhich prefented all 
the effentiafl iiirtiimftances of a fubjefl: at once before 
Ihd mind} ' h£ tHiiftrated his Wages by embelliffi* 
tfetftsi* wKKh'tlre mofffruitfui imagination could not 
produce;* Viihoirt Atf'aid of ambft chearful temper; 
? Vm. Ill, . D Havin* 
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Having a perpettral ftrpply of this fort of errtenxirf* 
mem, he was never tempted to have recourfe to the 
poor expedient of keeping up mirth by exceffes of 
licentroufnefs. Nor would his human ky faffer hin> 
to difplay his wit at the expence of any perfon in 
company. He could be lively without the aid of 
other men's foibles ; or if they prefled upon him fa 
dire&ly as not to be avoided, his raillery was inof- 
fensive, and even agreeable to the objeft of it. IF 
abfent men were mentioned, whom he either diffiked 
or defprfed, he had the happy art of tenting his dif- 
guft or contempt by fome pleafetit cxpreflion of in- 
difference, which flickered perhaps an odious or a 
defpkable ehara&er from more fevere reflections, by 
only giving it a ridiculous afpeft. Had his good 
fayings been treafured up, as thofe of much inferior 
'wits have been, they would have descended to po£* 
terity ;. and many of them would have been relifhed 
yithout a comment in any age. But he aimed at no 
reputation of this fort, and was fo natural and eafy 
in his manner, that his brighteft thoughts dropped 
from him like common conversion, without the 
lead appearance of any view to the fuecek with which* 
they were delivered. 

Thefe extraordinary powers,, which are feldorri- 
united in the fame mind,, and continued Remarkably 
vigorous in his, to his feft moments, weft the more, 
amiable as well as folid in him, as they wore accoxn-r 
gamed by a mod virtuous heart* It would be a 
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gfeLftful talk, and revive the exceffes of private grie£ 
to reprefent the lofs of him in his domeftic charac- 
ter, where he was> in every refped and relation, an 
illuftrious example of fidelity and tendernefs. But 
his benevolence was not limited here* nor by any 
other known boundary > than the limits of his power^ 
or the demerits perhaps of particular men. Nor were 
thefe, in every cafe, obftacles to his good-wilL He 
ha<f doubtlefs penetration enough to difcern hiimaifc 
failings upon a very flight acquaintance; but he ne- 
ver fuffered his mind to dwell upon them* if he 
Could difcover, or thought he had discovered a fuf- 
ficient quantity of that probity and good nature which 
he valued above other accomplifhments, and efteem- 
ed a compenfation for many failings. 

He feemed more particularly averfe to hypocrify 
land affeftation of every fort* perhaps as being moll 
oppofite to his own temper and chara&er. Common 
infirmities appeared either ridiculous or tolerable to 
him ; but he could not bear to fee the commerce o£ 
mutual good-will and efteem interrupted by the 
frauds of unfair dealers, who give themfelves credit 
for more virtue ^nd ability than they have* He hadt 
a better right than moft men, to entertain, and ex* 
prefc 1 ftropg diflike of fuch perfons, not only as he 
Was d}fpofed i in other cafes* to make great allow- 
ance for the natural defire men have to, advance for-r 
ward, in life. He was known tq contribute warmly 
totfce utmoft of his power* fometimes at the hazard

t)f his ,power, to promote the views of his friendi* 
He would ingenuoufly confefs he had an end of his 
own. in conferring fuch obligations. His ftate of 
health, till within a year before he died, feemed to 
promife him a vigorous and lading old age; and he 
thought a faithful obliged friend would be the moft 
valuable of all the Subfidi.a Seneftutis. 

His fincerity being like the reft of his virtues* tine* 
tured with his natural good-humour, produced in 
liim that amiable candour which fometimes broke 
out, in the midft of political contefts, in a frank, 
acknowledgment of truths on either fide, which little 
minds, engaged in contefts, are ftudious to fupprefk. 
Indeed, he could well afford to be candid on aH 
occafions, being confeious, 'that the known purity 
of his intentions would fupport him in any eoncef- 
fion which truth or good-nature impelled him ta 
make. 

He was as ingenuous in fpeaking of himfelf, a$ 
upon any other fubjeft; and,, inftead of urging his 
prejtenfibns with vehemence, or, as is often done, 
with a difregard to truth, he was never known to 
afiume falfe merit in his conduQ, public or private; 
and his friends rather blamed him, for not valuing 
himfelf fufficientfy upon the merit he could truly 
pretend to. But He was of too gentle and eafy a 
mind to avail himfelf of all his claims, and trufted to 
the world, of which he had a better opinion than men 
of penetration generally have, that his conduft, fo 

far 



Car as was underftood, would fecure to him as much 
reputation as he defined. Nor was he deceived in. 
his opinion, for the inward refpefi of mankind to- 
wards him vas as general as he could have wifiied it 
to be had ambition been his ruling paffion. The 
public fenfe of his worth was Cgnally manifested at 
one time by many unfought marks of efteera, and 
fuch as have always been thought honourable. Nor 
did they appear to be the refult of mere tranfient fits 
of popularity; for his reputation continued unfhaken 
to the end of bis life, and the almoft univerfal re- 
gret of men of all parties followed him to his grave. 
But the beft men cannot pafs through life without 
fome cenfure. His known public conduft, and his 
exemplary private life, feemed to fecure him from 
any attack of this fort. But envy and malice being 
Jteeq and a&iye, will fufpeft where they cannot 
charge, and infinuate where they cannot accufe. 
The ftriA and unaffeQed cecojnomy he pra&ifed in 
. behalf of the public, as far as lay in his power, to- 
gether with his averfion in his private life, to the mere 
glittering expences of vanity, thought upon him the 
fufpicion of too nvqch parfimony in his temper, 
which they f who beft knew Mr. Legge and his af- 
fairs, know to have been ill founded* He did not 
tranfgrefs the bounds of his fortune, and involve his 
posterity in difficulties, in order to purchafe himfelf 
the temporary fame of fplendour and magnificence ; 
but he did full juftice to the world, by living up to 
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bis rank and fortune, as well as by many private aft* 
pf beneficence, which he was top generous to divulge; 
?nd, after having evinced his difintereftednefs, oft 
many occafions, in the courfe of public bufinefs, he 
amply fati$fied thofp, who might fufpeft him of par- 
fimony, or might, from his unpretending manner, 
miftake him as wanting the fpirit of which he dicj 
not boaft, that hf valued his honour more than any 

» pthcr confederation. 

It' would have fufficed to mention this in general 
terms, without entering into a proof of it* had hq 
not made it his dying requeft to the noble perfonage, 
who was beft intitled to his affeQion and confidence^ 
to lay before the public, in vindication pf hpn, the 
only reafofts he knew of his, difmiffion from office, 
He had acquiefcf d filgntly in that difnuffton, appre* 
heading, that the time might come when his irre- 

' proachable condufl: and character would efface the 
impreffion of private mifreprefentations. But when 
he found that the hopes of a recovery, with which 
he was often flattered, in the courfe of his difeafe* 
were quite vanifhed, and that it would be his Ipt ta 
die in a ft$te of difgrace with a moft amiable and vir- 
tuous k , he apprehended for himfelf, |e(t hi$ 
good name, whjph (be beft men have always wifhed 
to tranfmit to ppfterity, fhould fuflfer from a prc-r 
fumptipn eafiiy propagated, that there mult have 
^reen fomething wrong in fiim to produce a difmiffion^ 
which is, in the cafe of moft individuals remove^ 
frop offices # (late, a puniftipent of mifcpjidpg, 
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We wits therefore anxioufly defirous the world 
Ihould know* that he was not turned out for any 
blemifh in his private or public rhara£ter # and he 
thought it the tnoft fatisfaftory method of fecuring 
his pofthumous reputation, to publifh the few papers 
which explain his cafe. Re apprehended himfelf 
intitled to do dm in his own vindication, as the pa- 
per* contain ao fecrets, either of ftate, or of private 
friendfhip. They are, agreeably to his defire, here 
kid before the world, in their original form, with 
only a previous ffiort narrative of the tranfa&ion 
which occasioned them* 

Upon the prefent Duke of Boston's acceffion to 
his title, in the year 17599 Mr. Legge was Iblicited 
to fucceed his Grace, as one of the rcprefentatives 
of the county. of Southampton, his own feat in par* 
liament chancing at that time to he vacant. He 
could not well have been importuned to an under- 
taking more unpleafant to him, and he declined it 
mare than once without referve. The buttle of a 
popular elefiion was unnatural to his liberal mind 
and manners, and a relation of thai kind, to a large 
county, in which he refided, -might appear inconve- 
nient to him, whofe hands were at that time filled 
with public bufinefs. But he was prevailed with to 
accept the offer, by the repeated intregties of bis 
friends, which were inforced by the plea, that his 
fortune and character would do credit to a party, 
yhfch had all his life been countenanced by govern- 
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xnentt and with which he bad ever afted uniformly, 
though, with undiflembled moderation and gopd hu T 
incur towards the other party*. And he had the far- 
ther encouragement of hoping, frpm the intpreft of 
the .crown exerted in his favour, in conjunction wjtfy 
that of the- then prevailing party in the county, a$ 
well as with his own perfonal intereft, which yras very 
pohfiderable, that his eleftion would not be contefted. 
However he fell into the difagreeable work of a 
conteft. .His competitor was Mr. Stuart, now Sir 
Simeon Stuart $ and he found Mr. Stuart* s intereft 
adopted by a noble Lord (Lord Bute) with whom 
Mr. Legge was not at variance ; whp had no apparent 
relation of any kind to the county $ whom therefore 
Mr. Legge did not think of confuting before he f e^ 
folved to comply with the defire of his friends. 
, After the county had been canvaffed qn both fides. 
Mr. Stuart thought lit to decline, and Mr. Leggg 
received the following letter : 

« c Downing-Jlrtct) Nov. 25, Monday eyenjng T 
f € Dear Sir;, 
" Lord Bute fept to me this morning, ^pd tolcj 
ine ; that having an opportunity of faving you he 
had embraced U, and done you an aft of ffiendlhip $ 
for that Mr. Stuart having been with him for his ad- 
vice, whether to leave or purfue the eleftion, asfome 
of Mr. Stuart's friends thought this critical fea^fon of 
an invafion hanging oyer the kingdom to be a very 
improper time for parliamentary contefts, his Lord- 
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ftip bad determine^ the point for relinquifliing tho 
purfuit ; in confequence of which Mr. Stuart Was to 
acquaint you with his refolution of declining a poll, 
Lord B. added, that neither he, nor the greater' 
perfon whofe name hath been ufed during the com* 
petition, would ever treat you with the more coldnefs 
for what hath happened ; your part having been taken 
jinder an ignorance of their views and intention*^ 
that Lojrcl Bu expefted, however, as he had a claim 
ypon you, in. right of friendftiip, that you will am* 
cur with him, and give your aid to the pdrfon he 
Jhall recommend at a future eleftion. I anfwered to 
the laft point, that I knew not how far you would 
tfiink yonirfelf bound in honour to aft with the body 
of whigs on' fuch an occafion; but if this confrder- 
ation did not hinder, I was fure you would be happy 
to give him that or any other evidence of your re* 
Jpe€k for him. 

f* You will be pleafed therefore, to con fide r weft, 
and (if you pleafe) with the advipe of your friends, 
before you gjve an anfwer on this head, that may 
tie you down, for on that anftver you plainly fee, 
ypry much will depend.

iwrer are or can be made in a cafe of this kind, I could 
have given Mr. Stuart ali the doubtful ones and all 
the neuters, in addition to his own* poll* and yet 
have carried the ele&ion by a majority of 1400. I 
did not come , into a fingte town, (except , Alton) 
where it was not expefted every day, that the oppo* 
ption would be given up, and where almoft any odds

- Upon this anfwer Mr. Legge received a verbal 
j&effage from lord B. by Mr, M. Dec. 12, 1759, th$ 
purport of which was, as it ftandi upon Mr* Legge's

&r as lay in bis power, the P m, . of W < ■ * s no* 
pupation of two members ;" to which meflage a ca- 
tegorical anfwer was required, and Mr. Legge fent

The contrary was fo much bis intention* that from 
the moment he difcovered Which way thofe inclina- 
tions lay, there was no' endeavour he did not ufe, to 
avoid the difpute with honor $ nor did Mr. Legge 
exert himfelf, either in point of expence or perfonal 
application, till all compromiie being rejected, he 
bad no other part left to aft. 

€c Mr. Legge is obliged to Lord B. for the friemiU 
Clip he expreffes towards him* Surely his lordfhip 
cannot doubt but that Mr. Legge Ihould be extremely 
glad, if he could find himfelf in fuch a fituation as 
would permit him to have the honour of obeying 
the P « """ ■ of W' ■ ■ *s commands, and feconding 
his wiflies, without breaking the faith he has openly 
and publicly pledged to the county of Southampton*

Here the correfpondence ended. His late majefty 
died the year following, and at the end of the firft 
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feflion'of parliament, after bis pre£ent tfqyefty** ac- 
ccffion, Mr. Legge wardi(mii]Kd, or as be chofe to 
otprefs it, turned out, after having ferved thf 
Crown and tbe public, in his department, during 
that fefioa with his tibial ability and fidelity* 

He had abwdant refources, in his own mind, to 
reconcile him to private life, and might have badlib 
difgraee gleffed over by a favour, which he declined* 
He faid it was Us duty to submit, but not to af- 
*ro v £« He bad the more valuable and independent 
(atisfa&ion, ibon after the event to be unaniraoufly 
choien to repjrefent thfe county of Southampton at 
the genera) deftioa. 

The circumftances of his laft iflnefe are no farther 
connected with this account of him, than as foxne of 
tbetn reiwarkaWy confirmed it, by exhibiting thenar 
turatferenky of a ftrong and good mind, in the lafll 
and greateft of all human diftreffea. As he was above 
disenabling his fatisfa&ion at the hopes of life, which 
frequently appeared, fo he was above rergetttng the 
lofs of longer life, or dreading the approach of dealh, 
when his cafe was pronounced defpeiate. He would 
reafcta about the little difference betwixt dying as 
one time, or another, or of this or that difeafe, wife 
a moft exemplary caknneft, and with the feme on* 
difturbcd fixate of mind, with which any phjlofcpher r 
m perfeft health ever wrote about death* Ami wbe* 
the femence of nature agairift biff) appeared quite 
irrevocable* he was a flwning, though melancholy 

infiaacc 
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inftance of a truth, frorh which great cfrftcItifion£ 
have been drawn, that the life and vigour of the 
human mind, may continue to the laft, Unimpaired 
by the moft extreme weaknefs and decay <rf body. 

It would be too little to fay of fo excellent a man, 
that the memory of him will be honoured^ dur- 
ing the Rves of his fdrvivots 5 fo^ if eminent abi- 
lity and integrity, manifefted in offices of the high- 
eft truft and confequencc • if a zeal for public liberty^ 
exerted on all proper occafions, with firmnefs and 
decency * if all the talents and virtues which render 
men refpe&able and amiable, urtited in one eonfpi- 
cuous chara&cr, and applied to the benefit of man- 
kind, give that chara&er any chance for permanent 
fame after death, it may be confidently hoped, that 
Mr. Legge will, in the opinion of pofterity, be enti- 
tled to one of the firft places among the worthies 
of the prefent age*

Sir Robert Walpole, who 
was no bad judge of men, upon his early acquain- 
tance with Mr. Legge, gave his opinion of him in 
very. awkward, yet in very expreffive terms. He 
obferved, that he never met with a man who hadfo 
little rubbijh about him. Mr. Legge's conduct jufti-* 
fied this fentiment of Sir Robert's; for in every * 
department he filled, he appeared to be perfeft maftef 
of his office, and was at once clear, folid, judicious, 
and confident. In ihort* Mr. . Legge throughout 
fupported the chara&er of a fenfible and moderate 
ftatefman, without being a tool to any party, or a 

(lave to his own paifions.

THEIR Britannic and Pruffian Majefties touched 
with compaffion when they refleft on the evils which 
have been occafioned and muft ftill neceffarily refuit 
from the war which has been kindled for fome years 
paft, would thirik themfelves wanting to the duties,of

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humanity, and particularly regard lefs of the Uttereft 
they take in the prefervation and welfare of their 
refpeftive kingdoms and fubjefts, if they neglefted 
to ufe proper meafures towards checking the pro- 
grefsof this cruel peftilence, and to contribute to- 
wards the re-eftabliQiment of public tranquillity. It 
is with this view, and in order to afcertain the fince 
rity of their intentions in this refpeS, that their 
aforefaid Maj cities have refolved to make the fol- 
lowing declaration : 

That they are ready to fend Plenipotentiaries to 
anyplace which (hall be judged mod convenient, in 
order to treat, in conjunction^ concerning a general 
and firm peace, with thofe whom the Belligerent pow- 
ers (hall think proper to authorize on their fide, 
towards the accomplifhment of fo falutary an end. 

I certify that the above declaration is the fame 
which was difpatched to me by theEarl of Holderneffe 
and the Baron Kniphauzen, in the name, and on the 
part of their Bri tannic and Pruffian majefties.

THE pacific difpofuions which the Kings of 
England and PruflSa exprefied the laft year, ai$d 
which are conformable to the fenti'ments of all the

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Belligerent Powers* having met with fome difficulties 

which have proved obftacles to their fuccefs, the 

Courts of France* Vienna, Peterlburg, Stockholm, 

and Warfaw, have u'nanimoufly agreed to invito 

thofe of London and fierlin* to the renewal of a

negotiation fo expedient for the welfare of mankind, 

and which ought to intereft all the powers at war in 
the caufe of humanity* 

With this view, and in order to proceed towards 
the re-eftablifhment of peace, they propofe the 
meeting of a Congrefs, at which they think it will 
be convenient to admit* with the Plenipotentiaries 
of the principal Belligerent Powers* no other thajl 
thofe of their allies. If the kings of England and 
Pruffia adopt this meafure, his Moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefty, the Emprefs Queen, the Emprefs of Ruffia, 
the King of Sweden, and the King of Poland Elec- 
tor of Saxony, propofe the town of Aufburg, as the 
place of Congrefs, which they only point out as a 
town within the reach of all the parties interefted, 
which by its fituation feems to fuit the convenience 
of all the States, and they will not oppofe the choice 
of any other town in Germany, which their Britannic 
andPruffian majcfties may deem more convenient. 

His Moft Chriftian Majefty, the Emprefs Queen* 
the Emprefs of Ruflia, and the Kings of Sweden 
and Poland, declare farther, that they have made 
choice of Plenipotentiaries, to whom they will 
commit their intcrefts at the Congrefs^ in expectation

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that the King of England, the King of Pruflla, and 
their allies, will fpecdily make choice of their refpec- 
tive jninifters, that the negotiation may not be re* 
tarded. 

The fincerity of this declaration, which the Court* 
of France, Vienna, Peterfburg, Stoqkholm, a^nd 
Warfaw, Have, out of regard to the general good, 
determined to make to the Courts of London and 
Berlin, gives them to hope that their Britannic and 
Pruflian Majefties 5 will fignify, by afpeedy anfwer, 
their lentiments on a fubjeft foeffentia) to the peace 
and welfare of Europe.

Letter from the Duke de Choiseul to 

Mr. Pitt. 
Sir, 
THE King my Mafter, aQing in CQnformtty with 
the fentiments of his allies, in order, if poffible, to 
procure the re-eftablifhment of a general peace, has 
authorized me to tranfmit to your Excellency the 
Memorial hereto annexed, which lolely concerns the 
interefts of France and England, with refpeft to the 
particular war between the two Crowns. The King 
has reafon to hope, that the fincere manner in which 
he propofes to treat with his Britannic Majefly, will 
banifh all miflruft in thecourfe of the negotiation if 

it 
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it takes place, and Will induce his Britanhic Majefty 
to make the King acquainted with his real fentiments, 
whether with regard to the continuante of war, or 
-with refpeQ: to the conclufion of peace, as well as 
in relation to the principles on which they ought to 
proceed^ in order to procure this blefling to the two 
nations* ' ^ 

I will add, that I am likewife authorifed toaflure 
your Excellency, that in relation to the war in which 
the King of Pruflia is concerned, the allies of the 
King my Matter are determined to treat of their in- 
terefts in the future Congrefs, with the fame franknefe 
and fincerity, of which I can give your Excellency 
aflurance on the part of France ; and that, fo as not 
to depart from what is due to their dignity, their fi- 
tuation, and the demands of juftice, they will bring, 
with them to the negotiation, all^the acquiefcence, 
which their humanity diftates for the general good

The King, my Mafter, and his Allies, do not 
doubt but that they fhall find the heart of his Britan- 
nic Majefty and his Allies, impreffed with the fame 
Sentiments. I efteem it a happinefs that my office 
makes me the inftrument of tonveying fuch favour^ 
able fentiments, which give me an oppbrtunity of af- 
furing your Excellency, with what diftingui&ed 
Consideration I have the honour to be, &c. 
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Memorial of the Christian King, 

THE Moft Chriftian King wifhes that the feparate 
peace of France with England could be united with 
the general peace of Europe, which his Majefty moft 
fincerely defires to eftablifh ; but aslhe nature of the 
obje£ts which have occafioned the war between 
France and Englapd, is totally foreign from the dif* 
putes in Germany, bis Moft Chriftian Majefty has 
thought it neceffary to agree with his Britannic Ma- 
jefty on the principal articles which may form the 
bafis of their feparate negotiations, in order to acce- 
lerate as much as poffible, the general conclufionof 
the peace. 

The beft method to accomplifh the end propofed, 
is to remove thofe intricacies which might prove ob- 
ftacles to its fuccefs f In the bufinefs of peace, the 
difputesof nations concerning their reciprocal con- 
quefts, the different opinions with refpe&to the utif • 
Hty of particular conquefts, and the compenfations 
for reftitutions, generally form matter of embarraff- 
njent at a negotiation pf peace. As it is natural for 
each nation, with regard to thefe different points, to 
endeavour the apquifition of all poflible advantages, 
intereft and diftruft occafion oppofhiorts and produce 
delays. To obviate thefe inconveniencies, and to 
teftify the fincerity of his proceedings in the courfe 
of the negotiation of peace with England, the Moft 
Chriftian King propofes to ^gree with his Britannic 

Majefty, 
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Majefty, that, with refpeft to the particular war of 
France and England, the two Crowns ihall remain 
in poffeffion of what they have conquered from each 
other, and that the Gtuation in which they (hall (land 
on the ill of September, in the year 1761, in the Eaft 
Indies,don the lft of July in the fame year, in the 
Weft Indies and in Africa; and on the id of May 
following in Europe, (hall be the pofition which (hall 
ferve as a bafis to the treaty which may be negotiated 
between the two powers. Which fhews that the 
Mod Chriftian King, in order to let an example of 
humanity, and to contribute to the re-eftablifhment 
of the general tranquillity, will make a facrifice' of 
thofe reftitutions which he has a right to claim, at the 
fame time that he will maintain thofe acquifitions 
which he has gained from England during the courfe 
of the war. 

Neverthelefs as his Britannic Majefty may think 
that the periods propofed of the ift of September, 
July, and May, are either too near or too diftant for 
the interefts of the Britifh Crown, or that his Bri- 
tannic Majefty may judge it proper to make com* 
penfation for the whole^ or for part of the reciprocal 
conquefts of the two Crowns, the Molt Chriftian 
King will readily enter into negotiation with his Bri- 
tannic Majefty in relation to thefe two ohjeds, when 
he ftiall know his fentiments concerning them ; the 
principal view of his Mod Chriftian Majefty being 
to teftify not only to England, but to the whole world, 

E 4 hi* 
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bis fincere difpofnion to remove all impediment! 
which might defer the falutary objeft of peace. 

The Mod Chriftian King expe&s, that the difpofi- 
tion of his Britannic fyfajefty will be correfpondent, 
and that he will, with equal fincerity, anfwer all N the 
articles contained in this Memorial, in which the two 
Powers are fo effentially interefted. 

Thefe pieces were dated the 26th of ^March, 1761. 

Mr. Pitt's Letter to the Duke of Choiseu t. 

Sir, London, flth April, 1761. 

THE King my Matter has authorized me to . 
tranfmit to your Excellency, with all the difpatch 
which was found poffible, the Memorial hereto an- 
nexed, in anfwer to that of the 26th of the laft month, 
made by the brder, and in the name of his Mod 
Chriflian Majefty^ folely concerning the interefts of 
England and France, relative to the particular war 
between the two Crowns, which was accompanied by 
a letter from your Excellency of the fame date, 
tranfmitted to me by M. the Prince Galitzin, 

His M&jefty has publifhed his real fentiments, with 
regard tcJ the falutary bufinefe of peace, with the 
fincerity which his Chriftian Majefty defires, and of 
which he himfelf fet the example; the King my Mas- 
ter, on his part, defires nothing more than, by the 
fincerity of his conduft, to remove all diftruft in 
courfe of the negotiation, 

J will 
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I will like wife acquaint your Excellency, that the 
King learnt with great fatisfa&ion, that your Excel- 
lency* was authorized to g'.ve afTurance that, in rela- 
tion to the war which concerns the King of Pruffia, 
the allies of his Mod Chriftian Majefty are deter- 
mined to treat with the lame opennels and fincerity 
as the Court of France, and that they will bring with 
them, to the negotiation at the future Congrefs, all 
the acquiescence which their unanimity dilates for 
the general good of Europe, 

I muft add that, with regard to the war which 
concerns the King of Pruffia, as well as with refpeft. 
to the other allies of the King my Matter, his Majef- 
ty, always conftant in fulfilling the engagements of 
his crown with the ipoft fcrupulous exact nefs, can 
never fail to fuppott their refpeftive interefts, whe- 
ther in the courfe of the negotiation, (which may 
God profper) or in the continuance of the war, (if 
contrary to all expectation this misfortune fhould be 
unavoidable) with the cordiality and efficacy of a 
fincere and faithful ally. 

As to what remains, it is fuperfluous to mention 
to what degree his Majefty wifhes for this fpeedy ef. 
tablifhinent of the general peace in Germafty, after 
the diftinguifhed proof his Majefty has given, in fo 
readily cbnfenting to the propofition of fo diftant a 
place as the town of Augfburg for the meeting of the 
Congrefs. 

Such are the fincere and upright intentions of the 
King my Matter for the re-eftablifhment of the 
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public tranquillity. I thjnk myfelf happy in having 
the charge of conveying fuch fentiments, and of hav- 
ing an opportunity of affuring your* Excellency of

HIS Britannic Majefty, equally defirous with the 
Mod Chriftian King, that the feparate Peace of Eng- 
land and France could be united with the general 
peace, for which the King of Great Britain is fo fin- 
cerely interefted, that, in regard to this point, he 
even means that the contefts which might arife be- 
tween the two Crowns concerning their particular 
differences, fliould not occafion the leaft delay to 
the fpeedy conclufion of fo falutary a work as the 
general peace of Germany; and hid Britannic Ma- 
jefty is the more confirmed in this fentiment, di&ated 
by humanity towards fo many nations, that he feels 
in all its extent the propofition which the Moft Chris- 
tian King ettablifhes as a fundamental principle! 
that the nature of the objefts which have occafioned 
the war between England and France, is totally fo- 
reign from the difputes in Germany, 

In confequence of this inconteftible principle, the 
King of Great Britain entirely adopts the fentiment 
of. his Moft Chriftian Majefty* that u is neceffary to 

agree 
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agree between the two Crowns on fome principal ar- 
ticles, which may form the bafis of their particular 
negotiations, in order the more to accelerate the 
conclufion of a general peace. 

The King of Great Britain equally agrees in ge- 
neral to the propofition which the Moft Chriftian 
King has made with an opennefs, in which his BrU 
tannic Majefty will concur throughout the courfe of 
the negotiation ; that is to fay, that, in relation to 
the particular war between England and France, 
l. The two Crowns {hall remain in poffeffion of what 
they hav^e conquered, one from the other, 2. That 
the fituation in which they (hall ftand at certain pe-t 
Hods, (hall be the pofition to ferve as a bafis for the 
treaty which may be negotiated the two Powers. 

With regard to the firft branch of the aforefaid 
propofition, his Britannic Majefty takes pleafure in 
doing juftice to the magnanimity of His Moft Chrif- 
tian Majefty, who, from motives of humanity, deter- 
mines to facrifice to the love of peace, the reftitution 
which he thinks he has a right to claim, maintaining 
at the fame time what he has conquered from England 
during the courfe of the war. 

With refpeft to the fecond head of the aforefaid 
propofition, concerning the reciprocal conquefts 
made by the two Crowns, one upon another; that is 
to fay, That the fituation in which they fhall ftand 
at the refpeftiye periods afligned for the different 
quarters of the globe, fhall ferve as a bafis for the 

faid 
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faid treaty, the King of Great Britain again ac- 
knowledges with fatisfa&ion the candour which is 
manifeftec^ on the part of his Mod Chriftian Majefty 
in this article, by obviating, as he has done, the ex- 
treme difficulties, and by anticipating the indifpenf- 
able objeftions, whicfc could not but arife on fuch a 
fubjeft ; y it being in fad felf-evident, that expeditions 
at fea requiring preparations of long Handing, and 
depending on navigations which are uncertain, as 
well as on the concurrence of feafons, in places 
which are 1 often too diftant for orders relative to their 
execution to be adapted to the common viciffitu/des 
of negotiations, which for the moft part are fubje£l 
to difappointments and delays, and are always fluctu- 
ating and precarious : from whence it neceffarily re- 
fults, that the nature of fuch operations is by do 
means fufceptible, without prejudice to the party 
who employs them, of any other epochas, thanthofe 
which have reference to the day of figning the treaty 
of peace. ' , 

Neverthelefs as this confideration, as well as that 
which refpeQs the compenfation^ (if fuch fhall be 
found proper to be made between the two Crowns) 
on account of their reciprocal conquefts, compre- 
hend the moft interefting and capital articles of the 
treaty, and as it is upon thefe two decifive objefts, 
that the Moft Chriftian King voluntarily offers to 
enter into a negotiation ; the King of Great Britain, 
defiring to concur effe&ually with the favourable 

difpo- 
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difpofitions of the Mod Chriftian King, in order to 
remove all impediments which might* defer the falu- 
tary object of peace, his Britannic Majefty declares 
that be is ready on his part to enter upon the propofed 
negotiation with fpeed and fincerity. And rtiore

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The King has not delayed, Sir, the nomination of * 
an Ambaffador to reprefent him at the Congrefs at 
Augfburg. His Majefty has made choice of the 
Count de Choifeul, at prefent his AmbafjTador at 
Vienna, and he will repair to the town appointed, at 
the beginning of July, in the expe&ation which wG 
entertain here, that his Britannic Majefty will fend 
his Ambaffador thither at the fame time* 

The King has commanded m$, Sir, to obfefVe on 
this occafion to your Excellency, in anfwer to the 
declaration contained in your letter, that his Majefty, 
as conftant as any other power, in fulfilling the en- 
gagements he has made with the allies, with the moil 
Scrupulous pun&uality, will continue, with that fide- 
lity which is confident with the integrity and dignity 
of his chara&er, to make his caufe common with 
theirs, whether in the negotiation for the peace of 
Germany, or in the continuance of the war, if to 
the misfortune of mankind, the favourable difpofi- 
tions in which the Belligerent Powers are at prefent 
ihould not be attended with the fuccefs which is fo 
earneftly defired. 

I ought not, on 'this occafion, to omit informing 
your Excellency with what concern the King would 
fee himfetf obliged to continue fuch a deftru&ive war, 
after having entertained a confidence that all the par- 
ties were interefted in putting a flop to the 1 calamities 
it occafions. 

As to what relates to the war in particular between 
France and England, I have annexed to this letter 
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ft Memorial in reply to that of your Excellency* 
We cannot be too zealous in explaining the upright 
intentions of our Matters, in order to remove, at 
the beginning of this interefting negotiation, thofe 
mifunderft an dings which often augment, inftead of 
leflening the delay.

THE Moft Chriftian King perceives with fatt*. 
fa&ion, that his Britannic Majefty agrees that the 
nature of the obje&s which have occafioned the war 
between France and England is totally foreign from 
the difputes which have given rife to the war 111 Ger- 
many ; it is in confequence of this principle that his 
Moft Chriftian Majefty offered the King of England 

to treat concerning the preliminaries relative to the 
particular interefts of the two Crowns; but in mak- 
ing that proportion, the King of France did not 
un^erftand, as the beginning of the Memorial of 
London of the 8th of April feems to intimate, that 
the~peace of Germany could take place, without the 
differences between France and England being ad- 

j ufted. 
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j ufted. His Moft Chriftian Majefty has fufficient 
.confidence in his Allies to be certain that they wHl 
neither conclude a peace nor a treaty without his 
confent. He did not under ft and therefore, that the 
peace of Germany could be concluded diftinftly from 
that of France and England, and he only propofed 
to the King of England to feparate the difcuflion of 
the two wars, in order to bring about a general peace 
for all parties. 

His Moft Chriftian Majefty renews the propofition 
whjch he caufed to be made in the fir ft Memorial, 
that the two Powers ftiould remain in Jlatu quo with 
regard to their poffeffions and conquefts according to 
the periods dated in the faid Memorial ; but his Ma- 
jefty obferves, that the bafis of tfre propofition is 
neceflarily connected with the epochas propofed; for 
it is eafy to conceive that fuch events may happen on 
either fide, as may abfolutely prevent an acquiefcence 
to the uti pojfidetisi if the epochas are diftant; and 
his Moft Chriftian Majefty has the more.reafon to re- 
cal the whole propofition, if the King of England 
does' not acquiefce to the epochas annexed to it, 
fince no one can doubt but that thofe' periods were 
propofed at a time when they were not advantageous 
to France.

and to have feared with you, in point of zeal fbf 
the profperous conduft of the Peace, the fatiffac* 
tion of co-operating more immediately to give the 
people aflurance of the effefts of the falutary difpo*. 

I fhall neverthe-* 
lefs take real pleafure, upon all occafions, to pay the 
refpeft due to M. Buffy's charafter, as well as to his* 
jnerit; and I can affure you, Sir, that the happinefo 
which, that Minifter has had, of being ufed tptrant- 
aft budnefs with your Excellency, is an additional 
circumftance which cannot but intereft me extremely 
in bis behalf, 

I am perfuaded that Mr. Stanley, who is defcende4 
from an illuftrious family, and who entertains noble 
fentiments. will ufc all his endeavours to merit the 
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honour of your Excellency's efteem, and he wilhes 
to be recommended to your favour. 

You will fee, Sir, by my private letter, the re- 
flections which have occurred in relation to the pre- 
cautionary arrangements, which your Excellency 
propofed to fettle, and I hope that no farther impe- 
diments will remain on this fubjeft*

Sir, 

I HAVE received the three paflports, which your 
Excellency has done me the honour to tranfjnit for 
Mr. Stanley, in quality of Minifter from the King 
my Matter, and I in return tranfmit to you a fe- 
cohd, which his Majefty has granted for the veffel 
which the Mod Chriftian King (hall think proper to 
order for tnjnfporting M. Bufly into England; and 
I annex the order to the Officers of the cuftoms, for 
the free importation of the effc&s , and baggage of 
the laid Minifter. 

As to what relates, Sir, to the observations which 
you thought yourfelf obliged to make, to warrant; 
the execution of the eommiffion of thofe two mi- 
nifters, it is with great fatisfaflion I affure your Ex- 
cellency, that the King, in conformity with the fen- 
timents of tys Moft Chriftian Majefty, is of

g. It is the intention of his Majefty, that M. 
Bufly fhould abfolutely enjoy in England, thq fame 
rights, prerogatives* and franchises, and liberties, as 
if the two Courts were in the midft of peace, and 
wftich Mr. Stanley, in purfuance of *he intention of . 
his Moft Chriftian Majefty, is to enjoy in France; 
2nd as to the difpatch of couriers, as well as every

A$ to what remains, concerning the time of the 
departure of their croffing the fea, the king is of 
ppinion, that in order to obviate all difficulties, Mr.

]Mr. Stanley having reprefented by his letter of 
the 8th of June„ that the D. de Choiieul, in the 
courfe of their conferences, had agreed, That the

}hat his Excellency neverthelefs was of opinion, that in 
the prefent (late of that affair ', according to the natural 
* end ufual courfe of things, his Mojl Chrijlian Maje/ly 
fraying already named the firjl of September, July % and 
)Aay % hii Britannic Majefly Jhould proceed, either by 

accepting 



accepting pf thofc days, or by naming others tmrt 
agreeable to his intentions^ rvfyich were probably regu* 
lated by preparations and dejigns of which the court of 
France ivas ignorant; that this method appeared to hint 
more likely to expedite the bufinefs than the making of 
reiterated proportions on their part t which could only be 
grounded on mere conjecture. It is upon this footing, 
that, in order to make a return to the above in vita-, 
tion qn tfcje partof France, as well as in confequence 
of his Majefty's haying accepted the propofition of 
the faid court of the 26th March laft, his MUjefty 
offers to agree with the Moft Chriftian King, thai 
the firft d,ay of July, September and November 
following, Ihall refpe&ively be the different period* 
or epochs, to fix the Uti Pojfidetis -which France has 
proppfed \o makevthe bafis of the treaty which may 
be negotiated between the two powers. All "othe* 
conquefts made beyondi thefe periods Ihall be mu-* 
tually reftored. But as his Majefty is of opinion 
that epochs which have no reference to the aftuai 
fignature of fomething obligatory between the two 
Crowns, mull neceffarily be only a vain illufion, 
void of ufe or reality; or that it might even happen 
that in the end they, may prove the fource of intri- 
cate difpdtes, and dangerous and captious alterca- 
tions ; and the King having no other view but to 
concur with the upright intentiqps of his Moft 
Chriftian Majefty, in accelerating and confirming 
the bleffings of peace to both nations, his Majefty

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only offers to agree to aforefaid epoch, on the IW0 
following conditions: * 

j. That every thing which fhall be happily ad-> 
jutted between the two crowns, in relation to theif 
particular war, ihall be made obligatory, final, and 
conclufive, independent of (he negotiation at Augf* 
burg, which is to compofe and terminate the difpute* 
of Germany, -and to re-eftablifh a general peace. 

2. That the faid definitive treaty of peace betweert 
Great Britain and FVance ihall be concluded, figned 
and ratified, or preliminary articles to that end, be* 
tween this and the firft of Auguft next. 

The reftitution of the prizes taken at fea, ffiall 
be regulated according to the refpe6tive terms which 
are ufual for different parts of the globe; which 
terms are to be computed from the day of the figna-* 
ture of the faid definitive treaty, or of prelimu 
nary articles of peace, in cafe a ratification enfues. 

The King deGring farther to facilitate the falutary 
work of peace, as far as reafon and juftice will ad-* 
mit, declares moreover, tha t with regard to*Belle-Ifle, 
his Majefty will agree, in the faid future treaty, to 
enter into compenfation for that important conquett.* 

With regard to farther compenfations for any 
pfart of the other cotfquefts mJde by the crown of 
Great Britain, his Majefty referves himfelf, till he 
fliall learn what are the Mod Chriftian King's defires 
iq that refpeft, which when he fhall know, hi* Majefty 
will open himfelf with perfefcl finccrity and good faith.

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-The French Memorial or Propositions, 

15TH July, 1761. 

THE negotiations of peace entered, upon between 
France and England, have proved that the Sove- 
reigns fincerely wifh to re-eftablifh that union and 
amity, fo agreeable to humanity, between the two 
crowns * and the refolution in which the King con- 
curs, in conjunftion with his Britannic Majefty, to 
terminate by a precife and durable treaty, the dif- 
ferences which have occafioned the prefent war, has 
determined his Majefty, always maintaining the fpi- 
rit and letter of the declaration of thp 26th March 
laft, in relation to the means of procuring peace, to 
explain more precifcly by this memorial, the con- 
ditions, which appear to him moft proper to ac- 
complifh the defirable end which influences him as 
well as the King of England. 

But the King declares at the fame time, that he 
entrufts this propofition with the King of Great 
Britain, that if it fhould not be accepted by his 
Britannic Majefty, or fhould not ferve as a bafis 
for the negotiation of the future peace, the Court 
of London fhall in no circumftances take advantage 
of it, the faid propofition made in confidence to the 
King of Great Britain having no other obje£t than 
the accelerating of a negotiation in which the two 
crowns are fo much interefted. 

The Uti PoJJidetis expreffed in the declaration of 
the 26th March, is adopted on both fides j it would 

be 
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be difficult for cither party to fejefil it; for though f( 
was not expreffed, it is properly according to what 
they poflefs Gnly either lawfully o>r by toncjueft^ 
that the parties can negotiate together fconcerning 
peace, and the compenfations requifite for that pufr- 
pofe. 

The periods of the Statu Quo^ which form the fe- 
cond effential article in the declaration of the *6th 
March, and which havfe remained in negotiation be- 
tween the two Courts* have not yet been fettled; 

The Court of France has propofed the epochs of 
May* July and September; that of England has 
propofed the epochs of July, September and No- 
vember. That queftion will be determined without 
farther negotiation, if the fcheme of the following 
treaty is adopted by the Court of London, for theii 
all the epochs will be valid, as that of the peace 
will unite the fentiments and opinions of the twd. 
Kings* 

It is the compenfations therefore which will de* 
termine the epochs and the peace, and it is to fettte 
them that his Majefty propofes the following articles 
to the King of Great Britain. 

Article I. The King cedes ^nd guaranties Ga** 
nada to the King of England, fuch as it has been and 
in right ougjit to be poffeffed by France, without 
reftri&ion, and without the liberty of returning upon 
any pretence whatever againft this ceflion and gua- 
ranty. 
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ifanty, ahd without interrupting the croWn of Eng- 
land in the-entlre pofTeflidn of Canada. 

Art. II. The King in making over his full right 
x>f fovereignty over Canada to the Ring of Eng- 
land, annexes four conditions to the ceffion. Firft;. 
that the free exercife of the Roman Catholic religion 
ftall be maintained there; and that the King of 
England will giyc the nioft precife and effectual on. 
tiers that his new Roman Catholic fubjeQs may, ad 
heretofore^ make public pfofeffiort of their religion* 
according to the rites of the Roman Church. 

Secondly, That the French inhabitants or others* 
Who have been fubje&sof the King; in Canada, may 
retire into the French colonies with all poffible free- 
dom and feciirity ; that they may be allowed to fell 
their fefFefctsj and to tranfport their property as well 
as their perfonsj without being reftrairied ill their 
entigtatifcnj on any pretence whatever ((except for 
debt;) and the Englifh government fhall engage td 
procure them the means of tranfportation at as little 
ex pence as poffible. 

Thirdly, That the limits of Canada, with regard 
to Loufiana, (hall be clearly and firmly eftablifiied^ 
as well as thole of Loufiansl add Virginia 4 in fuch 
manner, that after the execution o^peace, there may 
be no more (difficulties between the two nations, with 
fefpefii to Canada, or the other pofleffions of England. 

[Mi Buffy has a memorial on the fubjeft of the 
limits of Loufiana, which gives him power to come

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to a final treaty on. that article with the miriiflry of 
his Britannic Majefty.] 

Fourthly, That the liberty of fifhing, and of dry- 
ing their cod-fifh on the banks of Newfoundland, 
may be confirmed to the French as heretofore : and 
as this confirmation would be llluforv, if the French

vefiels had not a fhelter in thofe parts appertaining 
to their nation, the King of GreatBritain, in con- 
fideration of the guaranty of his new conquefts, 
ftiall reftore Ifle Royal, or Cape Breton, to be en- 
joyed by France in entire fovereignty. It is agreed, 
to fix a value on this reftitution, that France fhall 
not, under any denomination whatever, ereft any 
fortifications on the ifland, and fhall not confine her- 
(elf to maintain civil eftablifhmerit there, and the 
port for the convenience of the fifhing yeflels land* 
ing there* 

Art. III. France fhall reftore to England the 
ifland of Minorca, and Fort St. Philip, in the fame 
condition it was in when conquered by the King's 
forces, together with the artillery belonging to Eng- 
land, which was in the fort at the time of taking the 
ifland. 

Art. IV. In confideration of this reftitution. 
England, in her turn, fhall reftore to France the 
ifland of Guadaloupe and Marigalante; and thofe 
two iflands fhall be ceded in the fame condition tbejr 
were in at the time they were conquered by the arms 
pf England.

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kt. V. The iflands called neuter, are Domi- 

iiica, St. Vincent; St; Lucia, and Tabago. The

The Crown of England has hot yet fliewri any 
title, which gives them a right over the two laft t 
heverthelefc; it (hall be a matter df negotiation be«i 
tweeri the two Crowns, either that the four iflandi 
ihall reniaiii ibfolutely neuter, or that the two poC 
feffed by the Carribeea alone (hall be declared hetf-

Art. VII. The colonies of South America, in' 
pofleffion of the French, neceffarily require ne- 
groes to cultivate them; the French fettleipents of 
Senegal and Goree fiipplied the wants of the French 
colonies in this refpeft. England, in keeping thofc 
fettlements, would prejudice France, without pro- 
curing any pofitive advantages for herfelf ; and the 
union which the two Sovereigns fo Gncerely wifli to 
eftablifti between the two crowns, leaves no room 
to fuppofe that the court of London has any fuch 
intentions of nrifchief. Neverthelefs, France, with 
a view to the bleflings of peace* offers England the 
choice of the poffeflions of Senegal or Goree, 
meaning that one or the other pofleffion (hall be 
reftored and guarantied to the King by his Britan- 
nic Maj'efty. 

Art. VIII. Theiflandof Belle-Ifle and the for-

Art. IX. In confideration of the 8th article to 
be granted by England, the King will caufe his forces 
in Germany to evacuate the Landgraviate of Heffe,

The countries belonging to the King of Pruffia, oq 
t^e Lower Rhine, have been conquered, and are ac- 
tually governed in the name of the Emprefs Queen ; 
the King would not undertake to evacuate them with- 
put the confent of her Imperial Majefty,and before thq 
fuccefs of the Negotiations at the Congrefs at Augf- 
burg, which is to reftore Peace between the Emprefs 
and the King of Pruffia ; but as it would be di&d- 
yantageous to the two Crowns to maintain a confix 
dcrable body of national forces in Germany, which* 
in time of peacej would remain in abfolute inacti- 
vity, and, by the Conventions of the Treaty, would 
become ufelefs in every refpett to the Allies of 
France; and England, the King undertakes, that, 
from the timp that his Britannic Majefty do recal the 
EngHfli whom he has fent to his army in Germany, 
he will caufe double the number of French forces 
x \n his Majefty *s army on the Upper and Lower 
Rhine to return to France, fo that no French troops 
ihall "continue in thofe parts, but in proportion to 
thofe which the King of England ftiall keep in p?y.

Art. XII. The captures made at feaby Eng- 
land before the declaration of the war, are •bje&s 
of legal reftkution, and which the King will wil- 
lingly fubmit to the juftice of the King of England 
and the Englifh tribunals; in faQ, fubjeSs, who 
under the faith of treaties, the law of nations, and 
in time of peace, follow their trade and navigation, 
cannot without juftice become fufFerers by the mil- 
jinderftandings fublifting in the cabinets of the two 
Courts, before they have any intimation of it. De- 
clarations of war are eftabliihed by the law of na~ 
{ions, for no other purpofe but to make public to the 
people the contefts between their fovereigns 9 and to 
give them warning, that their perfons and fortune* 
are in danger of an enemy. Unlefs fuch declaration 
is agreed upon, there can be no public fefcurity; 
£very individual would be in danger, or in fear, 
every moment that he ftepped beyond the limits of 
his own country. If thefe principles are inconteftU 
ble 9 nothing re mains 'but to examine the date of the 
declaration of war, between the two crowns, and 
the date of the captures; all that has been taken 
prior to the declaration, cannot be adjuged lawful 
prize, without overthrowing the moftfalutary laws;

This argument is deemed unanfwerable in France i 

and it is on this footing that the king challenges the

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courof any kind to the Emprefs Queen nor her Allies, 
Both thefe conditions appear fo natural and equit- 
able in themfelves, that his Majefty could not do 
otherwife than acquiefce in them, and he hopes that 
the King of Great Britain will be ready to adopt them. x

Sir, 
HAVING explained myfelf, in our conference 
yefterday, with refpeft to certain engagements qF « 
France with Spain, relative to the difputes of the lau 
ter crown with Great Britain, of which your Court 
jievei informed us, but at the very inftant of roak- 
ing, as flie has done, her firft propolitions for the 
feparat? peace of the two crowns ; and as you have 
defired, fbr the fake of greater pun&uality^ to takp 
3. note of wh^t paifed between us upon fa weighty 3. 
fubjeft, I here repeat, Sir, by his Majefty's order, 
the fame declaration, word fc>r word, which I made 
to you yefterday, and again anticipate you with ref- 
pe& to the moft fincere ferttiments of friendfhip and 
jreal regard on the part of his Majefty towyds the 
Catholic Jting, in every particular conliftent with 
yeafonandjuftice. It is my duty to declare farther 
to you in plain terms, in the name of his fylajefty, 
that he ^ill not fuffer the difputes with Spain to be 
blended, in any manner whatever, in the negotia- 
tion of peace between the two crowns : to which I 
jnuft add, that it will be conftdered as an affront to. 
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his Majefty's dignity, and as a thing incompatible 
with the fincerity of the negotiation, to make far. 
ther mention of fuch a circumftance. 

Moreover, it is expe&ed that France Will not, 
at any time, presume a right of intermeddling in 
fuch difputes between Great Britain and Spain. 

Thefe Confiderations, fo juft aftd indifpenfible, 
have determined his Majefty to order me to return 
you the memorial which occafipns this, as wholly 
inadmiffible. 

I likewife return you, Sir, as totally inadmiffible,

Saun- 
ders and Godeheu, cannot be admitted as the bafis 
of the re eftabliflirrient of the peace in Afia, becaufe 
that provifional treaty has had no confequences, and 
becaufe thofe provifions are by no means applicable 
to the prefent ftate of affairs in the Indies, by the 
final redu&ion of the poffeffions and fettlements of 
the French company in the Eaft Indies;, but as the* 
perfect and final fettlement with regard to that coun- 
try can only be made in conformity to certain rights

13. His Majefty having, from ^he firft overture* 
made on the part of France, declared, that in cafe 
the feparate peace between the two crowns fhould be 
concluded, his Majefty would continue as an auxi- 
liary, faithfully to affift the King of Pruffia, with 
efficacy and good faith, in order to accomplifh the 
falutary purpofe of a general pacification in Ger- 
many; it lhall be free to Great Britain and France^ 
to fuppori, as auxiliaries, their refpeftive allies, in 
their particular contefts for the recovery of Silefia, 
purfuant to the refpe&ive engagements which thofe 
crowns have entered into. 

14. The prifoners taken on one fide and the other, 
both by fea and land, fhall.be releafed in the tribal 
manner, laving the terms which may exift, by virtue 
of fome cartel or fome convention, which may- 
have relation to this particular. 

Thefe articles are not digefted into the form, nor 
in the detail of articles of peace: but it is hoped, 
that, with regard to effential points, this memorial 
has that precifion and perfpicuiry which leaves no- 
thing doubtful, and which evidently demonftrate* 
the fincerity and perfcverance of his Majefty's dif- 
pofition, \yith refpe£t to his intentions and refolu- 
tions for the accomplifhment of fo great a bleffing 
as that of an entire peace between the two crowns.

Ultimatum or F,rance in Reply to tha*o* 
England, or 5TH of August, 1761. 

THE King renews the declaration which he made 
to his BHtannic Majefty, to the memorial of pro- 
pofitions for peace, which has been tranfmitted to Mr; 
Stanley, and to which rhe Court of England haf m 
given iio anfwer,- either by word of mouth or irt 
writing: his Majefty again* declares, that if thfr 
negotiation entered into at Paris and at London, 
for the re-eftablifhment of peace between the two 
crowns^ has hot the defired fuccefs, all the articles 
agreed td in that negotiation by France, cannot be 
reprefented, on any occafion, as fettled points, any 
more than the memorial of the month of March lift, 
relative to the XJti PoJJidetis. 

1. The King confents to cede Canada to Eng- 
land in the mod extenfive manper as fpecified in the 
memorial of propofitions ; but his Majefty will not 
recede from the conditions he has annexed to the 
fame memorial relative to the Catholic Religion, and 
to the power, facility, and liberty of emigration for 
the ancient fubjefts of the King. With regard to 
the'fifliery in the Gulph of St. Laurence, the King 
means to maintain the immemorial right which his 
fubjeQs have of fifhing in the faid gulph, and of 
drying their fifh on the Banks of Newfoundland, 
as it was agreed by the treaty of Utrecht. As this 
privilege would be granted, in vain, if the Frenct

veflels had not fome fhelter appertaining to France 
in the gulph, his Majefty propofed to the King pf 
Great Britain the reftitution of the ifland of Cape 
Breton ; he again propofes, either that ifland, or St. 
John, or fuch l other port, without fortification, in * 
the gulph, or within reach of the gulph, which may 
ferve the French as a fhelter, and fecure to France 
the liberty of fi thing, from whence his Majefty has 
lio intention to recede. 

2. The King has in no part of his memorial of 
proportions, affirmed, that all which did not belong 
to Canada, appertained to Louifiana ; it is even dif- 
ficult to conceive fuch an affertion could be ad- 
vanced. France, on the contrary, demands that 
the intermediate nations between Canada and Lou- 
ifiana, as alfo between Virginia and Louifiana, 
fhall be oonfidered as neutral nations, , inde- 
pendent of the fovereignty of the two crowns, and 
ferve as a barrier between them. If the Englifh 
Minifter would have attended to the inftru&ions of 
Mr. Buffy on this fubjefcl, he would have feen that 
France agreed with England as to this proposition. 

3. No anfwerhas been given by England to the 
plain argument, That if Senegal cannot be enjoyed 
in fecurky without; Coree, England will make no great 
iacrifice in keeping Goree, and reftoring Senegal to 
France. Upon this article, Mr. Stanley has ac- 
quainted the D. de Choifeul, that fome expedients 
may be agreed on between the two crowns ; in ?on-

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fequence of which, his Majefty, out of regard to the 
blefling of peace, has authorifed Mr. Buffy to treat 
concerning the fe expedients with the Britifli Miniftry. 

4. The court of London, when they mean to fc* 
cure, in purfuance' of his Majefty 's confent, the 
conquefts they pretend to maintain, readily rely on 
the memorial of * Uti Pojfidetis ; but they take no 
notice of that memorial when they advance claims 
at the expence of France. It cannot be denied, 
but that the date of the town of Dunkirk is not in*- 
chided in the llti Pojfidetis. 

According to the treaty of Utrecht, the demoli- 
tion of Dunkirk was not aifented to, as a com pen- . 
fetion for the liberty of drying codfifli on the Banks 
of Newfoundland; it is the^ceflion of Newfound* 
land, on the part of France, which i? the ground of 
that compenfation ; but the King, to teftify to all 
Europe his finpere de(ire of peace, and to remove 
all obifacles which the enemies to peace may throw 
in the way, authorifes his Minifter at London tone* 
gotiate concerning tjje (late of Dunkirk, fo foon as 
a convenient port (ball be agreed upon in the Gulph 
of St. JLaurence, or within reach, of the gulph, 
which (hall be ceded to France to ferve as a (belter 
for her fifhing veffels.

Sir, 

I HAVE acquainted my court with the letter of 
the *4th of Jaft month, with which your Excellency 
honoured me, on returning the memorial I laid be* 
fore you, in relation to the interefts of the court of 
Spain with refpeft to England, and the note which 
I thought it my duty to communicate, with regard 
to the intention of the King my matter, concerning 
the neceffary fteps to put a flop to the hoftjlities in 
permany. 

The King, Sir, orders me to acquaint your Ex- 
cellency, that as to what relates to the intereft of 
the Catholic King, his Majefty's precaution, ex- 
preffed in. th.e memorial which I remitted to yoi> f 
is in confequence of that fincerity which he pro- 
feffes conftantly to adopt in the courfe of all his ne- 
gotiations. The memorial which your Excellency 
has returned me, neither contains any menaces, nor 
any offer of mediation. No other fentiment can be 
inferred from it, than that of the fincere defire which 
his Majefty entertains, that the projected peace be- 
tween France and England may be firm and dura- 
ble. Moreover, the King refers himfelf to his Ca- 
tholic Majefty concerning the manner in which thi$ 
memorial was received and remitted; but his Ma- 
jefty has charged me to declare to your Excellency, 
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that fo long as Spain (hail approve of it, his Mar 
jetty will interfere with the interefts of that crow^ 
without defifting on account of a repulfe from the 
power who oppofes his good offices. 

With rtffped to the matter of the note, likewise 
returned by your Excellency* and which relates to 
the two neceffary conditions of the propofed expe- 
dient for evacuating the countries fubdued by his 
Majefty's arms, his Majefty explains himfelf fully on 
that Article in the Ultimatum, in anfwer to that of 
jhe court of London. His Majefty has ordered me 
to declare further to you in writing, that he will ra- 
ther facrifice the power which God has given him, 
than conclude any thing with his enemies, whicli 
may be contrary to the engagements he has con- 
jtra&ed, and that good faith in which he glories. IF 
England will undertake to yield no fuccour to the 
King of Pruflia, the King will engage, on the other 
hand, to afford none to his allies in Germany. But 
his Majefty will not adopt the liberty of fuccouring 
his allies with a fupply of men, be'caufe he is fenfi- 
ble of the difadvantage which the prefent fituation of 
jthe armies might occafion to the Emprefs-Queeo. 
His Majefty may ftipulate not to aft for the benefit 
of his allies, but he neither can nor will confent to 
any condition which may be detrimental to them. 

it remains for me to obferve to your Excellency, 
how greatly my court was aftonifhed, as well at the 
ftyle of the letter you wrote to me, as at the 

Ultimatum 
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\Jltimatim of England. This ftyle, which is fo little 
conformable to the propositions of France, betrays 
the averfion of the court of London to peace. The 
King, who is very far from infifting on forms, when 
the happinefs of Europe is at flake, has ufed every 
fndeayour, in the arifwer to the Ultimatum, which, 
without injury to the honour of his crown, were 
judged mpft effeftual to recal the Britiih court to 
fentiments of pacification ; your Excellency will 
judge, from the Ultimatum of France* that I am 
ordered to acquaint you with what facility the King, 
forgetting the imperative ftyle, fo unfit for negotia- 
tion, which England makes ufe of in her anfwers* 
CDtejrsMnto the views of the Britifli court* and en** 
deavours, by the facrifices he makes, to engage them 
to adopt the stipulations of a reafon^ble peace. 

If your Excellency is deGrous of having a con- 
ference with me on the fubjed of the Ultimatum^ \ 
pill attend your commands, and I (hall be very ear- 
neft to teftify the difpolition q£ my court, to make

opportunity of acknowledging his fcnfe of the reite- 
rated offers which his Catholic Majefty had made 
both to Him and England, in order to facilitate ajuft 
and lading reconciliation. 

It is from thefe principles of fihcerity, that the 
Moft Chriftian King propofed to the King my matter 
the guaranty of the treaty of peace, as a meafure 
which might be equally convenient to France and 
England, and at the feme time allured him of his 
lincere intentions with refpeft to the facrifices he 
propofed. to make, in order to reftore tranquillity to 
to Europe, by an honourable and lading peace. 

Such a proceeding of his Moft Chriftian Majefy 
could not but be highly acceptable to the King my 
ma-fter, who found it agreeable to his own fenti- 
menu, and to his defire of fulfilling on his part, 
with the moft diftinguifhed conformity, all the con. 
ne&ions which unite them both by ties of blood and 
their mutual iutereft ; and moreover, he perceived 
in the diipofition of the King of, France, that .mag-, 
nanimky and humanity which are natural to him, by 
his endeavours, on his fide, to render the peace as 
permanent as the viciffitudes of human affairs will 
admit of. 

It is with the fame candour and fineerity* that the 
King my matter exprefled in confidence to the Moft 

Chriftian 
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Chriftian King, that he wifhed his Britannic MaU 
jefty had not made a difficulty of fettling the gua- 
ranty , on account of the grievances of Spain withf 
England, as he has all the reafon to conclude that his: 
Britannic Majefty has the fame good intentions to? 
terminate them amicably, according to reafon and 
juftice. 

The confidence which the King my matter repofed 
in France, gave that court room to teftify to hi$ 
Britannic Majefty the fincerity of their intentions 
forthere-eftablifhment of peace, fince, by propof- 
ing the guaranty of Spain, they expreffed their fin-* 
cere defire of feeing the interefts of Spain fettled at 
the fame time, which might one day re-kindle the 
flames of a new war, which at prefent they wiih to 
cxtinguifh. 

If the intentions of the Mod Chriftian King and 
the King my matter did not feem fraught with 
fincerity, the King my matter flatters himfelf, that 
his Britannic Majefty will do him the juftice to con- 
fider his in that light, fince, if they were founded on 
any other principle, his Catholic Majefty, giving 
. full feope to his greatnefs, would have fpofcen from 
himfelf, and as became his dignity. 
. 1 muft not omit tp inform you, that the King my 
matter will learn with furprife, that the 'memorial of 
France could raife a fentiment in the breaft of his 
Britannic Majefty, entirely oppofiie to the inten- 
tions of the two (bvereigns.

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But his Catholic Maj eft y will always be pleafed* 
whenever he fees that they make that progrefs which 
he has ever de fired, in the negotiation of peace, whe- 
ther it be feparate between France and England, or 

> 

general ; as his fincere wifhes are to make it perpe- 
tual, by obviating every fource which might hereafter 
unhappily renew the war. 

For this reafon, the King my matter flatters him- 
felf, that his Britannic Majefty, animated with the 
fame fentiment^of humanity towards the public tran- 
quillity, will exprefs the fame intentions of termi- 
nating the difputes of England with a power which • 
has afforded fuch reiterated proofs of her friend- 
(hip, at the fame time that it is propofed to reftore 
peace to all Europe in general.

BEFORE THE War. 

THE reclaim of the captures made- by the Englilh 
before the declaration of war, is founded on the 
treaties of Utrecht and Aix la Chapelle. 

It is not necefl'ary to conteft the principle, that 
the right of exercifing hoftilities does not always re- 
fult from the formality of a declaration' of war; 
but as it is impracticable for two princes, who make 
war on 'each other, to agree between them which is 
the aggreffor with regard to the other, equity and 
humanity have di&atjed thefe precautions, that where 
an unforefeen rupture happens fuddenly, and with- 
out ^ny previous declaration, foreign vdfels, which, 

navigating 
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navigating^ under the fecurity of peace and of tferf- 
ties, happen at the time of the rupture to be in ei- 
ther of the refpe&ive ports, (hall have time andrfall 
liberty to withdraw themfelfres. 

This wife provifion, fo agreeable tor the rules of 
good faith, conftitutes a part of the law of nations* 
and the article of the treaty which fanKifies thefe 
precautions ought to be faithfully executed,- notwith- 
flanding the breach of the other articles of (he treaty, 
which is the natural confequence of the war. 

The courts of France and Great Britain ufed this? 
falutary precaution in the treaties of Utrecht and 
Aix la Chapelle; inthefirftj by the nineteenth arti- 
cle of the treaty of peace, and in the fecond of the 
treaty of commerce : in the fecond, by the third ar- 
ticle, which renews and confirms the firft. 

If thefe treaties allow a proteQion to the refpeft- 
ive fubjefts who may have fhips in the ports of ei- 
ther of the powers, becaufe, having no opportunity 
of knowing that a rupture has fallen out, they failed 
tinder the fecurity of peace, ahd under the faith of 
treaties; by a parity of reafon, all the other fubje&s 
who are not inhabitants of the terpeftive ports, whor 
have fhips at fea, Jhould enjoy the fame fecurity for 
their veffels, in whatever part of the fe* they fhould 
be failing, otherwife it would follow, that the fove- 

s 

' reigns provide for the prefervation of olie part of 
their fubje&s from the miferies of a fudden rupture* 
to which they expofe the reft, which is abfolutely re- 

pugnant! 
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Jnignant to the humanity of fqvereigtis, and con- 
trary to right reafon. 

It is upon this principle, that the K in g.of France 
tailored to England the Englifh veffcts which wer* 
found v in the ports of France, at the time of the 
rupture* or taken at fea before the declaration of war* 

If his Majefty had not caufed thofe veflels to be 
teftored* his Britannic Majefty might have alledged* 
that he retained the French Veflels. by way of re- 
prifais; but the piinftuality of France ia conform* 
ing to the treaties of Utrecht and Aix la ChapeHe, 
and to the principles refirlting from thence* give 
England no pretence for refilling to fulfil engage* 
menu which are reciprocal. V 

The court of France, therefore, does not doubt 
but thaft the court of England will agree to order the 
teftitution of the (hips taken by the Englifh froni 
the French, before the declaration of the war.,

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As to what relates to the ft yle of the Ultimatum of Eng- 
land, in anfwer to the memorial of proportions from 
France, as likewife of the letter which I addrefled to 
you by his Majefty's order,, upon returning the two 
papers relative to Spain and the King of Pruffia, as 
totally inajtmiifible, the King orders me to acquaint 
you, Sir, that his Majefty adheres both to the form 
and fubftance of thofe two pieces, in which his dig- 
nity concurred with his juftice and good faith, leav- . 
ing all the world to judge which, of the two courts 
have (hewn an averfion to peace during the courfe 
of that negotiation ; whether it be that court, 
wjrich, from>a principle of candour, not by way of 
affuming an imperative tone, has always endeavoured 
to give open anfwers, in order to fhorten delays^ by 
obviating mifunderftandings, arid to avoid the re- 
proach of having afted delufively even wilhian ene- 
my; who, in the conditions of peace, fo far from 
making an ill ufe of her profperity, has not even in- 
fixed on all thofe rights which the Uti Poffidetts % and 
the memorial of France of the 26th March, gave 
her; who, moreover, propofes, that after the con- 
cluGon of. peace between the two crowns they ihall

The Answer of the British Minister to the 
Ultimatum of France, delivered to M. 
Bussy, on the i6th of Ay gust, 1761. 

THE Mod Chriftian King having repeatedly de~ 
dared, in the Ultimatum of the court of France, re- 
roitted to Mr. Pitt by M. BuJOTy, as well as in the 
memorial of the propofitions of peace, which wa* 
remitted by the Duke de Cboifeul ta Mr. Stanley, 
that if the negotiation entered upon between the two 
crowns, has not the defired effeft, all the articles 
conceded in that negotiation by France, cannot be 
confidered m any cafe as points agreed upotn, any 
•more than the memorial of the month of March laft, 
in relation to the Uti fojfidetis-, the King declares, 
in return, that if the conceffions his Majeily has 
made to bring about peace, fhould not be accepted 
by his mod Chriftian Majefty, the important refti- 
tutions offered to France, as well as the other cir- 
cumftanees herein after expreffed, cannot for the 
future be confidered as given up. 

Article I.- The King will not defert his claim to 
the entire and total ceflion of all Canada and its de- 
pendencies, without any new limits or exception? 

I 3 V whatever; 
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whatever ; and like wife infills on the complete ceffion 
of the iflands of Cape Breton, and of the other 
iflands in the gulph and river of St. Laurence. 

(Canada, according jo the lines of its limits, traced 
by the Marquis de Vaudreuil himfelf, when that 
governor furrendered the faid province by capitula- 
tion to the Britifh General Sir J- Amherfi, cqmpre- 
hendron ope fide the lakes Huron, Michigan, and 
Superieur ; and the faid line drawn to the Red Lake, 
takes in, by a Terpentine progrefs, the Ouabachi, as 
far as its jun&ion with the Ohio, and from thence 
extends itfelf along the latter river as far inclufively 
as its influx into theMiffiffippi.

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The Court of Frapce cannot but perceive from 
this anfwer, the fincerity of his Majefty*s inten- 
tions, as veil as the moderation which dire&s his 
Majefty towards the means of reconciliation with

The last Memorial of France to England, 

DELIVERED TO Mr. PlTT, BY M. BUSSY ON 

,tke 13TH op September 1761. 

THE King* accepts the declaration of the King 
of England contained in the preamble of the anfwer, 
and renews that which he before made to his Ma- 
-jefly on this head, in fucb manner that it is con r 
eluded between the two Courts finally and without 
ambiguity, that if peace is not the refult of the 
prefent negotiation, all that has been faid, written 
and negotiated between the two crowns, fince the 
Memorial of the a6th of March inclufive, to the 
moment of the rupture, fhall be void and of np. ef- 
fect, and (hall not be brought as an argument in fa* 
vour of either <j>f the parties, in any future nego- 
tiation of peace. 

Art. I. The King has declared in his firil me- 
mqrial, and in his Ultimatum, that he will cede and 
guaranty to England, the pofTefiion of Canada, in 
the moil ample manner; his Majefty per fills in that 
offer, and without difcufling the. line of its limits 
marked in a map prefented by Mr. Stanley; as that 

' 1 r, ne, 
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line, on which England refts its demand, is wttti* 
out doubt the mo ft extenfive bound; which can b6 
given to the ceffion, the King is willing to grant it* 

His Majefty had annexed four conditions to his 
guaranty: it feems that ; England agrees to them ; the 
King only conceives that the term of one year for 
the fale of the French effefts and for the emigration 
is too fhort^and his Majefty defires that t k may be 
agreed to extend the term of one year to eighteen 
months at leaft. 

As the Court of England has added, to the firft 
article of their anfwer to the entire and total ceffiofT 
of Canada, as agreed betwen the iwo Courts, the 
word Dependencies, it is neceffary to give a fpecific 
explanation of this word, that the ceffion might not 
In the ehd occafion difficulties between the two 
courts with regard to the meaning of the word de* 
pendencies. 

AitT. II. The firff paragraph, with rel^eft to 
the limits of Louifiana, contained in the fecond ar- 
ticle of the anfwer from England, is agreed to by 
France* The fecond paragraph is neither juft nor 
explicit, and it is finally propofed to fertprefs in the 
following terms : 

The intermediate favage nations hetwten the lakes arid ' 
the MijfiJJippi, and within the line traced out, Jhall be

neuter 'and independent', under the protection of the 
King; and thofe without the tine, on the fide of. the 
MngUJh Jhall be likewifi neuter and independent, under 

the 
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the proleEtion of ihe King of England; The En'glifh 
traders' alfo Jhall be prohibited from going among the 
favage nations beyond the line on either fide 1 but the 
faid nations Jhall not be retrained in their freedom of 
commerce with the French and Englifli, as they have 
exerciftd it heretofore. - • 

Art. III. Although France is ferifib.le how opU 
pofue it is to principles of conciliation, that the 
party which cedes fhould propofe to the party who 
has conquered^ and would maintain the ceffion of 
pofleffiohs which are not perfeftly known* though 
there is no doubt but that the manner which Eng- 
land requires is liable to innumerable difficulties, n©- 
v^rthelefs, the King, to teftify his acquiefcence iri 
every expedient which may conciliate the two croWrisfc 
is willing to declare to England, that he will gua^ 
ranty the pofleffion of Senegal and Goree to that 
crown, provided England, on her part, will gud* 
ranty the pofleffion of the fettlementfe of Anamabod 
and Akra % on the coaft of Africa- 

Art. IV. The fourth article of the anfwer iius 
eludes a variety of objefts, each of, which requires 
a particular explanation. 

England always endeavours to corineflt the liberty 
of fifliing and drying the fifli on part of the coaft of 
Newfoundland, granted by the fifteenth article of 
the treaty of Utrecht; with the 9th. article, of the 
fame treaty, which ftipulates the demolition of Dun* 
kirk : it h given in anfwer to England for the fourth

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and laft. time, that thofe two ftipulauoTK of the 
treaty of Utrecht have nothing in common between 
them, unlefs that they are both comprifed in the 
faid treaty ; and that the conceffion exprefled in fa- 
vour of the French in the thirteenth article of that 
treaty, is a compenfation for the ceffion of New- 
foundland and Annapolis itoyal, made on the part 
of France to England by the twelfth and thirteenth 
articles of the fame treaty* 

But to the end that the two courts, may clearly un- 
derftancj each other on this head, and for the further- 
ance of peace, the King agrees to demolifh the 
works which have been made for the defence of the 
port of Dunkirk fince the beginning of this war, to 
£11 up the bafon which contains the (hips of war,, 
an<) to deftroy the buildings belonging to the rope* 
yard: but at the fame time, his Majefty will leave 
the trading port, which will not receive a frigate > 
fabfifting for the good of England, as well as for 
the benefit of France. She will alfb undertake not 
to fuffer any maritime military eftablifhment in that 
port ; but the cunette fhall be left (landing round the. 
place for the falubrity of the air x and the health of 
the inhabitants. ' v 

As to the fishery and the drying of fiCh on the 
banks of Newfoundland, the King requires that the 
thirteenth article of the treaty of Utrecht be con- 
firmed by the prefent treaty! : 

/ , Concerning 
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tdh£ernifig the condition propofed by fcngland* 
Jrith refpe&io the liberty of fifhing in thfc gillph of 
St; Laurence* France agrees, that bey o Ad the port 
of Newfoundland, fpecifled by the thirteenth arti- 
cle of the treaty of Utrecht, the French (unlefs in 
cafe of accidents) cannot land oh the coafts stppetv 
tainrng to the Englifh in the gulph of St. Laurencfcg 
whether to dry their fifti, or to fpread their nets on 
the faid coafts ; but without thefe two exceptions* 
the French flialt be at liberty to fifhi without molef- 
tation^ in all parts of the faid gulf of St. Laurence; . 

With? refpeft to the ceffion of the ifland of St; 
Pierte* the fmallnefs of that ifland, And its fituatroti 
hear Plaifance, make the King of opinion that fuch 
a fhelter fhall be illtifory, and Will xathef ferve td 
breed conquefts between the two nations, than tb 
procure the accommodations for the fifliery of the 
French fubje&S; 

The King had inquired the ifland of Cape Bfc- 
ton, or the ifland of St. John ; his Majefty had even 
reftraihed hirrrfelf to the little ifland of Cohceau^ 
and no^ makes the fame: pf opofition to his Britannic 
Majefty ; or if the King of England, for reaforis 
Unknown to France^ cannot agree to thfc tefliori of 
of the ifle of Conceau, it is propofed to add to the 
ceffion of St. Pierre*' the iflalnds of Maquclon or 
Michelon^ two iflands, of which one, which is Su 
Pierre, is but three leagues wide* and Michelbn but 
two* Howevet inconfiderable thefe two fettlexnems

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may be, which do not properly make ope, the King 
will accept of then?, and : will even oblige himfelf, 
1. That neither in one or the other ifland, or in that 
of Conceau, if England cedes the latter, there fliall 
be any military eftablifhment; France will only 
maintain a guard of fifty men to enforce the po- 
lice, which it will be neceflary to maintain in thofe 
iflands. 

2. As far as poffible, confidering the weak guard 
of the police, the King will prevent all foreign vef- 
fels, even Englifh, from landing at thofe iflands. 
. $. France does not pretend to fifti and dry their 
fifli on the coaft of Newfoundland, but in purfu- 
ance of the ftipulation ef the thirteenth article of 
the treaty of Utrecht, provided it be undqrftood that 
the Frenqh may fifli and dry their fiih on the coafts 
of St. J?ierre and Michelon. 

4. Laftly, the King allows, that an Englifh com- 
miffary ftxail be refident in the faid ifland, to be wit- 
pefs to the punQuality with which the ftipulated con- 
dition of the treaty fhall be obferved. 

Art. V. The partition of the four neutral iflands 
muft be fpecified between the two courts in the pre- 
liminariesj, France accepts the partition of thofe 
iflands propofed by England, provided that St. La- 
cia be declared to make part of the partition to be 
regulated in favour of France. 

Art. VI. The King, without entering into any 

difcuiliott 
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difculfion of the fixth article, agrees to this article 
as well as to the feventh. 

Art. VIII. The King, with regard to the eighth 
article, refers to the feventh article of his Ultima- 
tum. It is not in his Majefty's power to evacuate 
countries which appertain to his ally, the Emprefs- 
Queen. 

Art. IX. The ninth article of the anfwfcr of 
England requires fome explanation, for it is wcfrded 
in fuch a manner as not to convey any precife mean. 
ing; it fuppofes refpe&ive engagements on the part 
of the King towards the Emprefs, arid on the part 
of England towards the King of Pruffia, to which 
the two courts are ft rangers. France does not fup- 
pofe that the King of England can hinder the allies 
of his crown, fuch as, the fovereigns of Hanover 5 
Caffel, and Brunfwick, from joining their forces 
with thofe of the King of Pruffia; but without en- 
tering into a needlefs difcuffion, the King is re- 
folved, for the fake of peace, to make the raoft im- 
portant facriEces, and at the fame time unalterably 
determined, to grant nothing in the future treaty of 
peace, which may be contrary to the ftipnlations he 
has entered into with his allies. It is with their con- 
tent, and with mutual concert, that the King pro- 
poles to England, in relation to the war in WeL 
phalja, the tenth article of the memorial of his 
Majefty's propofitions, and the feventh and-thir- 
tjeenth articles of the French Ultimatum. The King

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abides by thefe articles, in anfyer to the eighth an4 
ninth articles of the anfwer of England ; not re- 
futing, nevertheless, to treat of any fceih propoQ? 
lions which England may make on thefe heads, which 
jfhall he communicated to his allies, and to which his 
Majefty will iiften, with the confer)!: of the Junprefs, 
if they are not contrary tp hfs Majefty's engage-? 
ineiits with that princsfs. 

~A*t. X f France is of opipion, that her propo- 
rtion in relation to the captures in which thp King* 3 
fubje&s are interefted, are fo juft, that fhe abides by 
them, and refers to the twelfth article pf his propo 9 
fuions on that head. 

Art. XI. The King, after Cgning of the treaty, 
even of the preliminaries, will give a declaration 
under his hand, to the King pf. England, by which 
his Majefty will declare, that his intention never wa$ 
po bring the towns of Oftend apd Nieuport, under 
his dominion.

, Art* XII. Provided that the terms of the cefia- 
tion of hpftilities may npt be prejudicial tp eithef 
crown, France will agree to them, 

Art. XJIi. France adopts the negotiation be- 
tween the India Companies of the two nations, on 
condition, that the negotiation fhall be concluded at 
the fame time with that between the two crowns, 
and to that effeft, each company fhall enter upoq 
their negotiation without delay, and {ball name com? 
rojffaries for that purpofe. 

Art? 
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Art. XIV. This article will meet with no dif- 
ficulty. 

The court of England will do juftice to the con- 
fiderable accommodations which the court of France 
has teftified in this memorial, towards a reconcilia- 
tion- between the two crowns*

I HAVE the honour to inform your Excellency, 
purfuant to the orders I received yefterday from my 
court, that as the court of France has not agreed to 
accept the propofitions contained v in the lad arrfwer 
from the Britifh court, the King my matter has Or- 
dered me to requeft a paflport of you, to return to 
England; my court expeft sal fo, that M. Buffy will, 
on his part, receive the fame orders. 

As the itate of war has no influence over the per- 
fonal fentiments of the King of England, with re* 
gard to their Mod Chriftian Majefties, he is per* 
fuaded that they will take part in the event of his 
marriage, and I have letters in my hands, by which 
he communicates that happy even* to their Ma* 
jefties. I have the honour to fend your Excellency 
the copies, and I take the liberty. Sir, to confuit 
your better intelligence, to inform myielf of the 
mpft fuitable manner of remitting thei'e letters, in

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purfuance of my credentials, and according \o tha 
cftablifhed cuftom of your court.

THE King has ordered me, Sir, to expedite the 
paflports which are neceffary for your return to 
England : you will find them annexed. M. Bufly 
had orders to demand an eclairciffment with refpeft 
to the laft anfwer from England, and to return to 
France, if thofe eclairciflments were not favourable. 
They have certainly been otherwife, fince your 
court has anticipated his return by your recal. 
However it be, Sir, his Majefty hopes that fome 
more happy opportunity will produce mojre effectual 
inclinations to peace, and he has charged me to ob- 
ferve to you, that you may affure the King of Eng- 
land, that he will always find him difpofed to renew 
the negotiation, and to. confent to equitable condi- 
tions, which may cftablifji a firm uniop between the 
two crowns. 

The King moft fincerely takes part in the marriage 
of the King pf England ; if you will fend me the let- 
ters from his Britifh Majefty, I will remit them to 
their Majefties. •

[This is the only extra& of all Mr. Pitt's letters on the 
affairs of Spain, that was laid before Parliament. J 

WITH regard to the ftrange idea of the propofed 
guaranty of Spain, mentioned jn Mr. Stanley's din- 
patches, as alio with refpeft to the engagements with 
Spajn 9 concerning our difputes with that crown* 
which the Dye de Choifeul now avows to have been 
taken before the fir jl overtures of France, for the par- 
ticular peace with England, and which confequently 
had been from that time as difingenuoufly fupprefled 
as they were in the moment infolently prpduced; 
the King's fervants were unanimoufly of opinion to 
rejeft the thought of fuffering thofe difputes to be 
mixed in the negotiation with France ; and fubmitted 
to his Majefty, that a peremptory declaration,- to 
that efFeft, fhould be made to M. de Bufly, giving 
' that Minifter withal clearly to underftand, that it 

would 
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would be considered here as offenfive to the dignity 
©f the King, that farther mention (hould be made 
of fucb an idea, and that it is likewife under flood 
here, that France at no time has a right to meddle 
in fuch difcuflions between Great Britain and Spain. 

[Thefe words have reference to another paper, 
which was not produced, but the words engagements 
with Spain, clearly point to the Family Gompatt, 
which about this time was fettled between the courts 
of Madrid and Verfailles. j 

I am now to acquaint your Excellency, that M. 
de Bufly did not come to me till lad Thurfday morn- 
ing, when, after delivering to me the fame memorial 
which Mr. Stanley had received from, the Ihic de 
Cbbifeul* and tranfmitted to me, he alfo gave me 
two fupplemental memorials of a mod extraordinary 
nature, copies whereof I fend your Excellency in* 
elofed, together with a copy of my letter to that 
minifter, returning the two faid memorials, as to* 
tally inadmiffible. 

With regard to the memorial relative to the dik 
putes between England and Spain, that piece will 
Beft fpeak its enormity,, and the extreme offenfive* 
nefs of the matter which it contains ; at the fame 
time my letter, by order of the King, to M. de 
Bufly, fending b&ck the faid memorial will fuffi- 
ciently convey to your Excellency the juft fenfations 
winch fuch a paper has excited here in the bread o 
every ope to whom it w^s ijpparjed,

' Jt is the King's pleafure, therefore, that your 
Excellency fliould immediately communicate to M. 
Wall the above-mentioned memorial, together with 
my letter to JML de Bufiy returning the fame: and in 
Cafe the Spanifli Minifter (hall avow, that this ftrange 
piece has really been authorifed by the court of Ma- 
drid, your Excellency will remonftrate, with energy 
and. 6rrane£$, the unexampled irregularity of fuch a 
proceeding on the -part of Spain, not only ftill in 
amity with Great Britain (though difcuffions of diffU 
lijlty unluckily engage the two courts), but whole 
iptercpurfe has hitherto profeifed itfelf to be friendly, 
and wbofe declared aims have all along feeroed to 
point to an amicable adjuftment of the long fubfift- 
ing difputes relating to the coafts of Honduras, &c* 
by fopie equitable regulation of the enjoyment of 
the privilege pf cutting logwpod by the fubje&s of 
Grea£ Britain* You will farther exprefs, with the 
jittmojl ferioufnpfs, to M. Wall, that nothing can 
equal the King's furprife and regret at a.tranfa&ioa 
fo unprecedented; except his Majefty's fteady pur- 
pofes, and immoveable determination, pot to be di- 
verted, by any considerations, from that even te^ 
por of conduQ: towards Spain, which his juft and 
conftant care of his people dilates, and which his 
jroyal wifdom and magnanimity ha ve hitherto purfued. 
On the one hand, then, his Majefty will by no 
pneana add facilities for the fatisfa&ion of that court, 
m popfideration of any intimation, on the part of a 

hoftile 
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hoftile power, of union of councils, or of 1 prefent 
or future conjunctions; nor, on the other hand, 
will his Majefty's equity and moderation ceafe to 
difpofe his royal mind to the fame reafonqtble terms 
of accommodation with Spain, with regard to fuch 
obje&s, and in fuch manner, *as the King, excited 
by inclination, and determined by fyftem, has through 
the courfc of this negotiation, invariably declared him- 
felf ready to embrace. 

As to the three points mentioned in this memo- 
rial; Firft, Concerning the reftitution of prizes 
made a'gainft the flag of Spain, or fuppofed to have 
been taken in violation of the territory of that king- 
dom, it fuffices to fay, That the courts here infti- 
tuted to take cognizance of all matters of fucb a 
nature, are always open to the parties who think fit 
to feek redref$ in due courfe of juftice.; and it is 
fuperfluous to obferve, That the minifters of his 
Moft Chriftian Majefty are not a tribunal to which 
Great Britain allows an appeal* 

Next, as to the ftale and inadmiflible pretenfions 
of the Bifcayans and Guifpufcoyans to fifli at New* 
foiindland, on which important point your Excel- 
lency is already fo fully inftru&edj you will again % 
[this wofd indifputably alludes to the antecedent pa- 
per, w^ich the Minifter refufed to lay before Par- 
liament] on this occafion, let M. Wall clearly un- 
derftand, That this is a matter held facred ; and that 
jio conceffion, pn the part of his Majefty, fo deft rue*. 

tive 
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tive to this true and capital intereft of Great Bri- 
tain, will be yielded to Spain, however abetted and 
fupported; and it is ftill hoped, that prudence, as 
well as juftice, will induce that court no longer to 
expeft, as the price of an union which is at lead as 
much her intereft as ours to maintain inviolate, a 
facrifice which can never be thought of. 

Thirdly, with regard to difputes relative. to the 
logwood coafts, the King will JIM receive with plea- 
fure, agreeable to his Majefty *s rtptattd declara- 
tions to the court of Spain, any juft overtures on 
the part of his Catholic Majefty (provided they be 
npt conveyed through the channel of France, by 
whofe intervention the King will never treat of thefe 
difputes , for arqicably adjulting the fame, and for 
removing pffe&ually every foiirce of reafonabte 
complaint^or difpute on this Head, by terminating* to 
mutual fatisfaftion all things relating thereto, by a 
candid and equitable regulation. 

After die above memorial of France, and the in- 
timation therein, little Jhort of a declaration of war 
in reverjion, and that not at a dijlancc, held out in 
.terrorem on the part of France' and Spain, M. Wall 
cannot wonder that your Excellency is- ordered by 
his Majefty, as you hereby are, to defire again, in 
this conjun&ure, a proper explanation with regard 
to the naval armaments that have been fo long pre- 
paring in the various ports of Spain ; and his Ex- 
cellency cannot but himfelf be fenfible how ftrongly 

the 
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the King is called upon, in the order of things, zfiS 
from the indifpenfable motives of what he owes to? 
his crown and people, to expeQ that the court of 
Madrid will come to fome explicit' and categorical 
eclairciffment with regard to the deiti nation of her 
fleets, as well as with refpeQ to her difpofitions to 
maintain and cultivate friendfhip and good corref- 
pondence with Great Britain : and this meafure is 
become the more highly neceffary, as 'the emifiaries 
and partizans of France here are not a little a£Hve 
in endeavouring to infufe, particularly into people's 
minds in the city, for purpofes too obvious to men- 
tion, that a rupture with. Spain, in conjun&ion with 
France, is approaching. 

Although in the courfe of this inftru&ion to your 
Excellency, I could not, with fuch an infolent me- 
morial from France before me, but proceed on the 
fuppofition, that, infidious as that court is, (he 
could not dare to commit, in fuch a manner, the 
name of his Catholic Majefty, without being author 
rifed thereto: I muft not, however, 'conceal from 
your Excellency, that it is thought ppffible here, 
that the court of France^ though not wholly unau- 
t ho rifed, may, with her ufual artifice in negotiation, 
have put much exaggeration into this matter; and 
in cafe, upon entering into remonftranee on this af- 
fair, you fliaJl perceive a difpofition in M. Wall to 
explain away and difavow the aiuhorifation of Spaii* 
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to this offensive tranfaftion of France and to come 
to categorical aud fctisfa&ory declarations relatively 
to the final intentions of Spain, your Excellency 
will, with readinefs and your ufual addrefs, adapt / 
yoerfelf to fo defirable a circumftance, and will 
open to the court of Madrid as handfome a retreat 
as may be, in cafe you perceive from the Spanifh. 
Minifter, that they fincerely wife to find one, and 
to remove, by an effectual fatisfaftion, the unfa* 
vourable impreffions which this memorial of the 
court of France has juftly and unavoidably made 
on the mind of his Majefty. 

Extract of a Letter from the Earl Of 
Bristol, to Mr. Secretary Pitt, dated 
Segovia, August 31, received Sept. ii. 

I MUST now acknowledge the receipt of a copy 
of your letter, of the 24th of July to M. de Buffy, 
together with copies of two memorials prefented by 
that minifter, both of which performances you re- 
turned back as totally inadmiffible. - 

A few hours after the meffenger Ardouin, ar- 
rived at Segovia, I went to St. Udepbonfo, where 
I paflecl a confiderable time with General Wall ; and 
as I have had four other conferences with his Ex- 
cellency fince the firft, I will fet down, with the ut- 
tnoft pfecifion in my power, all that has pafled be- 
tween us. / 

It 
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It was tinneceflary for me to comriwnicate xvfiaf 
related to the negotiations for peace with the court 
of Verfailles, as the Marquis Grimaldi had trans- 
mitted copies Qf that whole tranfa&ion ; however, 
from my (hewing a readinefs to give that mark of 
his Majefty's confidence in the Spahifh miniftry, 
-M. Wall told me, the Catholio King was truly fen- 
fible of his Majefty's, great attention towards Spain, 
and was convinced the diftance of England froirt 
hence occafioned this court's not receiving the ear- 
lied information from us of what was in agitation. 

I then delivered to M. Wall the copy of the me* 
mgLrial relating to Sf>ain, defiring him to read it 
over, and to acquaint me whether it was word for 
word fuch as had been authdrifed from hence; ore 
returning it to me, his Excellency faid, it was-ftr- 
latim what had been fent by order of the Catholic 
King to Verfailles ; whereupon I read your letter to* 
M. de Bufiy, in which the memorial was returned,, 
faying, It was impoflible for me to give a ftronger 
idea of the impreffion that irregular proceeding had 
made in England, than by communicating to this 
court the manner in which fuch an unexampled over- 
ture had been received, look into, and lent back, 
by the King's command 

Nothing has been emitted* on my part, to fiiew 
what an unparalleled proceeding this wa^ from a 
King, not only in amity with Great Britain, but 
whofe p9fleflions (notwithftanding the difficult dik 

cu {Rons' 
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Cuffions which had fo long and fo unhappily fub- 
lifted between the two crowns) had been uniformly 

(calculated to convince my court, the only aim of 

■ * • « 

that of Madrid was amicably to adjuft our differences 
concerning the logwood coaft. 

With relation to the idea of the propofed gua- 
ranty of Spain, I defired to know of M. Wall* 
wherefore a power that bad nd.lhare in the war 
was to be invited to guarantee the future peace ? 
And I entered very minutely into engagements tak- 
en by Spain with France; in regard to our difputes 
with the Catholic King; when I could not help ex- 

* • 

preffing the trueft regret to find, not only of how 
long (landing thofe engagements were, from the 
Duke de Choifeul's own corifeffidn; butalfo toper- 
teive, they had been fd induftrioufly concealed dur- 
ing fuch a fpace of time, arid td find them now pro- 
duced in fckinfolent a mariner by our enemies; be- 
caufe (for views too obvious to be mentioned) , the! 
French miniftry looked upon that period as the moil 
critical moment ; yet I perfuaded myfelf the pro- 
per reception this t ran faction had met with at home^ 
Vbuld clear all M. de Chdifeul's doubts, and blaft 
all his expectations, fince he could not fail being at 
prefent convinced, no menaces of a union df coun- 
cils, not any threats intimating little left than the re- 
verlionary declaration of war from Spain and France 
(perhaps not far off) could fhake, much lefs intimi- 
date or force England to permit ber Spanifh difputes

either to be blended with our prefent negotiation with 
the courtof Verfaiiles, orto fuffer France, on afty oc- 
cafion, to meddle in our difcuffions with his Cdtho~ 
lie Majefty ; and moreover, M. Buffy had been ac- 
quainted, in the moil explicit terms, that it would 
hereafter be confidered as offenfiie to the King's 
dignity, if any further mention was made of fuch 
idfcas ; this, I informed M. Wall, was the energetic 
language that had been held to the Frehch Minifter 
at London ; and that my orders were, to remon- 
ftrate with his Excellency on the unprecedented con- 
duft of Spain, in conveying, at fuel) a conjunQure, 
through fuch a channel, and in fuch terms, her fen- 
timents to Great- Britain. But I was commanded, 
whilft I expreffed his Majefty's furprife at fo unheard 
of atranfaftion, equally to make known the King's 
regret to find the court of Madrid had taken fuch a 
ftep ; yet his eminent virtues would not permit even 
thefe confiderations, or thefe motives, in any way 
to divert his unalterable refolution of adhering to 
the fteady purpofe and uniform conduct his royal 
wifdom had hitherto obferved towards Spain. 

I repeatedly enforced how ftrong my inftttiQions 
were to convince, this court it was not to be expe&ed 
or imagined, that the intimations of a holtile prince, 
or any infinuations of a combination of forces or 
union of intereft between Spain and France, would 
in the leaft facilitate the fatisfa&ion which was afked 
from hence, in relation to our differences in Ame- 
rica. 
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Hca. Slit the fame magnanimity that dilated to the 
king thefe fen ti merits, prefcribed alfo to his Majefl- 
ty's equity the following determination, which was 
the tonftant language I had invariably held by my 
Sovereign's commands, of his royal intention, being 
ever and alike difpofed to come to any reafonable 
terms of accommodation with Spain* finally to ad- 
juft ouf long fubfifting differences. 

With regard to the three points contained in the 
memorial preferred as the Spanifh grievances-, after 
dwelling Upon the exaft and unimpeached juftice of 
the Englifh courts of judicature, I obferved it was 
the fault of the parties who thought themfelves ag- 
grieved, if they did not feek redrefs in that due 
tourfe which was ever open for them to piirfue; 
fince there was the regular courts eftablithed to en- 
quire into all matters of that nature^ and thofe who 
were not fatisfied with the decrees iffued from thentej 
had always recourfe to the Lords of Appeals ; but 
that, it mud be owned, it gave no favourable opin- 
ion of a caufe dbdtft which the clients only cla- 
moured, without feeking to have it decided iri thfe 
proper forms of law : and it was fuperfluous to add^ 
how many iriftarices might be melt with to afcertain 
this iffertion ; therefore the firft article might be 
looked tipoironly iri order to_ftfell the appearance! . 
of grievances : and in all lights, the Freflch minfc 
Iters would never be authorifed by us to take cog* 

La " nizanes 
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rtizance of what was folely to be decided by Etfg- 
lifh tribunals. 

As to the fecond article, containing the claim fo 
often fet up by the Bifcayans and Guipufcoans> > to 
fifh at Newfoundland, and as often denied by Eng- 
land, I had, in the cleared terms I could make ufe 
of, (hewed, that the firft difcovery of that ifland was 
made at the expence and by the command of Henry 
VII. and I had likewife demonltrated the uninter- 
rupted poffeffion of it, from that time to the prqfent 
date, to have belonged to the Englifli, from their 
being conftantly fettled there, whilft the Spaniards 
never had any eftablifhments in thofe parts; there- 
fore it wasabfolutely impoffible for Great Britain to 
make the lead conceffion in fo dear a right, and it 
was hoped Spain woulfl no longer expeft, as the 
price of our union, a facrifice which could never be 
granted by the court of London. 

Laftly, Concerning the difputes about the coaft of 
Honduras, I could add nothing to the repeated decla- 
rations I had made in the King's name, of the Satisfac- 
tion with which his Majefty would receive any juft 
overture from Spain* (upon condition that France 
was not to be the channel of that conveyance) for 
terminating amicably and to mutual fatisfaftion,, every 
reafonafcle complaint on this matter, by propofing 
fome equitable regulation for feeuring to us the long- 
enjoyed privilege of cutting log- wood (an indul-^ 
gence confirmed by treaty, and of courfe autho- 
rised 
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rifed in the mod facred manner), nor could I give 
ftronger aflurances than the pall, of his Majefty'g 
fteady purpofe to caufe all eftabli foments on the log- 
wood coafts, contrary to the territorial jurifdiftion 
of Spain, to be removed. • ' • J 

After having gone through thefe feveral points;- 
General Wall, as he had done upon a former occ x ajion 9 $ 
defired me to put into writing the principal -heads of 
my difcourfe, promifing me to make a proper ufe' 
of them at the Defpachos, for his incorttftmemory 1 
rendered fuch notes abfolutely necefTary for him : V 
readily complied with his Excellency's requeft, as 1- 
was certain by that method the Catholic King would 
be exaftly informed of what I meant to have con- 
veyed to his tyiowledge. The inclofed *paper^ 
marked A. is the copy of what I wrote down, and 
gave toijie Spanifh Minifter. 

I proceeded by faying, although a precipitated 
fte|) could not be entirely recovered, yet it might be 
remedied; for, without any formal retraftion, the 
expreffing fome concern for what had not been con* 
fidered in all its confequences, might foften, and 
even wipe off, <any impreffions, however unfavour- 
able, that might, nay, muft have been made on the 
mind of his Majefty, by thi$ memorial from the 
court of France, 

As I thought I perceived a difpofition in M. 
Wall, in fome meafure, to difavow the offenfivenefs . 
pf this ftepj I did not lofe the opportunity of fug* 
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getting every pretext, and offering to his Excellency 
all kinds of handles to explain away what had fq 
unavoidably given difguft in England; $nd J en-* 
(deavoured, in purfuarice of what you fo much re- 
commend to me, to adapt myfelf to thofe circum-r 
fiances which were of a nature to furnifli this court 
with, the bell retreat imaginable. 

I have here related, without interruption, what 
Jias been alledged by me ? and have fet down all the 
arguments I made ufe of; therefpre, I wjll no\y 
proceed to give an account of what was infifted upor> 
by General Wall* infuppprt of his own reafonings,or 
advanced by his Excellency in contradiction to mine. 

The Spanifh Minifter began by acquainting me ? 
#iat M. Grimaldi bad conveyed to him all that had 
jjafled, either in writing or in difcourfe, between 
yourfelf, Sir, and M. de Buffy,-as well as the laa r 
guage Mr* Stanley had held with the t)uke pf Chpi T 
feiil on the memorial relating tp Spain. His Ex- 
cellency told me,' the Moft Chriftian King having 
early intimidated his defire here, that his Catholic 
Majefty Should guarantee the intendecl peace be* 
tween the courts of Lpndpn &nd Verfailles ; in or- 
der to render that peace more permanent,, the £ing 
pf Spain had thought proper to agree to that propo? 
fal's being made by France *to England, as well as to 
confent to France's ejcprefs offer pf endeavouring 
.to accommodate the difputes fubfifting between Eng- 
land and Spain, at the fame time fhe was trying tp 

"" ; ' ' ' - ' ' p« 
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put an end to a war which. ha4 lafted lb long between 
the firuiih and French crowns. Bijt he affirmed to 
me, that the intention of the court of Madrid, in 
affenting to that propofal, was totally void of any 
defign to retard the peace, and abfolutely free fronj 
the leaft intention of giving offence to his Majefty, 
though it appeared that ftep had been productive of 
different effefcls ; that, as to England's declaring (he 
never, would add facilities towards accommodating 
her differences with another Sovereign, in confide- 
ration of any intimation from a power at war, or 
the threatenings of an enemy, the Catholic King 
could not but applaud thofe ientiments in his Ma- 
jefty, which he felt fo llrongly within himfelf; add- 
ing, it was certain the court of London was at li- 
berty t9 rejeft any propofals coining from the French 
rniniftry, yet that could not in any way influence the 
King of Spain's communicating whatever meafures 
he thought conducive to his interefts, to the Mod 
Chriftian King, his Catholic Majefty's friend, ally, 
and near relation. 

M» Wall purfued his difcourfe by acquainting me 
with France's having fpontaneoully offered to the 
Catholip King (in cafe the difputes between Great 
Britain and Spain fhould, at any time hereafter, oc- 
cafion a rupture between our two courtsj to unite 
her forces with thofe of Spain, to prevent the Eng- 
lish encroachments in America upon his Catholic 
Majefty's territory : an offer which the Spanilh Mo, 

h 4 parch 
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narch had received with that cordiality which was due 
to a friend, who was determined even to involve 
herfelf in a frefh war, in order to defend -Spain. 
' General Wall then afked me, whether it was poC? 
fible to be imagined in England, the Catholic King 
was feeking to provoke us ; efpecially at a time that 
the court of London was in the mofl jlourijhing and 
mojl exalted Jituat ion it had ever known, occajioned by 
ffic great eft f tries of prof per ities that any Jingle nation 
had ever met with ? [Could there be a greater com- 
pliment paid to the conduft of Mr. Pitt ? J And he 
affuredme, the Catholic King, both before and at pre- 
sent, efteemed as well as valued the frequent profef- 
fions I had made, by command from my court, of 
his Majefty's defire to adjuft our mutual differences 
amicably; but he perceived, the terms on which 
thofe difputes were fought to be accommodated, oc~ 
cafioned the difficulty. The Catholic King, he faid, 
did not think England would look upon the French 
minifters as a tribunal to which the court of London 
make an appeal, nor meant it as fuch/ when the firft 
article of grievances was conveyed through that 
channel. As to the fecpnd, the claim of the Gui- 
pufcoans and Bifcayans to fifh for Bacallao; it was 
what Spain had always infilled upon, and never had 
receded from by any treaty. And laftly, concern- 
ing England's evacuating all the ufurped fettlements 
on the logwood coafts, it had never been offered, 
but upon fuch conditions as were inconfiftent with 
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rtie dignity of the Spanifli crown to accept of; fince 
fht court of London would only confent, that, pre* 
yious to her fendingorders to thofe unjult fettlersto 
remove, and to caufe the fortifications to be demo* 
JMhed, the Catholic King (hould be compelled to 
make known to the Englifh, in what manner the log-» 
wood was. to be aflured to the King's fubje£b, not- 
withstanding the Spanifh monarch bad repeatedly 
given bis royal word, a iqetho4 fliould be found out 
for that pyrpofe; and that, tiil it was adjudged in 
ivhat manner Grpat Britain (hould enjoy that privi- 
lege, the Englifh cutters of logwood ihould contU 
Hue, without interruption . oj- moleftatipp of any 
kind, tp carry on their coipraer^e upon the footing 
they at prefent exercife iu His Catholic .Majefty 
pnjy aftang, thpt, for his own royal decorum, the 
ufurped eft^bliftiments ihould be relinquifliedby the 
£nglj(h, tp prove that good faith we piqued our- 
(elves upon, and to ponvince Spain we did not main- 
tain thofe forcible pofTefl5ons r . as pledges, which 
fopner or later we imagined would compel the court 
of lyjadrid to grant us our own terms, and in the 
jne*i) time to increafe (which- the Britilh fubjeEU 
/did daily) the encroachments upon the coafts of 
Jiondujras. 

This, Sir, to the bell of my recolleftion, is what 
has beep advanced or replied by General Wall at out 
different interviews. Yet, for greater accuracy, and 
# fuller explanation of the fentiments of his Excel. 

. Icncy, 
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lency, I defire leave to refer you to-the inclofed pa* 
per diftingnifhed by the letter (B), which includes 
the fubftance of what the fecretary of ftate firft fpokc 
from, then read to me, and afterwards gave into ray 
hands ; confenting to let me fend it to England, 
not as a memorial, but to be confidered in the fame 
light with that paper which I had agreed to give hi* 
Excellency, containing fome notes, to enable him 
to reprefent to his royal mafter, with candour, what 
I had-been ordered to lay a ftrefs upo**$ and this 
was delivered to me with the fame view ; a proof 
whereof was, that there was no date to either of ojlf 
writings, no fignature, nor any title prefixed. 

At my fir ft conference, I told General Wall I had 
received the King's commands to defi e his Excel- 
lency would, in the prefent conjunfture, give me a 
proper explanation with regard to the naval arnnu 
inenta which had been carried on in various ports of 
this country ; and to afk for an .explicit eclairciffe- 
ment with relation to the deftination of the Spanifh 
fleet ; as well as to inform myfelf particularly, from 
his Excellency, what were the difpofitions of the 
Catholic King to maintain friendfhip, and to culti- 
vate a good correfpondence with his Majefty ; aU 
ledging, that this meafure was judged by England 
to be the more abfolutely neceffary at prefent, as the 
French emifTaries, and the partifans of our enemies 
were attempting by every method, to propagate the 
Relief of an approaching rupture with Spain, in con- 
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jtfftftton with France ; therefore the King thought 
himfelf ftrongly called upon, from the indifpenfable 
motives of what his Majefty* owes to his crown, and 
to his people, to expejSt tp have a categorical anfwer 
to the queiliops I had put, by his royal command, 
The laft tim£ I faw M. Wall, which was the fifth 
meeting we had together, I renewed thofe cjueftions t 
and then received exactly the fame anfwer which had 
been given me the firft time : That Spain was fur- 
prifed Great Britain fhould take qm^rage at any na« 
yal pteparaiions, (he was, or had been making fince 
Jibe ac^effion of his pcefent Catholic Majefty ; for f 
including both the (hips of the line, as well as the 
frigates, the whole number did not exceed in - all 
that of twenty $ which M f Wall affured me were, 
by feverai, fewer than thofe which had been equip- 
ped during the reign of the late King Ferdinand. 
His Excellency told me that, with regard to their 
deftinarion, fome were frequently going backwards 
and forwards between this kingdom and Naples ; 
others were intended tp convoy the homeward or 
putward bound flotas, aflogues, or regifter (hips; 
^nd fhe remaining ones were to ferve as a check 
Mpon jhe Barbary Corfairs^ and to defend 'their 
poafts, or fmaller yeffels from infults: and in rela- 
tion to the third queftion, his Catholic Majefty's 
jlifpofition and profeffions had invariably been the 
fame, and were ever meant to cement and cultivate . 

the 
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the friendfhip fo happily fubfiftng between our ttfo 
courts. 

I hope, Sir, it jvill be found I have minutely 
obeyed every command I have been honoured with 
from his Majefty. I am but too confcious of the 
tmreafonable, and (I apprehend) tirefome length of 
this difpatch, which on account of my frequent in* 
terviews with the Spanilh minifter, and from my un-r 
feigned zeal for the fervice of my gracious royal 
matter, has infenfibly led me on to be as particular 
as it was poffible on fo interefting a fubjeft, and in fo 
critical a conjun&ure. I wifh this narration had 
proved a more fatisfaftory one; yet, when the ftyle 
of General Wall's inelofed paper is compared with 
that "which was given to me laft January, I hope it 
will appear there is lefs peevifhnefs at prefent here f 
than what was fo ftrongly exhibited fame months 
ago. The ftrong avowal of a moft intimate cor-t 
diality between Spain and France, contained in his 
laft production of the Spanifh feeretary of ftate^ . 
has hurt pie. 1 could not avoid acquainting his 
Excellency, that it feemed calculated father to ferve 
as an apology for the proceedings of the court of 
Verfailles, and to be a judication of the conduft of 
the French minifters, than for any other purpofe.

I. Monf. de Bufly having prefented to Mr. Pitf a 
memorial on 'the part of his court, concerning the 
difcuffions of Great Britain with Spain ; the King 
my matter ordered his fecretary of ftate to fend back 
the faid memorial, as totally inadmiffible. 

II. It has been told him that France has not had 
at any time, a right to meddle in our difputes with 
the court of Madrid, 

III. Further, that it would be looked upon as 
offenfive to the King's dignity, and incompatible 
with the good faith of the negotiation ; that fur- 
ther mention ihould be made of the differences of 
our courts. * 

IV. Orders to make remonftrances on the con- 
duft of Spain, who, whilft (he lived in good cor- 
refpondence with England, and has always declared 
that her intention was to put an end to our long 
difputes by fome artiicable arrangement, makes ufe 
of fuch a voice as that of an enemy to convey her 
grievances to us. 

V. Although the King will never hearken to any 
thing on account of an intimation from a power at 
war, threatening an union of counfels, and hinting 
a future war (perhaps not diltant on the part of 
Spain and France) ; notwithftanding that, his Ma- 
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jelly, from an uniform condu&, and conftantly irte 
c lined to give every fatisfa&ion to his Catholic Ma- 
jefty, continues ready amicably to terminate every 
thing which can occafion the lead coolnefs between 
the two kingdoms. 

. VI. With regard to the three articles recited in 
the memorial as grievances of Spain ; I am ordered 
to fay, Firft, that the courts of juftice, eftablMhed 
in England to decide caufes relative lo the reditu- 
tion of prizes made on the Spaniards, or thought to 
be in violation of the Catholic King's territory, are 
always open to all thofe who bring their complaints 
thither ; and that the minitters of the mcft Chriftian 
King are not acknowledged in England as a tribu- 
nal* before which England will confenl that an ap- 
peal be brought* , 

VII. As to the fecond article. The firft-difco* 
very of the ifland of Newfoundland, having beert 
proved to have been made at the expence, and on 
the account of King Henry VII. the uninterrupted 
pofleflion of that ifland, by the fettlemeftts of the' 
fubjeftsof England ever fmce the faid epoch to this 
hour, has alfo been demonftrated: further^ Spain 
having never made- any fettlement there, and the 
pretended right of the Bifcayners, and Guipufcoans, 
Dot being at any time admitted, the King can never 
confent to the leaft conceffion on this article y and 
flatters himfelf that Spain will never expeft, as tbef 
{rice of an union fo much to be wi&ed for by the'

two nations, a facrifice on the part of Great Britain, 
which can never 1>e agreed to in any fhape. 

VIII. On the fubje&'of logwood, which make* 
the third objeS • his Majefty is conftant in his it*- 
tentions to caufe all the fettlements, contrary to the 
territorial jurifdiftion of the Catholic King in Ame- 
rica, to be evacuated : and will receive with pleaftire 
any juft overture on the part of the court Madrid, 
(provided that it does not pafs through the channel 
of the French minifters) for accommodating our di£- 
ferences, and for putting an end to every complaint, 
by finding fome means for granting logwood to us, 
without inconvenience to Spain. 

Translation of a paper delivered to the 
Earl of Bristol by General Wall, at 
St. Ildefonso, August 28, 1761. Mark- 
*» (B). 

THE memorial which M. de Buffy prefented to 
Mr. Pitt by order of his court, fetting forth the 
defire the tnoft Chriftian King had to terminate his 
peace with England/ under the guaranty of the Ca- - 
tholic jKing, and that, at the fame time the difputes 
between the courts of Madrid and London, might in 
fome fhape be accomodated, is a ftep, which his Ca- 
tholic Majefty will not deny has been taken with his 
full content, approbation, and pleafirre r however, 
he will affirm, and does affirm to the court of Great 
Qritain, and to the whole world, that his intention 

iu 
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i? conferiting thereto, as well as in approving 6f lif 
was not. to offend the digfiity of that Crown, or r©^ 
tard its peace ; on the contrary, to confolidate it/ 
and, in all Human poffibility, to perpetuate it. It 
may have been productive of contrary effeQsr: for, 
as mod a&ions* bear different conftru&ions, this has 
not received in London the fame that was put upon' 
it at Madrid and Paris ; and both courts have been 
concerned at difpleafing the King of Great Britain,- 
and .indifpofing'him from continuing the negotiations 
of a peace with France, and of regulating his diffe- 
rences \yith Spain, jointly or feparately* it is equal 
to both monarchs,. fince they have only good in 
view ; though they will never give up England a right* 
•which* without example, it pretends to affumfe, of 
hindering the one from interfering in the affairs of 
tl)e other, for their mutual affiftanee, as their union* 
friendfhip, and relationfhip require. 

Thus the end being explained, which the courts 
of Madrid and Paris propofed by K the delivery of 
the memorial, the priginal motive will now be ex- 
plained with the fame fincerity* 

* There is the greateft harmony between the two' 
courts : and who, in this age, can be furprifed theref 
fhould be that harmony between the Kings of Spain 
and France ! His moft Chriftian Majefty has com- 
municated to his Catholic Majefty, in eonfeqtience, 
alt the fteps taken to bring about a peace from the 
very beginning of the war. His Catholic Majefty 
has acquainted his moll Chriftian Majefty, as often 
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cks there «has been ogcafion, with his affairs at the 
court of London. 

His moft Chriftisin Majefty refoived to purchafe 
peace at the dear price of the propofals contained 
in the plan delivered by the Duke of Choifeul to 
Mr. Stanley; and one of the motives which induced 
him to fo great a facrifice was, in order to fecure^ 
for many years* the peace of his .kingdoms, by (Sa- 
tisfying at once the views of the Englith. And he 
figoified, at the fame time to his Catholic Majefty, 
his defir* of cutting fhort thofe beginnings of dife- 
greement between him and his Britifli Majefty, on 
account of his grievances with the court of London^ 
With this kind expreffion, that, if a rupture enfued 
between England and Spain* France will have mif- 
carried in the abov£ objeft of her prefent facrifices i 
as fhe will be neceffitated to affift in defending Sparry 
and involve herfelf in a new war. Was the Catho- 
lie King to defpife fo generous an overture ? It was 
not to be expe&ed. Ought v England to be.furprifed 
at it ? As little. It being grounded upon this, that if 
England faw that France attacked the dominions of 
Spain i particularly in America, flie would run im- 
mediately to her defence,, for her owri conveniency* 
as well as beqaufe fhe had, equally with France, 
^ guarantied them. Well^ what was to be done? 
Sajd the two courts, they agreed, that France ftiould 
declare to England, that, as fhe was coming td a 
compofnion with her, fhe defired that nothing naight 
.Vol* IIL M remain, 
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remain, ndt even a miffruft, of returning to a fr€fk 
war; and that lh-* fhbuld exhort England to tefrrii- 
nate her difputes with Spain to their mutual fatisfao 
tion, which alone occaGoned any doubt. ' 

Both courts thought that France could not take a 
ftep tfiat (hewed better faith towards England, and 
there is no doubt bqt fo it appears; without examin- 
ing why or wherefore it is thought otherwife at Lon- 
don^ or in what it offends the dignity of the BrttHb 
monarch* What proceeding more noble can an 
enemy hold with another than France does to Eng- 
land, in faying, to conclude a peace with England, 
I yield up this and that; however, at the fame time 
I am refolved to make this facrifice, I cannot but 
fay, I with to fecure a peace for many years, and 
therefore Ihould be glad that England would fettle 
with Spain their fubjeQs of difagreement together, 
becaufe otherwife they may again entangle me in a 
frefh war. 

Yet England finds reafon for demonftrating againft 
the condu& of Spain hereupon ; exprefling that, at 
a time fhe is living in good harmony with Spain, and 
has declared her defire of terminating her long dif- 
ferences by fome amicable adjuftment, Spain makes 
ufe of England's enemy as the channel of her griev- 
ances. It is repeated in anfwer, that Spain only 
confen ted that France Ihould take this ftep, in as 
much as it appeared not only inoffenfive, but^ on 
the contrary, to come more from an honeft and fki- 

eeie 
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fcere friend than an enemy ; and that Spain is fat 
from thinking to irritate England. She would riot 
have flaidtochufe her time fo ill, if views of pru- 
dence and moderation had not contained her ; and 
above all/ the never-loft hopes of finding jultice in 
the Britilh court. 

How many proofs has not Spain already given, o£ 
her aiming to obtain a redrefs of her grievances, 
without pretending k otherwife than in a friendly 
manner ? Six years ago, the Spanifh governors being 
ordered to oppofe the intrufion of foreigners upon 
the American coafts, an expedition was made to 
diflodge the Englifh from fome new eftablifhments * 
and the court of London having reclaimed aigainit 
&n ofFenfive method, which happened exaCtty at the 
time fhe was coming to a rupture with France, from 
whence it might have been inferred that Spain if!

-My Lord, 
IN opening [the firft word of this letter informs 
lis, that it is Lord Egremont's Jirjl letter to Lordf 
Briftol; although he had been in office from the 
time that Mr. Pitt refigned. Such a delay, at fo 
critical a period, fhews the unwillingnefs of the cabi- 
net to enter upon the Spanifh bufinefsj my corref- 
pondence with your excellency, it .gives me great 
pleafyre to be able tc> inform you, th^t your letter 
of the 14th pall, wherein you mention,, «f That M. 
•< c Wall has acqtfaipted you that the Catholic King 
<c had, -at no time, been more intent on cultivating 
ct a good correfpondence with his Majefty, than at 
* c prefent," having been laid before the King, his 
Majefty received, with particular fatisfaftion, fuch 
an authentic declaration of the good intentions of 
his Catholic Majefty ; and the King highly approves 
of .the affurances your Excellency gave, in return, 
to the. Spanifh Minifter, with regard to additional 
works at Gibraltar : and it is with great pleafure, I" 
can aflure your Excellency, that having made pro- 
per enquiry into that matter, I find no orders what- 
soever have been iffued with regard to thofe fortifier 
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tiona ; and therefore nothing can have been done 
there, but the ufual and neceffary repairs* 

I am alfo to inform your Excellency, that the 
confirmation of the fame good difpofitions in the 
rourt of Spair/> manifefted by M. Wall's expreffing 
^(as reported in your difpatch of the 28th pad) their 
readinefs to come to a fpeedy adjudment with Eng- 
land, upon our evacuating the mod recent fettle* 
nfents on the coaft of Honduras, onlv to ferve as a 
falvo to the Spaniards, Pundonor, was confidered, 
by his Majefty, as a happy prefage of a fpeedy and 
amicable conclusion of all difputes fubfiding between 
the two crowns. 

It is judged highly expedient for the~King*s fer-. 
vice, that the court of Spain fliould, in the prefent 
moment, be apprifed of the fentiments of that of 
Great Britain. I am therefore to acquaint your 
Excellency, that his Majefty continues to have no- 
thing more at heart, than to cultivate the mod cor- 
dial friendfhip with his Catholic Majedy • truding, 
however, to find this difpofition reciprocal on the 
part of Spain* Nothing being more evident, than 
the mutual advantage which mud arife to both courts 
from a date of uniop and amity ; atod perhaps ex- 
perience has fhewn, that when, in contradiQion to

And 
by Lord Egremont's anfwer to the Count de Fuentes oj 
December 31, 1761] to have been lately concluded 
between the courts of Madrid and Verfailles, or of 
fuch articles thereof as can, by particular and ex- 
plicit engagements, immediately relate to the intereft$ 
pf Great-Britain, or, in a more general and diftant 
yiew of affairs, be any ways cpnftrued to afFeft the 
fame in the prefent conjuncture, before he enters 
. into farther negotiation on the points depending be-

own dignity, proceed in any negotiation with Spain;

Jiances and connexions, maintain a fufpicious ajid

friendly intentions of his court. It is therefore the

^s tipped, that you will eafily convince a Minifter fo 

thoroughly 
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thoroughly, acquainted with the nature and conftku*

*nony between the two courts; and how much a re-, 
fufal to give due fatisfattion on this head* would 
impede and obftruft his Majefty's beft intentions t<v 
.wards that valuable objeQ. It is needlefs ta recom- 
mend to your Excellency, to urge this matter in th$ 
jmoft polite and friendly terms ; gently injlnuating the 
Stbove arguments, to (hew, that his Majefty ought to 
fatisfied as to this matter, before he proceed tq other 
points : but qn the other hand^ your Excellency will 
give the Spanifti minifter the ftrongeft afiuraqces, 
that, this qbfticle once removed*' his Majefty is 
inoft' fincerely and cordially difpofed to enter intp 
amicable difcuffioh of pther matters in difpute; lit*;

My Lord,* 

THE furprifing change I haVe of late perceived 
iii General Wall's difcourfe, and the unlooked for 
alteration of that minifter's fentiments, with regard 
to the prefent fituation of this country, has deter- 
mined me to difpatch the meffenger Potter to Eng- 
land* that your Lordfhip may be thoroughly inform- 
ed of the haughty language how held by this court; 
fo different from all the former profeffions made to 
flie by the Catholic King's commands, and fo dia- 
metrically oppofite to the moft folcmn and repeated 
declarations I had received from the Spanifh fecre- 
tary of ftate, of a thoroufgh refoltition to maintain 
a perfeQ: harmony and good Coffefpondence between 
the two kingdoms, fo requifite for their mutual in- 
tereft and reciprocal felicity. 

Such ftrong reports? of an approaching rupture 
between Great-Britain atnd Spain, grounded upon 
fe veral authentic afTurances I had received, that fome 
agreement had been fettled and figned between their 

Gatholic 
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Citholic and tnoft Chriftian Majefties, determined 
ffce to enquire minutely jnto this affair; arid there- 
fore, I took an opportunity of mentioning to Mr. 
Wall, that notwithftanding the frequent, and even 
* late declarations he had made to me, concerning 
the pacific inclinations of Spain, yet I,couId not 
conceal theuneafinefs it gave me, to hear from all' 
parts, both within thefe kingdoms, and from other 
countries, that a treaty had not long fince been con- 
cluded between the courts of Madrid and Vef failles, 
and therefore I defired his Excellency would fatisfy 
my doubts, by informing me whether there was any 
ground for thefe rumours ; and in cafe it were pcfd 
ble, -after all that had paffed between us, for fuch 
a convention as was rhinjted at, to have been con- 
cluded ; then I hoped to be told of -what nature 
this treaty was, whether offenfive or fingly defenfiv:e, 
what were the principal conditions contained in it, 
and with what views thb fudden and clofe union be- 
tween Spain and France had been calculated : for I 
could neither hear fuch reports with indifference, 
nor give credit to the truth of them, without an ex- 
plicit avowal thereof from his; Excellency's moutlv 

In (lead of anfwering me dire&ly, General Walt 
began; by faying, that the King his matter had rea- 
fon to think the conduft of England unwarrantable; 
for his Catholic Majefty never could obtain an- an- 
fwer from the Britiih miniftry, to any memorial or 
paper that was lent from hence,, either by the chan- 
nel 
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nelof thfe Coiintof Fuentes, or through my hands: 
he told me, we were intoxicated with all our fuc- 
cedes, and a continued feries of victories had dated 
us fo far, as to induce us to contemn the reafonabie 
conceffions France had confented to make Us for a 
.peace: but that it was evident, by our refufal of the 
Due de Choifeul's propofals* all we aimed at wasy 
to crufli Spain, to drive all the: fubje£b of the Chrir- 
tian King, not only from their ifland colonies in the 
new world, but alfo to deftroy their feverai forts 
and fettlements upon the continent of North Ame-* 
fica, to have an eafier talk in ferzing on ail the Spa^ 
nidi dominion in thofe parts, thereby to fetisfy the' 
utmoft of our ambition, and to gratify our un- 

. bounded thirft of conqued. 

After M. Wall had worked up his anger taa height 
I had never before feen, he then faid, with uncom- 
mon warmth, That he would himfelf be the man to? 
advifelhe King of Spain, fince his dominions were 

. to be overwhelmed, at lead to have them feized with 

, arms jn his fubje£ts' hands, and not to continue thd 
paffiye viflim he had hitherto appeared to.. be in the 
eyes of the. world* .1 attended to this difcourfe, 
without interrupting the thread of it ; and, at the 
conclufion of it, I defired, with the utmoft ferenity, 

: of General Wall, to give me an anfwer to the quet 
tioas I had fir ft darted, and we would afterwards 
proceed to difcufs what his .Excellency had been ex- 
patiating upon. But the Spanifh minister only re- 
newed 
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foundland fifhery, by the King's fubjeQs ; whereas 
the Spaniards had never brought any proofs to back 
their own aflertions to a claim to that fifhery, whilii 
we had clearly deduced pur right from the time of 
Henry VII. 

With regard to the logwood trade; a conftant en- 
joyment of it for about a century, having been con* 
firmed to us by treaties under the denominations of 
an indulgence or fuffrance, made it a legal commo- 
dity: but as to all ufurped fettlements, I had often 
been ordered to declare the King's readinefs to have 
them evacuated, when an equitable regulation was 
fettled, between the two courts, for our quiet pot 
feffian of that valuable branch of commerce. 

Then, as to the feveral complaints of breaches of 
neutrality, pretended con&fcations of goods, un- 
lawful feizures of Spaniih veflels, and all the va- 
rious bonded grievances I had heard of; I could 
only anfwer, in general, that our courts of law were 
open to all complaints, and though parties might go 
from thence diffatisfied, yet the ju (lice of thofc courts 
of judicature had never been impeached. 

In relation to England's views of forcing our 
jenemies to agree to fuch terms, as we thought might 
infure our nation from the apprehenfions of a future 
war ; I defired to know, what inftance there was of 
any country's not endeavouring to obtain the moll 
advantageous conditions for itfelf at a peace, efpe- 
cially when Providence had vpuchfafed to blefs a 

N righteous 
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righteous caufc with fuccefs : this was the cafe of 
Great Britain ; we were bound by ftrong engage- 
ments to fupport our allies, and infilled on being at 
liberty to fulfil thofe engagements according to the 
extent of them ; wbilft we determined to fettle our 
empire in America upon fuch a footing, as fhould 
free our colonies there from encroachments, and not 
leave them to be liable to a repetition of fuch chi- 
canes from the French, as had caufed the beginning 
of thofe difturbances, which had afterwards extend- 
pd themfelves into Europe, 

' This was the fum of my diftourfe j and when I 
recurred to my repeated inftances for information 
poncernirig the treaty^ all that I could, with diffi r 
pulty, extort from General Wall, was, that his Ca- 
tholic Majefty had judged it expedient to renew his 
family compacts (thofe were the exprefs words) with 
the mod Chriftian King. I begged to know when 
thofe compacts had been agreed upon : and at what 
time, whether very lately, or fame months ago, they 
had received a frelh fanflion. Here the Spanifh 
minifter ftopt fhort, and, as if he had gone beyond 
what he intended, he faid, that the Count de Fuen- 
tes and M. Buffy had declared to his Majefty's Mi- 
nifters, that all was meant to be communicated to 
them; and although I continued in the clofet fome 
fhort time after that declaration, as I found -I was to. 
expeQ: nothing tut a repetition of the fame anfwer 
to every queftion I put, I determined to retire. 

This, 
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. This, my Lord, is the refult of my enquiries, and 
here the bufinefs refts at prefent. 

Two (hips have lately arrived at Cadiz, with very 
extraordinary rich cargoes, from the Weft Indies ; 
fo that all the wealth that was expe&ed from Spanifii 
America, is now fafe in Old Spain ; perhaps this cir- 
cumftance has raifed the language of the Catholic 
Ring's minifters, added to the progrefs, which, we , 
hear, the French army is making in the King's elec- 
toral dominions, and the fuccefs that has attended 
the Auftrian operations in Silefia. I have long ob- 
ferved the jealoufy of Spain at the Britifh conquefts; 
and am now convinced, that the confcioufnefs o& 
this country's naval inferiority, has occafioned the 
foothing declarations, fo repeatedly made, of a de~ 
lire to maintain harmony and friendihip with Eng- 
land: but the French have never difcontinued their 
flatteries, whilft they folicited a junQion of forces, 
afiuring the Spaniards, that even the figning an al- 
liance between their Sovereigns, would intimidate 
our court, not only upon account of our being ex- 
haufted by the prefent long ymd expenfive war, but 
by our having felt the fatal confequences of an inter- 
ruption of our Spanilh trade during the laft war,

My Lord, 

ACCOUNTS have lately been tranfmitted to me, 
from feveral ports of Spain, in relation to the mili- 
tary preparation going forward in this kingdom ; and 
the whole difcourfe runs upon ap approaching ma- 
ture between the King and his Catholip Majefiy. 

Two Spanifh fhips of war are immediately to fail 
from Cadiz $ the one to convoy the Aflbgues, and 
the other to prote6t feveral Dutch veffels freighted 
with ammunition ftores, bound tp Carthagena in 
America, 

Eleven large (hips of the line, now laying at Fer- 
rol, are rigged,, manned, and ready tp put to fea at 
a fhort warning, together with two frigates; one of 
which is bound to the South Seas, with cannon balls, 
powder, and many other implements of war, * 

By advices from Barcelona I hear, that two of 
the Catholic King's fhips of war failed from tbence, 
the end of iaft month, with twp large barks under 
their convoy, loaded with 3500 barrels of gunpow- 
der, 1500 bomb (hells, 500 chetts of arms, and a 
confiderable quantity of cannon balls of different 
dimenfions : which cargo, it is imagined, ?s deftined 
for the' Spanifh Weft Indies; many more warlike 
itores are ready to be fhipped from Catalonia 5 and 
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hewed ifbme of his former exclamations, bv infill, 
ing, that we had fet the Spanifh power at defiance 
during this wars that we had attacked and plundered

their veffels, infulted their coafts, violated the neu- 
trality of the kingdoms, encroached upon the terri- 
torial jurifdiftion of his Catholic Majefty's domi- 
nions in America* by fortifying oitrfelves in an ille- 
gal manner in the bay of Campeachy and the gulph 
of Honduras, ercfting frefli fettlements, and ieizing 
on logwood in a mod arbitrary manner, befides de- 
nying the Spaniards a right, they had fo long claim- 
ed, to fifh upan the banks of Newfoundland; nay^ 
even wanting to put the Bifcayners and Giiipuf- 
coans on a worfe footing at prefent, with regard to 
their pretentions to the Bacallas trade, than they had 
been by the treaties of Utrecht and that of 1721* 
where the article in relation to them wasj That thofe 
Spaniards fhoiild enjoy quos jurejibi vindicare pote~ 
runt; whereas ill my inftru&ions had run to declare 
their claim to be ftale and inadmiffible; and finally* 
to afle'rt that England hoped the Catholic King would . 
never expeft this facrifice as the price of a union, 
which would never be confented to on thofe ternris» 

General Wall went on, by faying, He perceived 
be had in vain given hopes to his royal mafter, that 
a proper attention would be paid to the Spanifli de- 
mands, and juflice be granted to atone for the re- 
]peated grievances of his Catholic Majefty's fubje&s; 
yet he wanted to know where, when, and how it

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was to be £xpe£led, Gnce we fhewed ho regard to tfifs 
country, which had hitherto withftood all theadvan-

tageous offers made by France to enter into the^pre- 
fcnt war. 

Notwithftanding this fecond digreffion of his Ex- 
cellency's, I did not defift from my point, bat re- . 
newed my former queftions, by atledging, that the 
bufinefs I came about, was to receive fome explicit 
apfwer to. what 1 had before enquired after* At 
laft, General Wall replied, he had no orders to ac- 
quaint me with any meafures but what he had For- 
'merly communicated to me, and fignified his not 
being at liberty to fay any more ; but faid, M. de 
Fuentes had wrote word in his letter of the id paft, 
that a courier was td be fent \o me, and whenever 
the contents of thofe difpatches were communicated 
to him (M. Wall) then I fliould be acquainted with 
\he refolutions bf Spain ; for his Catholic Majefty 
did not doubt of my receiving inftru&ions relative' 
to the Spaniih paper I had traftfmitted in my letter 
of the 31ft of Anguft. 

It was evident, by the difpofition the fecrefary of 
ftate was in during this whole conference, that I 
fliould at that time gain no ground by any further 
enquiries into what I wanted to be inftrufted in. I 
therefore broke off here ;. and afteF having paid my 
court, as ufual, with the reft of the Ambafladors. to 
his Catholic Majefty, I returned in about an hour 
to the office*, under pretence of {hewing "an atten- 
tion 
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tion I always pay to General Wall, when I intend 
fending off a mdfenger, whifeh was, to defireJiis 
Excellency would honour me with any commands 
he might have for England, either of a public or 
private nature. As ourconverlation in general had 
been too interefting (whilft a part of it was fo myfc 
terious ) for me to fend home an exaft account of all 
that had patted*, by a. fafe conveyance; I let this 
drop, in ofrder to remove the former topic, and, by 
fo doing, endeavour to procure a little more infight 
into this myfterious bufinefs. 

The Spanifh minifter begin in his former {train, 
butantjlttplied the appearance of his country's griev- 
ances,: talked of its being time to open their eye** 
and no$ to fuffer a neighbour^ an ally, a parent, 
and a. Friend* any longer to run the rifque of receiv- 
ing fuch rigid laws, as were prescribed by ah inffuflt- 
ing ri&or: his £xcellehcy told me, the court of 
Verffcille^ after having communicated tb the Cathtf- 
lic King, every the mod minute ftep taken during 
Mr. Stanley's negotiations at Paris, and M. de 
Buify's conferences at London, had determined to 
Jmblifli to the whole world, the mortifying terms 
France had brought itfelf to fubmit to for the fata? 
of peace ; and to make knowrujthe arbitrary unreau- 
fonable demands of England, which frustrated the 
good intentions of his nlbft Chriilian Kirigi xvhofe 
humanity had made him confent to put an end to the 
war > even at the dear price of yielding fo much as 

N 2 he 
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he had brought himfelf to agree to, in order, if pq£ 
lible, to fatisfy the ambition of Great-Britain. 
I thought I had fufliciemly liftened to all thefe ac- 
y ] cufations, and that a longer filence would be re- 
proachful. I muft confefs, the allegations men- 
tioned, by Mr. Wall in the firft conference, were fo 
.unexpefted to me, on account of their differing fo 
widely from all prior conventions on thofe fub- 
• j<i&s, that I thought it more prudent then, only to 
.attend to what his Excellency afferted, and after- 
wards, by afhort abfence from his clofet, endeavour 
to recoiled the fub fiance of what had been advanced, 
that I might be the better enabled to anfwer, though, 
I feared,, not to convince, the Spanifh minifter. 
t 1 began, by expreffing my furprife, that, when I 
came to be informed of a ftep fo publicly difcourfed 
of in the world, 1 could not obtain the fatisfa&ion 
I , folicked ffom one, who alone could clear my 
doubts,, and folve my queftions ; that all I had befen 
able to find out was, that it ieemed determined to 
keep me in the dark ; and, in order to divert my at- 
mention from the (ingle point I wanted to be inftruft- 
cd in,. I had only heard a complicated heap of 
grievances, flung out with a view to deter me from 
,perfeveririg in the purfuit of getting my curiofity 
Satisfied. Upop that I went methodically, through 
the various fubje&s that had been ftarted by the 
Spanifh fecretary of ftate, infilling on the firft dif- 
covecy, and a continued pofleffion of the New- 

foi mdland 
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interview : . copies of both which papers the Spanifh 
ininifter defired he might have. Thcfe conferences 
were the 6th and 8th inftant. General Wall, on 
the ioth at night, fent me two letters, one an office- 
copy and tranflation of which are diftinguifhed C 
and D ; the other by a private letter in his own hand. 
I had prepared fome very long difpatches for your 
, Lordfhip, relating ail. particulars, but I was denied 
poil-horfes to fend a meflenger, even to alkfor paff- 
portsirom the court of Portugal; and M. de Lla- 
nos, who is juft gone from me, has owned, in the 
fnoft polite terms, that I could not, by any me-, 
thod, fend any perfon whatever to any part of Spain, 
for I know I am furrounded with their- fpies: I 
would, if it were poflible for me, fet out imme- 
diately for the frontiers of Portugal, the neareft 
town of, which kingdom is 240 miles from hence; 
and fuch are the roads, that no carriage can go it 
tinder nine days ; * but I am at this moment and 
have been for fo long, fo excelfively out of order, ■ 
that,, were I to attempt going from hence even lb 
foon as I could get rnules, which all thofe \yho fur- 
nifh them feem to try to delay my doing, my deplo- 
rable fituation is fuch, that I fhould be forced to 
Hop atfome village near Madrid, without being able 
to get forward: however, I have tried at a method 
I do not mention, for fear of this letter being de- 
cyphered, to convey the whole intelligence to Ad- 
miral Saunders, General Parflow* and the Confuls-

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Mr* Potiefy feeing how ill I am, has promjfed id 
fct out forthwith for Lifbon * ahd by him I fhall be 
able'to have the letters forwafrded which 1 have now 
ready. I propofe difpatching a meffenger when 1 
do get into Portugal, with 4 great mitnber of let- 
ters fpr your Lordfhip. The meffenger. being tofet 
out fo fcon, I have not time to add more.

I have defired his Majefty's confqls would be veiy 
attentive to all that is going forward in the feveral 
places where they refide ; and that they would not 
fail fending me conftant accounts of what they ob* 
ferved, in order for my being more particular in 
jpy intelligence to your Lordfhip, 

I never fee General Wall, to talk upon bufmefs, 
but that he expatiates upon the haughtinefs, witk 
which Great Britain has long treated the crown of 
Spain ; as if we imagined, by that means to intimi- 
date this country from purfqing its claims; or that 
we fhould thereby avoid doing juftice to the Catho- 
lic King, concerning our ill grounded fettlemenu 
upon the logwood coafts, as well as with regard to 
our denying the Spanifh fubjefts the liberty of 6(h- 
jpg upon the Newfoundland coafts.

My Lord, 

The military preparations *in this kingdom, arc 
very far from flackening. Sixteen hundred men, 
draughts from different corps of infantry, with fe-. 
veral officers, entered the town of Ferrol the be- 
ginning of this month : they were e.xpefted to em- 
bark fhortly for the Weft Indies, and are to be 
efcorted by three Chips of the line. 

A regiment of foot is lately gone to Majorca, 
and another has orders to hold itfelf in readinefs to 
J)e fent to the fame ifland. 

The Spaniards have, at prefent, including all their 
naval* force in America, nineteen (hips of war in 
thofe^.feas ; I have heard various accounts of the 
number of frigates which attend that Weft India 
fleet, but I believe there are not fewer than Gxteen 
of different fizes, . 

What may be the ultimate refolution of this court, 
no one can, as yet, pretend entirely to determine; 
but it is certain, his Catholic Majefty is taking every 
meafure, which can put him in a condition to be 
prepared for all events. It is difficult to attain ^t the * 
real truth of any of th^Spanifh projefcb; for where 
, one man only is confulted, fecrefy and expedition 
muft naturally attend the execution of their defigns,

My Lord, 

I AM to acquaint your Excellency, that it is re^ 
ported in the city, that part of Admiral Holmes'* 
fquadrpn has lately feized fome Spanifh barks at 
Monte Chrifti, laden lyith fugar, <fcc; and has treated 
them as if they were legal prize. 

Thpugh this intelligence is hitherto unfupported 
\}y any information which our moft diligent enqui- 
ries can colled at the Admiralty, or eUewhere^ yet 
\ had the King's permiffion to fpeak of it to the 
Conde de Fuentes, and to exprefs his Majefty's con- 
pern upon hearing it ; to which I added his Ma- 
jefty's affurances, th^t this matter /hall be moft ftriQly 
enquired into; and, fliould the fa£ts allcdged prove 
true, not a moment fhail be loft in taking fuch fteps, 
as it is not doubted, will thoroughly fatisfy his Ca- 
jhplic Majefty with regard to the unjuftifiable and 
Unauthorifed cpndufi of any of his fervants upon 
this occafion : and that nothing might be omitted 
which could lead to a fpeedy and thorough know-: 
Jedge of this matter, the King has ordered a fhip of 
yarto be immediately difpatched to the Weft Indies, 
with 4ife£Uons, tp make the ftrifteft examination into 
the foundation for this report, that fuch further fteps 
may be taken as the cafe fhall appear to require. 
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It is in order to prevent the malicious ufe which 
might be made of this unlucky accident, and to 
ftew his Majefty's readtnefs to do the ftrifteft juftice 
to the Catholic King, that I am direfted to trans- 
mit to your Excellency, without lofs of time, the 
real ftate of this affair ; not doubting but your Ex- 
cellency, without any particular directions on this 
head, will,' at this critical conjuncture, let M. Wall

declare, at the fame time, he fliould take a refufal 
to bis demand for an aggreffion and declaration of 
war; and that he . fhould, in confequeftce, be 
obliged to, retire from the court of Spain. The 
above minifter of ftate anfwered him, That fuch 4 
fiep could only be fuggefted by the fpirit of haughti- 
nefs and of difcord, which, for the misfortune of 
mankind! (till reigns but too much in the Britiih 
Government : That it was in that very moment that 
the war was declared, and the King's dignity vio- 
lently attacked; That he might retire how and when 
he fliould think proper. 

. The Count de Fuentes is, in confequencej or- 
dered to leave the court and the dominions of 
England; and to declare to the Britifh King, to the 
Englilh nation! and to the whole univerfe^ That 
the horrors into which the Spanifh and Englifh na- 
tions f are going to plunge ,themfelves, muft be aU 
tributed only to the pride qnd to the unmeafurable am-* 
bition, qf hjm [this is another compliment paid to 
Mr, Pitt, by another Spanifh minifter] who has held 
the reins of government, and who appears Jlill to hold 
them t although by another hand : That if his Catholic 
Majeftyexcufed himfelf fronf anfwering on the treaty 
in queftion, between his Catholic Majefty, and his 
inoft Chriftian Majefty, which is believed to have 
been figned the 15th of Auguft, and wherein it is 
pretended there are conditions relative to England, • 
he had very good reafons ; Firft, The King's dig-

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nity required him to manifeft bis juft refentmenf of 
tne little ' management, of to fpeak more properly', 
of the infttlting manner, with which all the affairs of 
Spain have been treated during Mr. Pill's admini- 
ftration ; who, finding himfelf convinced of the 
juttice vhich iupported the King in his pretenfionsy 
his ordinary and tall anfwer was, That he would not 
relax in any thing, till the Tower of London wa* 
taken fword hi hand. • 

Befides, his Majefly was ranch fhocked to heatf 
the haughty and imperious tone, with which the con- 
tents of the treaty were demanded of him. If the 
refpea doe to his royal Majefly, had been regarded, 
explanations might have beerr had without any diffi- 
culty ; the rmnillers of Spain might have fatd frankly 
to tbofe of EngTand, what the Count de Fuentes, 
bv the King's exprefs orders, declares publicly, vtz. 
That' the faid treaty is only a convention between 
the family of Boarbon, wherein there is nothing, 
which has the leaft relation fo the prefer* war : That 
there is in it an article fot the mutual guaranty of 
the dominions of the two Sovereigns; bat it is fpe- 
cified therein, that that guaranty is not to be utr- 
derffood but of the dominions which fhati remain to 
France, after the prefent war (hall be ended: That 
although his Catholic Majefly might have had reafoi* 
to think hhnfelf offended, by the irregular manner 
in which the memorial was returned to M. de Buffy, 
mimfteT of France,, which he had preferred, for ter- 
minating 
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fhlhsttiiig the difFerenfces bf France and England; aft 
the fahie time with the war between this la ft and 
France, he has hbwfever diffembled ; and ffbm an / 
feffeft of his love of peace, caufed a memorial to 
be delivered to my Lord Briftol, wherein it evidently 
demonflrated* .that the ftep of France; which put 
the minifter Pitt into fo bad humour*, did not at all 
offend either the laws of neutrality^ or the fihcerity 
of the two Sovereigns : That further, from a frefh 
proof of his pacifit fpirit, the King of Spain wrote 
to the King of Fiance,* his coufin,* That if the 
union of in tc re ft, in any manner retarded the peace 
with England^ he ebnfented to feparate himfelf from 
it, not to put an obftacle to fo great an happinefs. , 
But it was foon feen that this was only a pretence, 
on the part of the Englifli minifter: For, that of 
Ffrince, continuing his negotiation, without making 
any mention of Spain, and prbpbfing conditions 
very advantageous and honourable for England^ thfc 
minifter Pitt,, to the great aftonifhment of the uni- r 
verfe^ reje&ed them with difdain; and (hewed, at 
the fame time, his ill-will againft Spain, to thefcarr- 
dal of the fame Britifli council ; and unfortunately 
he has fuccceded but too far in bis pernicious defign. 
This declaration made; the Count de Fuentes de* 
fires his Excellency ^ my Lord Egremont* taprefent 
his mod humble refpefls to his Britannic Majefty* 
and to obtain for him patflports, and all other facilU 
ties, for him, his family, and all his retinue,* to go

Translation or the Answer to the Count 
de Fuentes, by the Earl or EoaEMONT, 
Dec. 31,. 1761. 

THE Earl of Egremont, his Britannic Majefty's 
.fecretary of ftate, having received from his Excel- 
lency the Count de Fuemes, ambaflador of the C&- 
tholic King at the court of London, a paper, in 
which, befides the notification of his recall, and 
the demand of the neqeflary pafTports to go out of 
the King's dominions, he has thought proper to en- 
ter into what has juft paffed between the two courts, 
with a view to make that of London appear as the 
fourceof all the misfortunes which may epfue from 
* the rupture which has happened. In order that no 
body may be mifled, by the declaration which his 
Excellency has been pleafed to make to the King, 
to the Englifh nation, and to the whole univerfe; 
-notwithstanding the infinuation, as void of founda- 
tion as of decency, of the fpirit of haughiinefs and 
pf difcord, whi<*h his Excellency pretends reigns in 
the Britifh government, to the misfortune of man-* 
kind; and, notwithstanding the ir regularity and in- 
decency of appealing to the Englifh nation, as if it 
could be feparated from its King, for whom/ the 
010ft determined fentiments of love, of duty, and 

of 
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4/f' confidence, are engraved in the hearts of all his 
fubjefts; the faid Earl pf Egremont, by his. Ma- 
jefty's order, laying afide, in this anfwer, all lpint 
of declaration, and of harfhnefs, avoiding evccy 
offenfive word, which might hurt the dignity of So- 
vereigns, without ftoopiug to invefclives againli pri- 
vate perfons, wilt confine himfelf to fads with the 
moft fcru\)ulous exaSnefs : and it is from this re- 
presentation of fafts, that he appeals to all Europe, 
afcd to the whole universe, for the purity of the 
King's intentions, and for the firrcerity of the wifhes 
his Majefiy has not leafed to make, as. well as for 
the moderation he has always fhewed, though ki 
vain, for the maintenance of friendlhip and good' 
underftanding between the Britifb and Spaniih na- . 
tions. • ' 

The 'King having receiyed undoubted infonna- 
iiohs, That the court of Madrid had fecretly eon- 
traded engagements with that of Verfailles, which 
the roiftifters of France laboured to reprefent, in alt 
the courte of Europe, as offenfive to Great Britain ; 
and combining thefe appearances with the ftep which 
the court of Spain had, a little time before, taken 
towards his Majefiy, in avowing its $onfent, (though 
that avowal had been followed by' apologies) to the 
memorial prefented the 23d of July, by theSieurde 
Bufly, minifter plenipotentiary of the moft Chriftian 
King, to the King's fecretary of ftate ; and his M*- 
jefty having afterwards received intelligence, fcarce 

O 3 admitting 
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admitting a doubt, of trpops marching, and of mU 
litary preparations making in all the ports of Spain, 
judged that his dignity, as well as his prudence, re- 
quired him to order his ambaffador at the court of 
Madrid, by a difpatcfy dated the 28th of O&ober, 
fo demand, in terms, the pioji mcafured, however, the 
' fnojl amicable, a communication of the treaty recently 
concluded between the courts joJ Madrid and Vcrfail\c$ % 
or, atkajl) of the articles which might relate to the in- 
terefb of Great Britain; And, in order to ayoid 
every thing which could be thopght to imply the lead 
flight of the dignity, or eyen the dtelicacy, of his 
; Catholic Majefty, the Earl of Briftol was autha- 
rifed to content, himfelf with ajfuraiiccs> in cafe the 
Catholic King offered to give any* that the faid en- 
gagements did not CQntain any thing that wa? con- 
trary to the friendflnp which fubfifted between the 
two crowns, or that was prejudicial to the interefts 
of Great Britain, fuppofing that any difficulty was 
made, of Jliewing the treaty. The King could not 
; give a lefs equiyocal proof of- his dependance on the 
good faith pf the Catholic King, than in (hewing 
him an, unbounded confidence in fp important an 
affair, and which fo ejfenjially interefted his own 
dignity, the good of his kingdoms, «*nd fhe happi- 
-nefs of his people. 

How great then was the King's furprife, when in- 
ftead of receiving the juft fatisfaQion which he had 
a rigfct to exped, he learnt from his ambaflador, that,

ail the efforts poi&ble, io avoid .the misfbrtitfies infe- 
parable if om^a rupture* pould deter mi tie him to make 
a laft trial, by giving orders to his amballador, to 
addrefs hijrnfelf to the minifter of Spain, to deiire 
him to inform him of the intentions of the ,cotirt of 
Madrid, towards that of Great Britain,, in ihi^ con* 
juu&ure, if they had taken engagements, or formed 
the defign to join the King^s enemies in tine prefent 
war, or ,tp./dpp.arj iji any manner from the neutrality 
jthey had hitherto obferyed; and to make that mini* 
Jier feijfible, that, if they perfiited in refilling all fa* 
*i$fa£ion, jpn, depiandslo juft, fo necellary, and fo 
interesting, th^ King could not but coniider fu'oh a 
refufal as the moft authei)iic avowal, that Spain had 
taken hqr part, and that there only remained for his 
,M^jefty, tq f^ke the mealures, y/hich his royal pru^ 
dence fhoijld di&a^e, fot the honour and dignity of 
Jiis crown, and for the profperity and protection of 
iiijs people: and to jrecal his ambaflador.

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Unhappily for the public tranquillity, for the in* 
tereft of the two nations, and for the good of jnasn- 
kind, this laft ftep was as fruitlefs as the preceding 
ones: the Spanifh nlinifter, keeping no further mea- 
fures, anfwered drily, "That it was in. that very 
moment, that the war was declared, and the Kipg's 
dignity attacked, and that the Earl of Briftol might 
retire, how, and when, he fhould think proper."

V It is de- 
clared, jthat very far from chinking of being wanting 
to the refpeft acknowledged to be due to crowned 
heads, the inliru&ions given to the Kart of Briftol

August, 1760. 

THE different opinions of the people concern- 
ing the value of Canada, and the value of Guada- 
loupe to Great Britain, have occafioned many dis- 
putes in private and public, in which private views 
have too often influenced the debate. 

Thofe who are for acquiring all Canada, and giv- 
ing up Guadaloupe, and every thing elfe, argue irt 
this manner : That no terms with the French can be 
fecure or lafting ; at the very time they are making 
a peace, they are contriving how to break it, and 
will do fo as foon as any opportunity occurs to do- 
it to advantage : That we entered into the war only 
upon account of America : That the French invaded 
our properties there, and were long contriving to 
do it 5 now that we have beaten them out of all that 
country, what we did never claim, as well as what 
we did claim, therefore we ought to^keep all Ame- 
rica, as the greateft acquifition we can make, or ever 
was made ; for if we allow them the fmalleft footing 
even in Canada itfelf, we can never be fecure they 
will not drive us out of that country : , That the 
trade of North America is the great fountain of all 
the Britifh wealth and power ; that of late years it 
furniihes and employs fo many (hips and fo many 

P 2 - failors f 
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failors, jnakes fo great a confumption of the pro-, 
duce of Great Britain, fends fo much of its pro- 
duce to the fugar iilands, and pours in fuch a tide of 
wealth from the Weft Indies upon Britain, as ena- 
bles her to mak$ the figure (he now does to the reft 
of the world : That if all North America were her 
own, (he could be drawn intonomdre wars onthatac- 
count ; our trade there would rife to the higheft pitch ; 
, and that country fo extenfive, fo rich, and full of fo 
many lakes and rivers fit for navigation, would foon 
raife the power and naval ftrength of Great Britain 
to a degree beyond any power on earth. That the 
fur trade might be entirely our own ; that one fliip 
of the Hudfon Bay Company is often fo rich as to 
bring home, more value than ten fugar fhips: That 
we have fufficiency of*the fugar iflands already: 
That Jamaica alone, if it were properly cultivated, 
can afford more fugar than England wants; it fend* 
home near 40,000 hogfheads every year, when the 
third part is not cultivated; That Guadaloupe is a 
place of no Ggnificancy compared "with Jamaica, 
and o>uld add very little ftrength or wealth to Great 
Britain : That the French have long outdone us in 
the hats • a trade that we may have entirely to our- 
felves by acquiring Canada; and that if wc leave 
the French the fmalleft footing or poffeffion there, 
we never can be fecure or fafe in the reft, we have 
done nothing, but mult be always liable to repeat the 
fame expence. 

Thofe 
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Thofe who wiftl the keeping of Guadeloupe an- 
fwer as follows : That Guadaloupe we certainly have, 
and that Canada we have not ; the fate of it is dill 
dubious: That all thereafoning before mentioned is x 
iophiftical and unfolid : That the advantages of 
North America to Britain, exclufive of Cahada, are 
very great ; why join them all to Canada, of itfelf 
worth little or nothing, but to give it weight, which 
it has not of itfelf? If our barrier in America fhall 
be fixed by treaty to the certain limits we infift upon, 
and Cape Breton retained or demolifhed, we are in 
a much better fituation there than ever ; which would 
render America of much more advantage to us than 
it was in former times, and more fecure ; nay, as 
fecure as the inftability of human affairs can admit : 
the benefit of North America to Britain does not 
depend upon Canada .at all; it is a frothy and falfe 
argument, Canada can add nothing : but fir ft, a lit- 
tle improvement of the fur trade, which might be in 
very great perfeftion without it. Secondly, pre- 
venting, the French from difturbing us in that quar- 
ter of che world for fome time ; and even that argu- 
ment is equally ftrong for taking the MiffiflSppi, 
otherwife it is not conqlufive. 

But as it is argued, that the French will never be 
at peace with us, it muft follow, that when they, 
cannot make war in America they muft difturb us in 
Europe; now let thofe gentlemen anfwer, Whe- 
ther we have more advantage over the French by a 

P 3 war 
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war in America, or a war in Flanders, when thejr 
have Oftend, &c. in their hands. Theprefent war 
compared with thofeof King William, Queen Anne* 
and the waf- in 1744, foon folves that queftion* 
The fugar trade is far preferable to the fur trade. 
What does a few hats fignify, compared with that ar- 
ticle of luxury, fugar; the confumption of fugar is 
daily increaling both in America and Europe, and 
become one of the neceffaries of life. Jamaica has 
not encreafed in fugars thefe thirty years paft, and 
never can encreafe much, as the greateft part of it 
is fo mountainous that it is not capable of culture, 
and cannot anfwer the expence in many places of 
carrying the fugars over the mountains to be fhipt; 
though they have made a monopoly for themfeWes 
of that commodity of a long time paft, they mult 
now be the more relu&ant to part wijh it. • 

It is our fugar iflands that raife the value of North 
America, and pours in fuch weakh upon the mo- 
ther country,. The mo^e wp have of thofe iflands, 
America becomes from that caufe the more import- 
ant and valuable, and England the richer. In Ame- 
rica we have more than enough ; in the fugar iflands 
a great deal too little : the nearer they can be pro- 
portioned to one another the better for both, and 
the more trade and wealth for England. The fur 
trade does not employ the hundredth part of the 
(hipping and feamen, >hat the fugar trade does. 

The 
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. The having all North America to ourfelves by ac- 
quiring Canada dazzles the eyes, and blinds the 
underftandings of the giddy and unthinking people, 
as it is r\gtural for the humdn mind to grafp at every 
appearance of wealth and grandeur: yet it is eafy to 
difcover that fuch a peace might foon ruin Britain. 
The acquifition of Canada will in the end be deftruc> 
tive to us ; becaufe fuch a country as North America, 
ten times larger in extent than Britain, richer foil 
in moft places, all the different climates you can 
fancy, all the lakes and rivers for navigation one 
could wifh, plenty of wood for (hipping, and as 
much iron, hemp, aud naval {tores as /any part of 
the world, fuch a country, at fuch a diftance, coul4 
never remain long fubjcft to Britain : you have 
taught them the art of war, and put arms in their 
hands, and they can % furnifh themfelves with every 
thing in a few years without the afliftance of Britain.' 
They are always grumbling and complaining againft 
Britain, even whHe they have the French to dread ; 
what may they not be fuppofed to do, if the French 
are no longer a check upon them ? You muft keeg 
a moft numerous ftanding army to overawe them ; 
ihefe troops will foon get wives and poffeffions, 
and become Americans. 'Thus, from thefe mea- 
fures, you lay the fureft foundations of unpeopling 
Britain, and ftrengthening America to revolt: 
a people who muft become more licentious from 
their liberty, and more faQious and turbulent

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,from the diftance of the power that rules them : One 
xnuft be very little converfant in hiftory, and totally 
unacquainted with the paflions and the operations of 
the human mind, who cannot forefee thefe events as 
clearly as any thing can be difcovered that lies con- 
cealed in the womb of time. It is no gift of pro- 
phecy: it is only the natural and unavoidable con- 
fequences of fuch and fufch meafures : and muft ap- 
pear fo to every man whofe head is not too much 
affefted with popular madnefs, or political enthufiafm. 
But without dipping too deep in futurity, pray 
what can Canada yield to Britain, in this or any* 
fubfequent age, but a little extenfion of the fur 
trade ? Whereas Guadaloupe can furnifh as muc!% 

* fugar, cotton, rum, and coffee, as all the iflands 
we have put together, and confume a vaft quantity 
of the Britifh and American produce, from which 
trade the [hipping and naval ftrength of Britain muft 
greatly increafe.: without any allowance for the cin- 
namon trade, which of itfelf may bring a good deal 
of wealth to the mother-country, as we have the. 
wild cinnamon in common with the other iflands ; fo 
we have alfo the true genuine cinnamon tree, and 
have fent home to England famples of it, as good 
as any the Dutch have. 

The confumption of fugar is daily increafing both 
in Europe and America, and we cannot at this day 
ferve ourfelves with jhat article; but are we not to 
endeavour to ferve foreign markets if we pan ? Did 

ever 
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ever the French bring half fo much wealth to their 
Country from hats, as from their fugar iflands? To 
fay we have fugar enough, is to fa^ we have trade 
enough, a new doQrine'truly ; and if fo, what ufc 
have we for Canada? In a word, it is mod obvious 
to every impartial eye, that the increafe of the fu* 
gar iflands is particularly the intereft of Britain : fheis 
there too weak, and as thofe iflands bring moft wealth 
both to Britain and America, fo from their weak* 
nefs they can never be in any danger x>f revolting* 
and that every perfon, as foon as he can make a for* 
tune there, comes home to the mother country and 
enjoys it; witnefs the number of lh£ proprietor* of 
the fugar iflands, that re fide at London, and many 
of them fit in Parliament. If they dread Guada- 
loupe as a rival to their private intereft, they muft at 
the fame time own, it is a great acquifition to the pub- 
lic wealth and ftrength. Thus Guadaloupe, one of 
the greateft acquifitions ever Britain made, acquires 
many powerful enemies from private views, and has 
nothing to plead but her public utility and advan- 
tage, often found too feeble an opponent to the pri- 
vate intereft of a few. 

But to conclude, nothing can fecure Britain fo 
much again ft the revolting of Nfor-th America, as 
the French -keeping Come footing there to be a check 
upon them. If the peace be made with any tolerable 
attention to our barrier in America, as we' may be 
jnoft eertain it will, France muft ever after be an 

enemy 
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enemy too feeble to be dreaded in that corner of 
the world. But if we were to acquire all Canada, 
we fhould foon find North America itfelf too power- 
ful and too populous* to be- long governed by us at 
this diftance. We have often; too often, waited our 
blood and treafure to raife up other powers to wealth 
and ftrength; who have too often become our ene- 
mies ; and therefore it were much to be wiflied that 
we could take warning, and do fo no more.

Dear Sir, Hayes, Junt 2, 1763. 

HAVING declined accompanying Sir John Sea- 
bright in prefcntirg the addrefs from Bath, trans- 
mitted to us jointly by the Town Clerk, I think it on 
all accounts, ^indifpenfably neceffary that I (hould 
inform you of the reafon of my conduft. The Epi- 
thet of adequate given to the peace contains a def- 
cription of the conditions of it, fo repugnant to my 
unalterable opinion concerning ;manv of them, and 
fully declared "by *me in parliament, that it was as im- 
. poffible for me to obey the corporation's commands 
in prefentiag their addrefs, as it vas unexpected to 

receive 
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receive fuch a commiffion. As to my opinion of the 
peace, I will only fay that I formed it with fincerity 
according to fucfh lights as my little experience, and 
firiall portion of underftanding, could afford me. 
This convi&ion muft remain to myfelf tbeconftant 
rule of my conduft; and I leave to others, with 
much deference to their better information, to fol- 
low their own judgment. Give -me leave, my dear 
good Sir, to defire to convey, through you, to Mr. 
Mayor, and to the Gentlemen of the corporation, 
thefe my free fentiments ; and with the jufteit fenfe 
of their paft goodnefs towards me, plainly to confefs 
that I perceive I am but ill-qualified to form pretenfi- 
ons to the future favour of gentlemen, who are come 
to think fo differently from me, on matters of the 
higheft importance to the national welfare.

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ANECDOTE of LORD BUTE. 

" A CERTAIN noble Lord (iord Bute), who 
has uttered many extraordinary things, upon obferv-* 
ing the warm profeffions of duty and affe&ion to our 
Sovereign, in which every part of the kingdom ri- 
valled another at his acceffion, faid, in the Houfe of 
Lords in i;6i, that it would be the duty of the pe- 
culiar fituation in which he found himfelf, to pre- 
vent the Nation's complimenting away its liberties 
to a King who was fo much beloved. It is to be 
hoped, the noble Lord was miftaken, 4f he thought 
the people of England would ever put his good of- 
fices to the trial ; but his adminiftration, either pro- 
per or delegated^ has not given a proof that they 
might have been relied upon. 

c< Ever fince this Favourite, whofe influence did 
not begin, and has not ended with the high office he 
refigned in 1763, took the afcendarit at court, prei. 
rogative and the power of the Crown, have been 
founded in a manner of which there is no iexample, 
fince the Houfe of Hanover came to the throne^ 
their pofleffion of which is a perpetual tribute to 
the paramount rights of the people, by whofe free 
choice it was conferred. Writers have been hired, 
not to ^defend the prerogative, for it was riot in- 
vaded; not to maintain it, for it was' not difputedj 
but to fcrew it up beyond the limits within which 
the conftitution has circumfcribed it ; and an inclfc -

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nation has been vifibly manifefted to extend the 
royal influence and authority in a manner as dan- 
gerous as furpriGng. It has become fafliiona^ble to 
regret that the prerogative was in too low a ftate; 
and the imprudence of juvenile politicians, intoxi- 
cated with premature preferment, has not fcrupled 
to avow a delign formed td raife the power of the 
Crown, When there are fuch alarming appear- 
ances, the guards of the conftitutioh ftioukj reft 
upon their arms, and the friends of liberty have 
their eyes about them/*

MILITARY ANECDOTES. 

Feb. 6, 1771. 
Thefe military anecdotes are not indeed Jlr icily con* 
netted with the memoirs of the Earl of Chatham ; yet 
as they relate to the operations of the war during his 
adminiftration, they may not be thought undeferving of 
a place. They are taken from the Public Advertfer t 
Fcb.6 t 1771.' 

I AGREE with my friend Lord Barrington in 
thinking, that Britain did not fhine in the production 
of Generals la ft war : and I muft add that my friend, 
General Howard, was among the number of thofe 
jvho might as well have been filent on that fubjeft. 
I fuppofe the fting of reflection went the deeper, 

from 
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from the confciioufnefs of the juftice of thq aflertion. 
If the qualifications requifite for a foldier confided 
in inventing numberlefs returns — wafting paper and 
ink, buckling a fhoe, cocking an hat, cutting the 
belts and pouches, adjufting their exad fymmetry 
and colour; and retting a firelock, with the toe two 
inches one way or another, then I believe General 
Howard, and the other Generals, who ferved in 
Germany, would be among the firft-rate in the pro- 
feffion. 

The attention paid in England to the above mi- 
nutiae, is infinitely too minute ! — In confequence of 
which, young Gentlemen, on entering the fervice, 
think, that the whole profeifion they are to learn, 
confifts in dreffing en militaire, being pundual at 
parades, understanding the manual exercife, and 
learning to be a martinett. — They fee nothing elfe 
attended to by their fuperior officers, and, of courfe, 
conclude it is the fum total of military knowledge /— . 
Their fuperior officers never dream of inculcating 
the neceffity of learning how to take advantage of 
ground* in forming encampments, attacks, porting v 
troops, ere&ing batteries, in forming magazines,, and 
bakeries, in fuch convenient places, and with fo 
much prudence, as to be at hand to furnifti troops 
.with forage, and with bread, at the fame time that 
they may not ferve to betray the intended move- 
ments. of an army to an enemy, or be in danger of 
being taken or deftroyed. Likewife in ftudying how 

R 3 to 
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to take advantage of the ovcrfight of an enemy, 
leading their troops into ambiifcades, while endea- 
vouring to avoid falling into any laid by them, G?c. 
(3c* For which purpofe, the being m after of the 
Grecian and Roman hiftories — of the great Duke' 
of Marlborough's and glorious Prince Ferdinand's 
campaigns, is the only education capable of teach- 
ing an officer how to command an army, and lead 
it to repeated vi&ories. 

I would not be underftood to mean, that the ma- 
nual exercife, and the drefling of foldiers to appear 
military 5 is not to be attended to— far from it — no 
troops are fit to take the field, unlefs they have been 
well drilled*— it is the bufinefs of commanding offi- 
cers of regiments to fee that properly performed. ' 
What I complain of is, that this, is the only bufinefs 
which is attended to. After a young man has proved 
him felf to be a good adjutant, he finds his charafter 
Efficiently eftabliflved to obtain preferment; and he 
need give himfelf no trouble to (hew he has likewife 
been learning the way to command, and conduft a 
corps in 'the face of an enemy, with honour and 

glory, 

I revere the memory of the late Duke of Cum- 
berland! The army had not the appearance of fol- 
diers, till he drefftd it, and ipade good regulations. 
I revere his memory, for his fte4dy revolution prin- 
ciples! for his bravery! for his having, under God, 

quafhed rebellion, and thereby refcued us from all 

the 
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the horrors of 'Popery ! pnd for his unalterable re- 
gard for our happy conftitution! — yet as his military 
knowledge never wjent beyond that of an adjutant, 
he was unable to conduft a great army — he. could 
lead troops gallantly into a&ion, but then he was 
ignorant how to difpofe their different attacks, fo as 
to perplex his enemy, and penetrate their line with 
advantage — how to fuftain his attacks, if repulfed, 
or cover their retreat if defeated ! witnefs Fonte- 
noy, where, if it had not been for Lord Crawford, 
no retreat would have been effe&ed ! witnefs Haft* 
enbeck, where he gained a victory, and the enemy 
were on -the route ! flying in confufion ! but, by his 
not advancing his cavalry in time, they rallied, and 
he had that victory turned into a total defeat ! I 
would not have mentioned the Duke of Cumber- 
land* if I had not been under a neceffity* by way of 
accounting for the too minute attention to the minu- 
tiae, (hewn (fince his time) by officers of the fir ft 
rank. The Duke began it, by taking more trouble 
when in the field, about haw the officers were to be 
potted when the line was to be turned out of complin 
merit — how they were to be dreffed — the men ac- 
coutred, &c. (3c. than in learning how to diftrefs the 
enemy, or conduct the campaign ; let any one read 
his orderly books — compare them with Prince Fer- 
dinand's! and then judge how very differently they 
employ their thoughts ! this has led all our Generals 
to follow his example ! his Majefty is now confirm. 

* B. 4 ♦ ing 
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ing it ! whiiefe the parade about nothing ! attending 
to trifles ! altering the way of wearing faflies, as if 
that was of confequence fufficient to excite the atten- 
tion of a great King ! his officers of rank take no 
notice of the regimental officers fhamefully neglect- 
ing to pay attention to their men in their firings — - 
how do. they level their pieces? Into the air! if 
they make a noife, 'tis enough, though they aim at 
the clouds ; I ftood on the flanks at, mod of the re- 
views, and I can fwear that three-fourths prefented 
fo as to have gone over houfes, not in their platoon, 
or grand divifion firings, but in running fires, which 
reprelent real aBion, and therefore ought to be mojl 
attended to — for if men get a pra&ice of doing fo 
at exercife, they will hardly aim better when bullets 
whittle about their ears. Now, to bring all I have 
faid, home to the general ojicers, and by way of prov- 
ing their military education to have been fadly neg- 
Jetted, let us take a view of the appearance thofe 
made who were !aft war in Germany, and by the 
few following Specimens, judge of their warlike abi- 
lities And, firjt, I muft except dead LordGranhy 
from the cenfure X am about to pais on the other 
Generals — - 

" Let others' hail the rifing fun— - 

" I bow to that whofe courfe is run/ Garrick* 

To do him juftice, he took pains in Germany to learn 
his profeffion ; and the difpofition he made of his 
battalions the evening of the day preceding Filling* 

hauler* 
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houfen (campaign 1761) will ever prove his having 
been a foldier : The, great Prince Ferdinand com-* 
mended it in the m6ft flattering maimer, namely, by 
not altering it. 

If G — 1 H— d had confined himfelf to his co- 
mifariat bufinefs laft campaign, he would have been 
Vtore in hisfphcre : He would not have peftered the 
troops under his command, by requiring numberlefs 
trifling returns, nor have created fuch conffifion 
among the cavalry at the battle of Wilhelihfdall. 
Let me. remind him of the manner he made the ca- 
valry gallop in column through the thick wood, and 
afterwards through the intervals of the battalions, 
and likewife that. by his method of forming the line to 
the front, while the whole column (of twenty-three 
fquadrons) was on a gallop, if the enemy' sfour-fcore 
fquadrons had immediately attacked us, no one can 
anfwer what confequerice his unmeaning hurry and 
ignorance might have produced ! There is no ne- 
ceffity for my readers being military men to under- 
fiand the blunders I am going to dete£L The ex- 
perienced General was at the head of twenty-three 
fquadrons, in column, (that is, fquadron following 
fquadron) on a full gallop. He was arrived on the 
plain— was to form the line to the front. Inftead of 
ordering the leading fquadron to advance very flow, 
and keep inclining much to the right, in order for 
the rear fquadrons to overtake, the front ones, and 
to have fufficient ground to form on, allowing an 

interval 
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interval of the fpace of a fquadron between each 
fquadron ; and, in order that when the line was 
formed, the fquadrons might be frefh to charge with 
vigour; I fay, inftead of the above condu£t, the 
great", -felf-important General, to fhew his courage, 
Hotwithftanding the line was forming to the front, 
kept advancing at a trot* with hardly any inclination 
to the right, by which means, as the fquadrons came 
at full fpeed tip todrefs with the right, they had not 
ground enough on the left, and found themfelves 
without proper, indeed without any, intervals ! All 
the horfes quite blown ! panting! and the fquadrons 
all in a con fu led heap I He, feeing the confufion, 
and not knowing haw to re&ify it, kept. roaring; 
bis aid-du-camps galloping from one fquadron to 
another. I could not avoid fouling to fee him 
bawling till he fq caked ! Fortunately iftdeed he foon 
became unintelligible; and 'the fquadrons (by the 
right ones taking ground) regained. their proper in- 
ter-vataj-whenr he no longer ptrplexed them ! I wilh 
Lord George Germaine had feen the wood the ca- 
valry galloped through that day ! crouded with great 
trees and thick brambles! no trace of path ! as t^e 
infantry marched in the roads when the cavalry 
pafled them — very different from the open fir wood 
of Minden ! that infurmountable obftacle to Lord 
George ! For my own part, I think his Lordfhip 
fiiewed bad policy when he lately fought the duel 
with Governor Johnftone. If his retraining the 

cavalry 
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cavalry at Mindefi had proceeded from perfonal 
- cowardice, the world would have attowedfome pity to 
have remained mixed with their contempt ; but fince 
it 'proceeded from a perfonal envious pique to the 
greateji general in the world ; and by that infernal 
pique twenty French battalions (at lead) made their 
efcape ; the greateft infamy is too flight a puriifh- 
ment ! Yet, conformable to the praftice of the times, 
I expeft to hear of that man being foon taken into 
royal favour ; fince, like Lord Sandwich, he has the 
ftrongeft recommendation to introduce him to the 
confidence of a pious prince — that of not deserv- 
ing it ! 

I fhall.pafs over G 1 M—ft--n,.whh only fay* 

ing, he had fome merit by not pretending to be a fofc 
dier ! But though his falling afleep on hprfeback (at 
the. head of twelve Britifh battalions), twelve British 
fquadrons, on the return from Welda, two days after 
the battle of Warburg, campaign 1760, .had very 
nearly expofed thofe troops -to have been demo* 
lifted* or taken prifoners by flopping the march a 
t full hour, and as the whole army of France were on 
the banks of the Dymel/ an hour after the corps 
pafied.it. I (hall make no other comment on his 
conduft than that, if drinking and talking bawdy 
could have qualified him, none could, have excelled 
him! 

As to Lords P— -m — ke, T — nfli— d, Generals 
Sa— f— d,.Dou-~ 1— s, &c. &c. they really werefo 

infigni* 
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infignificant in the military way, that they did no* 
thing worthy of notice ; yet I give them 'in prefe- 
rence to the other generals, iince they were fo mo- 
deftly confcious of their ignorance, that they under- 
took no command in which they could poffibly ex- 
jpofe themfelves. They pretended to no knowledge 
t)r folicitude about the matter ! 

I muft next remind General W-1-gr-ve (now a 
noble E.) of his manoeuvres the forenoon of the bat- 
tie of Warburg. The cavalry paffed by his in- 
fantry at the village of Coibecke, at eigh't in the 
robrning of that day (that village is about five or fix 
meafured miles from Warburg), and though the 
enemy were not all quite paffed over the river Dy- 
mel at three in the afternoon (31ft July, 1760), it 
va& rather paft that hour before General W-l-g. ve's 
regiments of infantry came up : Whereas, if they 
bad been' up in time to have followed Prince Ferdi- 
nand's plan, thofe regitnents would have taken Che- 
valier de Muy's flying troops in the flank of their 
defeated col urns, by croffing the Dymel below the 
hill of Difemberg, and they would have done great 
fervice; but by General W-1-g-ve's having marched 
in line through high ftanding corn (feven or eight 
feet high!) his men were harraffed, fatigued, .de- 
layed : Whereas, if he had marched in a column, 
the field-pieces of the firft battalion would have trod 
qown a path for the remainder of his battalions, and 
would have laved three hours ipent in ridiculous 

manoeu^ 
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manoeuvres. I acquit the noble General as to his 
bravery; his military ideas never went beyond the 
wheelings on the parade at Whitehall and Hyde- 
park ; fo he thought his forming the line miles from 
an enemy* &c. fhewed his warlike abilities I cannot 
take my leave of General W-l-g-ve without remind- 
ing his Lordfhip of his manner of harrafring the re- 
giments that formed' his corps needlefsly. He ufed 
to poft an officer and twenty men on almoft every 
mole-hill in the .country, and that too without the 
fmalleft neceffity of prudence. A General" ought 
always to take care not to fix a poft where it either 
could not be fupported in time, if attacked, or could 
not retire with fafety to the main body ; yet when 
he was commanding a corps of four battalions and 
feven fquadrons, fomehuflars, and light artillery, on 
the Wefer, the end of the campaign 1761,, he de- 
tached a poft, confiding of two fubakerns and thirty 
infantry, and ditto of cavalry, commanded by a cap- 
tain of the latter, at a village four miles from camp, 
where they could not poffibly be fupported. in time, 
and where they might hav« been attacked before 
they could have known that an enemy was within 
twelve miles of them, fince the poft was in a vaU 
ley, by the fide of a rivulet* a thick wood came 
down clofe to the oppofite banks of the little ftream, 
and the wood extended back for twentv miles • fa 
that during the night, thoufands of the enemy might 
Jiave advanced under cover of it, clofe to the centi~ 
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nels, without a poffibility of being difcovered by the 
detachment till they were among them, and round 
them. Fortunately the enemy's negleft faved that 
poll. No thanks to the GeneraJ's prudence. A 
Serjeant and twelve of his own regiment had been 
carried off from, that village a day or two before he 
fent the detachment, 

-I (hall conclude with General C-nw-y, and only 
remind him of the night before Prince Ferdinand 
came up with the army when the General com- 
manded at Zoeft, * the opening of the campaign 
1761. The General that evening ordered the troops 
to ftrike tents and form the line ; and, by way of 
great alertnefs, would .not allow his infantry to lie 
down, or his cavalry to difmount, though at that 
moment no enemy were nearer him than Unna, two 
days march diftant : However, the morning brought 
up Prince Ferdinand to relieve the troops from 
needlefs hardfhips !--- -I had almoft forgot another 
anecdote, relative to that General's command at 
Zoeft : after having, like General W-l-g-ve, pofted 
numberlefs detachments, he gave out in orders that 
** the commanding officers of regiments fhould catch 
the prefent favourable opportunity of exercifing their 
men;" but on their remonft racing, that * if all their 
pofts were relieved at once, then while the relief was

1 will; however, do general C nw-y the juftice to 
fay, that I believe. he would have made a very good 
General if he had not been fpoilt by his education 
under the Duke of Cumberland*-- he there learnt 
fiddle-faddle, and a minute attendance to the mitm- 
tier, infinitely below the notice of any man above 
the rank of a* colonel — yet it is the only knowledge 
of our Generals, or of the rifing Duke of Gloucef- 
ter, or of his Majefty ! Evdry officer who ferved 
in Germany, knows that the term of Britifti, Gene- 
rals was a term of reproach and of univerfal ridi- 
cule ! If the King goes on, attending only to trifles, 
he will ruin the Englifh Generals paft redemption! 
The moment a man becomes a General he ought 
that inftant to forget the minutice, and think only of 
the proper qualities requifite to form the commander 
of an army, 

I would not have Lord Barrington plume himfelf 
with the idea that he has got me on his fide. - 1 be- 
lieve he made his remark not through any defire to 
reform our Generals, but merely to excufe the King 
for having no commander in chief, by alledging, 
that none of them were fit for that high office; — * 
now I think any of them much fitter for it than he 
>is. He has not the fmalleft pretentions, is ignorant 
of evefi the low minutiae of the fervice ; and, joined 
to that ignorance, he has a bad heart. There is not 
an officer in the whole, army but who detefts him.

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He has made it his ftudy to difgull them, by paying 

no attention to their fervices, by obliging thofe whtf 

were old, infirm, and difabled, to difpofe of their 

commiflions for half the fums, which young men 

were ready and defirous to give them, (and would 

have thought themfelves obliged by being allowed to 

give them) the hard earned wages of the old officers 

lives, in return for the lofs of every human comfort ! 

In fhort, his Lordfliip is confidered by the army as

IN Chapter XV. mention is made of Mt> Pitt** 
willingnefs to reftore Gibraltar to Spain, upon cer- 
tain conditions, of the utmofi importance, at that 
time, to Great Britain. It is prefumed, that the 
reader will not be difpleafed to fee it ftated here, as 
an hiftoncal faQ, that, this idea was far from being 
novel. The cabinet of King George the Firft, not 
only entertained the fame opinion, of deriving a 
great national advantage* from the ceflion of that 
fortrefs to Spain, but that Prince went much fur- 
ther: He wrpte a letter to the King of Spain upon 
the fubjeft. The cabinet of Madrid conftrued this 
letter into a,n abfolute promife of that ceflion. And 
the performance of this promife was afterwards 

demanded 
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demanded by the court of Spain, in more than one 
negotiation. This important point was a great fub- 
ject of difcirffion both in and out of parliament, a 
few years afterwards. The King alludes to it, in 
his fpeech to parliament, on the 17th of January, 
1727. Speaking of a memorial which the Spanifh 
ambaffador had prefented, the King fays, He again 
demands and injijls on the rejlitution of Gibraltar. 
The Gentlemen in oppofition at that time, attacked 
Sir Robert Walpole very feverely on this point. 
Sir Robert anfwered, " That fuch promife not hav- 
ing been made while he had the, honour to be in the 
adminiftration, he could fay nothing to it — That if 
,fuch promife was ever made, he durft aver, that it 
was conditional.— It was his fixed opinion, that Gib- 
raltar could not be given up without the confent 
of parliament." ' 

On the 6th day^of February, in the fame year, 
Mr. Sandys (afterwards Lord Sandys) moved for a 
copy of the King of Great Britain's letteiuo the 
King of Spain, which was fuppofed to contain this 
promife. Sir Robert Walpole oppofed this motion ; 
but- he did not difown' cc that fuch a promife might 
have been made in a former adminiftration; but 
this he was fure of, that If there was fuch a promife, 
it was upon certain conditions, which riot having 
been performed within the limited time, was thereby 
become invalid; and as for the letter, the communi- 
cation of which was infilled upon, the fame was al-' 
Vol. III. S together 
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together impracticable and unprecedented • the pri- 
vate letters of Princes being almoft as facred as their 
very perfons." It was replied, u that this was not 
a private letter — it was an inftrument of great na- 
tional import, and highly proper for the knowledge 
of parliament." The motion was negatived by th£ 
previous queftion. 

The letter was, however, privately circulated by 
' the Imperial Rcfident in London, Monf. de Palm, 
previous to his departure : and the following is a 
copy of it (tranflated from the French) : 

Copy of a Letter from his Britannic 
Majesty to the King of Spain. 

Sir, my Brother, 

i 

I HAVE learned with great fatisfa&ion, by the 
report of my ambaffador at your court, that your 
fylajefty is, at laft, refolved to remove the obftacles 
that have, for fome time, delayed the entire accom- 
plifhment of pur union: fince, from the confidence 
which your Majefty expreffes towards me, J may 
look upon the treaties, which have been in queftion 
between us, as re-eftablifhed: arid that accordingly, 
the inftruments neceffary for carrying on the trade 
of my fubjefls will be delivered out ; I do no longer 
hefitate to affure your Majefty of my readinefs to 
fatisfy you with regard to your demand, touching 
the reftitution of Gibraltar; promifingyqu to make 
ufe of the fij-ft favourable opportunity t6 regulate 

this 
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this article with the confent of my parliament. And 
to give your Majefty a farther proof of my affec- 
tion, I have ordered my ambaffador, as foon as the 
negotiation, with which he has been charged, {hall 
be finifhed, to propofe to your Majefty new engage- 
ments to be entered into, in concert, and jointly 
with France, fuitable to the prefent conjuncture; 
not only for ftrengthening our union, but alfo for 
fecuring the tranquillity of Europe. Your Ma- 
jefty may be perfuaded, that I, on my part, will 
fhew all facility imaginable, promifing myfelf that 
you will do the fame, for the^ mutual benefit of out 
kingdoms, being 

Moft perfe&ly, Sir, my brother, 

Your Majefty's good brother, 
June i, 1721. GEORGE R. 

In a little time after this, the King of Spain en- 
tered into an alliance, offenfive and defenfive, with 
the emperor. One condition of that alliance was, 
to enforce the reftitution jof Gibraltar. And in 
confequence of this alliance the fiege of thai place 
was commenced. 

The writers for the miniftry at that time faid, 
" That the chief reafon which flung the King of 
Spain into the arms of the Emperor, and occafioned 
that unnatural alliance, was the late Lord Stan- 
hope's promife to reftore Gibraltar,*' See London 

S z Journal 
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Journal of the 1 7th of December, 1 728 ; and other 
papers of that time. 

To this aflertion the Craftfman of the 24th of 
December, 1728, replies in the following words: 

u This was far from being the cafe. We have 
been told, that his Lordfhip (Lord Stanhope! did 
unwarily give fome kind of a verbal promife to the 
late regent of France, that the Spaniards {hould be 
- made eafy.as to that affair; but it was in view of a 
general pacification, and on conditions of trade 
highly beneficial to this kingdom, with which the 
Spaniards refufed to comply. Befides, it is well 
known, that his Catholic Majefty acceded to ,the 
quadruple alliance after this, and by that a£t de- 
parted from any fuch promife But it may 

not be amifs to mention another incident, which hath 
been thought by men of fenfe, of all parties, to be 
the true root and foundation of the alliance between the 
' King of Spain and the Emperor. And that is this, 
During the Congrcfs of Cambray, the Kings of 
Great Britain and Fiance were accepted as media- 
tors between the Emperor and the King of Spain ; 
but upon fending back the infanta*, her Catholic 
Majefty was fo exafperated againft the French court 
by this indignity put upon her daughter, that (he 
would not aft any longer under the mediation of 
France, but offered the fele mediation to Great Bri- 

N tain; 

* This circumftance of fending back the Ihfanta, is men- 
tioned in chapter XI. of this work. 
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tain- which we,, by an extraordinary refinement of 
politics, thought fit to rcfufe. And it was this, 
that rzv\\y flung the King of Spain into the arms of 
the Emperor. 19 

This paper of the, Craftfman was fuppofed to be 
written by Mr.' Pulteney (afterwards Lord Bath); 
and it agrees with the motion he made in the Houfe 
of Commons on the 23d of January, 1727, far a 
copy of the fecret offenfive alliance between the 
Emperor and the King of Spain; which was ne- 
gayved. 

In a fubfequent paper, of the Craftfman, viz* 
Jan. 4, 1729,. the fame writer fays, " I have been 
informed that Lord Stanhope had been induced, or 
/educed (if the writer of the London Journal likes 
that word better) by the late Regent of France, to 
make an overture of this kind at the court of Ma- 
drid. Lord Stanhope might think that Gibraltar 
was tobehoneftly giverrup for valuable confiderations* 
He was fo honed a man, fo fincere a lover of his** * 
country, that if he thought in another manner,, no 
confideration of private intereft, no regard to the 
fervice of the miniftry, could have prevailed on him 
to mafke, nor even to entertain the notion.'* 

The reader will anticipate the obfervation, that ' 
the King's coridufl: feems to have been better and 
more fully defended by the writers in fupport of the ^ 
oppofition, than by thofe in behalf of the miniftry* 
And this obfervation is in general perfectly true, 

S3 that 
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that the writers on the fide of the miniftry eflentially 
injure the character of the Sovereign, by always 
making him a kind of fcreen to the conduft of his 
fcrvants, while their opponents decently afcribe all 
nefarious meafures of the court to the refpe&ive 
fituationa.of refponfibility.

IN chapter XL. mention is made of Lord Chat- 
ham's condemnation of Lord Mansfield's do&rine 
of libels. In confequence of that reprehenfion a 
a bill was drawn, and intended to have been brought 
into parliament, to put this important point of pub- 
lic liberty out of doubt in future. The following 
is a copy of the bill which was at that time prepared. 
But a difagreement happening between fome of the 
principal perfons in the minority, it was, upon that 
account^ laid afide. 

A BILL, &c. 

" Whereas doubts and controverfies have arifen, 
concerning the right of Jurors to try the whole 
matter charged in Jndi&ments and informations for 
feditious and other libels : for fettling and clearing 
the fame in time to come, be it ena&ed, &£• that 
from and after, (3c. the Juries who fhall be duly im- 

pannelled 
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pannclled and fworn to try the iflue between the 
King and the Defendant, upon any indiftment or 
information for a feditious libel, or a libel under 
any other denomination or description, fhall, to all 
intents and purpofes, be held and reputed, in law 
and in right, competent to try every part of the 
matter laid or charged in the faid indi&ment or in- 
formation, comprehending the criminal intention of 
the Defendant, and evil tendency of the libel charged, 
as well as the mere faft of the publication thereof; 
and the application by innuendo of blanks, initial 
letters, " pictures, and other devices, any law or 
ufage to the contrary notwithftanding. 

C6 Provided that nothing in the aft be conftrued to 
prevent or reftrain the Judges or Juftices," before 
whom fuch iflues fhall be tried, from inftrufting the 
Jurors' concerning the law upon the matter fo in 
iflue, as fully as may be done in other fnifdemeanors, 
\vhere' the Jurors do and ought to try the whole . 
matter; nor to reftraan the Jurors from finding the 
matter fpecial, if the law to them ihall feem difficult 
and doubtful. 

c * Provided alfo, that nothing herein contained 
Ihall be conftrued to take from the Defendant, after 
verdift found, the right of laying fuch evidence be- 
Fore the court in which fuch verdift was found, as 
may tend tb mitigation or extenuation of the faid 
dffence, aslias been ufually praftifed before this Aft."

My Lord, 

THE particular attention you were pleafed to 
give to the intereft of the American fubjefls when 
their rights were in danger, and your noble and fuc- 
cefsful efforts in fupport of them, have left in the 
breafts of all, the indelible marks of gratitude. The 
Houfe of Reprefentatives of this his Majefty's Pro- 
vince, 'having reafon to be affured, that in every 
inftance of your public conduS, you are influenced 
by the principles of virtue, and a difinterefted pub- 
lic affefclion beg leave to manifeft to your Lordfhip, 
a teflimony of their full confidence in you, by im- 
ploring your repeated aid and patronage at this time, 
when the cloud again gathers thick over them. 

It mud afford the utmoft fatisfaftion to the dif- 
treffed colonitt, to find your Lordftiip fo explicitly 
declaring your fentiments in that grand principle in 
nature, " that what a man hath honefUy acquired is 
abfolutely and uncontroulably his own." This prin- 
ciple is eftablifhed as a fundamental rule in the Bri-

Britifh fubje&, to be prefent in perfon, or by re- 
prefentation, in the body where he is taxed. 

But however fixed your Lordfhip and fome others 
may be in this cardinal point, it is truly mortifying 
to many' of his Majefty's free and loyal fubje&s, 
that even in the Britifh parliament/ that fan&uary of 
liberty and jftftice, a different fentiment feems of 
late to have prevailed. 

Unwilling to intrude upon your attention to the 
great affairs of ftate, the rfoufe would only refer 
your Lordfhip to an aft pafl'ed in the fourth year of 
the prefent reign, and another in the laft feffion of 
parliament ; both impofing duties on the Americans, 
who were not reprefented, with the fole andexprefs 
purpofe of railing a revenue. What, my Loi;d, 
have the colonifts done to forfeit thexharafter and 
privilege of fubjefts, and to be reduced in efFeft to 
a tributary ftate? This Houfe may appeal to the na- 
tion, that the utmoft aid of the people has been cheer- 
fully given when his Majefty required it : often, on 
their own motion, and when almoft ready to fink 
under the expence of defending their own borders, 
their zeal has carried them abroad for the honour of 
their Sovereign, and the defence of his rights : of 
this, my Lord, not. to mfention any more, the re- 
du£tion of Louifburg in the year 1745? and the 
defence of his Majefty's garrifon at Annapolis, and 
of all Nova Scotia, will be (landing monuments; 
Can there then be a neceffity for fo great a change, 

and 
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and in its nature fo delicate and important, that in- 
ftead of having the honour of his Majefty's rcquifi- 
tiohs laid before their reprefentatives here, as has 
been invariably the ufage, the parliament (hould 
now tax them without their confent? » 

The enemies of the colonics, for lucli they unfor- 
tunately have, may have reprefented them to his 
Majefty's minifters, and the parliament as fa&ious, 
undutiful, difloyal : they, my Lord, are equally 
the enemies of Britain: fuch is your extenfive 
knowledge of mankind, and the fentiments and dif- 
pofition of the colonies in general, that this Houfe 
would freely venture to relt the characters of.their 
conftituents in your Lordfhip's judgment: furely it 
is no ill difpofition in the loyal fubje&s of a patriot 
King, wth a decency and firmnefs adapted to their 
charaQer, to affert their freedom. 

The colonies, as this Houfe humbly conceive, 
cannot be reprefented in the Britith parliament: their 
local circumftances, at the diftance of a thoufand 
leagues beydnd the feas, forbids, and Xvifl for ever 
render it, impracticable: this, they apprehend, wa$ 
the reafon that his Majefty's royal predeceflbrs faw 
fit to erefct fubordinate legiflative bodies in America 
as perfeflly free as the nature of things would admit, 
that their remote fubjetls might enjoy that ineftima- 
ble right, a reprefentation. Such a legiflative is 
conftituted by the royal charter of this province. 
In this charter, the King, for himfelf, his heirs, and 

fuccelfors, 
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fucceflbrs, grants to the inhabitants all the lands and 
territories therein defcribed, in free and common 
foccage ; as ample eftate as the fubje&s can hold un- 
der the crown ; together with all the rights, liberties, 
privileges and immunities of his natural fubjefts born 
within the realm; of which the mofteflential is a power 
in vetted in the General Aflembly to levy propor- 
tiopable and reafohable taxes on the eftates and per- 
sons of the inhabitants, for the fervice of his Ma- 
jetty, and the neceffary defence and fupport of his 
government of the province, and the prote&ion and 
prfefervation of the inhabitants. But though they 
/ were originally, and always, fince their fettlement, 

, have been confidered as fubjedts remote, they have 
ever cheriflied a warm affeftion for the mother ftate, 
and a regard for the intereft and happinefs of their 
fellow fubjefts in Britain. If then the colonies are 
charged with the moll diftant thought of an inde- 
pendency, your. Lordfhip may be a flu red, that, with 
refpeft to the people of this province, and, it is pre- 
sumed, of all the colonies, the charge isunjuft. 

Nothing could have prevailed upon the Houfe to 
have given your Lordfhip this trouble, but the n,e- 
ceflity of a powerful advocate, when their liberty 
is in danger : fuch they have more than once found 
you to be ; and as they humbly hope they have ne- 
ver forfeited your patronage, they entreat that your 
great intereft in national council may ftill be em- 
ployed

INCLOSED I fend you the gracious fpeech 
made by the King to his parliament, at the clofe of 
the feffion on Tuefday laft. 

What his Majefty is pleafed to fay in relation to 
the meafures which have been purfued in North 
America will notefcape your notice, as the fat is fac- 
tion his Majefty expreffes in the approbation his par- 
liament has given to them, and the afTuracnes of 
their firm fupport in the profecution of them, toge- 
ther with his royal opinion of the great advantages 
that will probably accrue from the concurrence of 
every branch of the legiflature in the refolution of 
maintaining a % due execution of the laws, cannot fail 
to produce themoft falutary effe&s. 

From hence it will be underftood, that the whole 
legiflature concur in the opinion adopted by his Ma- 

jefty's 
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jefty's fervants, that no meafurc ought to be taken 
which can any way derogate from the legiflative au- 
thority of Great Britain over the colonies; but I 
can take upon me to allure you, notwithftanding 
infinuations to the contrary, from men with fa&ious 
and feditious views, that his Majefty's prefent admi- 
niffration have at no time, entertained a defign to 
propofe to parliament any further taxes upon Ame- 
rica for the putpofe of railing a revenue ; and that 
it is at prefent their intention to propofe, in the next

Thefe, my Lord, (or Sir) have always been, and

VARIOUS falfe reports having been induC- 
trioufly propagated, concerning a negociation (if it 
may be fo called), faid to have been carried on be^ 
tween the Earl of Bute and the' late Earl of Chat- 
ham, it has been thought indifpenfibly neceflary to 
draw up a diftinft and authentic account, from pa- 
pers now in the poffeflion of the Earl of Chatham's , 
family, of what did pafs relative to that affair, that 
it may appear, whether the tranfa&ion did, or did 
not, originate from Lord Chatham ; and that it may 
be clearly afcertained, what were his fentiments and 
difpoiition with regard to it« 

It appears (0), that various converfations had 
patted between Sir James Wright and Dr. Adding- 
ton, relative to Lord Bute and Lord Chatham, pre- 
vious to the 3d of February, 1778, but that Lord 
Chatham was in nowife apprifed of this, till the 
above-mentioned day, on which Dr. Addington 
went to Hayes, and read to Lord Chatham the foL 

lowing ' 
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Jowing extraft of a letter, which the Do&or in- 
formed him, he had that morning received from Sir 
James Wright : 

No. I. — Extract of a Letter from Sir James 
Wright to Dr.*Addington. 

" AS I immediately, on my return from Lord 
Bute's, took down in fhort-hand the principal heads 
of it, I think I fhall not deviate materially from the 
very words of the converfation, at lead if the fpirit 
of his Lordfhip's language is debilitated, .the eQen- 
tial matter of it is the fame. 

I told Lord Bute* that a friend of mine, whofe 
honour and fincerity I could rely upon, had hinted 
to me, that he thought Lord Chatham had a high 
opinion of his Lordfhip's honour, as well as his fin- 
cere good wifhes for the public fafety. He enquired 
whp my friend was ? I told him it was you. He re- 
plied, I know he is much Lord Chatham's friend y 
I know alfo, that he is an honeft man, and a man of 
fenfe. I related to him the converfation that had 
paffed between yourfelf and me at our laft meeting. 
He faid, Lord Chatham was one of the very few he 
he had ever afted with in adminiftration, who had 
fliewn great, honefty and generofity gf fentiment, 
with a lincere conduQ, and intention for the King's 
and the public welfare. 

The truth of this part is exprefsly denied by Dr« 
Addington in his narrative, in which the Do£ior de- 

claresj 
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dares, that to the bed of his remembrance, Lord 
Chatham had never once named Lord Bute to 
him (b). 

« c That as for himfelf, he faid, he had no connec- 
tion with any one in adminiftration; that he had not 
the leaft diltant friendfhip with Lord North, or he 
fhould certainfy advife him, by all means, to aim at 
gaining Lord Chatham over to the King's fervice 
and confidence; and, faid he, you may tell your 
friend, Dr. Addington, to aflure Lord Chatham, that 
if he fhould think proper to take an aftive part in 
adminiftfatioo, he fhall have my molt hearty concur- 
rence, and fincere good wifhes ; and you have my 
full leave to communicate all my fentiments on this 
fubjetl to your friend. He continued faying many 7 
very refpe&ful things of Lord Chatham, adding, 
hsyi we not unfortunately difagreed about the laft 
peace, . I am fure he and I fhould have continued 
fuch fteady friends, that this country never would 
have experienced her prefent fevere misfortunes. 
He alfo faid, the prior part of Cord Chatham's laft 
fpeech, was manly and conftitutional, and could not 
but induce every one, a well-wifher to his country, 
to wifli to fee him again take a part in the govern- 
ment of the King's affairs, which would be a happi- 
nefsforthe whole empire. He continued faying, 
perhaps we have men of abilities in the Houfe of 
Lords, but thofe in adminiftration (except Lord Suf- 
folk, who is ufually ill half the year} are hone of 

thetn 
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them fufficiently ferious, or attentive enough to the 
bufinefs.of the nation, which is now of fo much con- 
fequence, as not to be neglefled in the leaft degree. 
He therefore could not fay he had a good opinion 
of their conduft. He alfo faid, in the courfe pf the 
converfation, that nothing but the moll eminent 
danger to this country, fhould induce him to take a 
part in the government of it, unlefs' in conjunction 
with an upright and able adminiftration. 

M Much more was faid, but of lefs moment : 
however, all tended to convince me, that there arc 
not two other men in the kingdom more faithfully 
inclined to the good and fafety of our prefent diC 
trafied nation, than our two noble friends/'

Lord Chatham di&ated the following meflage in 
anfwer, which was taken down in writing by Dr« 
Addington, a copy of which was delivered by him

c< Lord Chatham heard with particular fatisfao 
tion, the favourable fentiments on the fubjeft of the 
noble Lord, with whom you had talked with regard 
to the impending ruin of the kingdom.

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arid obedience, may outlive hope ; that if any thing 
can prevent the confummation of public ruin, it can 
only be new counfd$ % and counfellors, without farther 
lofs of time ; a rial change from a Gncere convic- 
tion of pall errors, and not a mere palliation, which 
iBttft prove firuitlefs." 

It appears from Do&or Addington's narrative,

He faid be had not ; Sir James then fatd, that 
fince that converfation he had feen L6rd Bute, apd 
was certain he had the fame earned defire with Lord 
Chatham to Jave the country ; and was alfo certain, 
that nobody could fave it, but Lord Chatham, 
with the affiftance of Lord Bute : that Lard Bute 
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was ready to aflift him, and would be Secretary of 
State in the room of Lord Weymouth: the Dodor 
underftood that Lord Bute had told Sir James fo ; 
and he has afked Sir James once or twice fince, 
whether Lord Bute would have been Secretary of 
State in Lord Weymouih's room? and he anfwered, 
Yes, he would, or would not. as Lord Chatham 
pleafed. When Sir James had mentioned Lord 
Bute's readinefs to aflill Lord.Chatham, and to b« 
Secretary of State, he expreflfed a wifh that the 
whole which had pafTed might be communicated to 
Lord Chatham. The Doftor on this refolved to go 
to Hayes the next morning for that purpofe, look- 
ing upon it as a matter of very great moment. But 
he defired to have in writing, before he went, the 
fubftance of what had pafled between Lord Bute 
and Sir James. Sir James faid he had r\ot time to 
write then, as he was in a hurry to go to Ray Houfe, 
but would write in the evening, and fend his letter 
to town by nine the next morning. The DoQor, 
notwhhftanding, was permitted to acquaint Lord 
Chatham with Lord Bute's willingnefs to be Secre- 
tary of State, and, as he underftoodj with every 
thing £lfe he has depofed, which is not exprefled in, 
the letter. (Vide No. I. in the preceding account}. 
: The. letter is dated the 2d of January, 1778: it 
.ftould have been dated February 2d; the Doaor 
received it.February 3d, before nine in the morn- 
ing, and fet out diredly for Hayes. He read the 

letter 
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letter to Lord Chatham, who was very attentive, 
and in a few minutes afterwards Bifiated this anfwer 
(Vide No. II. in the preceding account), (c) As 
foon as Dr. Addington had writ and read to Lord 
Chatham* the ahove anfwer, he communicated to 
Lord Chatham what Sir James Wright had told him 
of the readinefs of Lord * Bute to be Secretary of 
State in the place of Lord Weymouth. He feetned 
to think it ftrange. u Indeed/* fatd he, Cf did Sir 
James Wright tell you fo ?•• " He certainly told me 
fo.V — After this, he a Iked Lord Chatham, whether 
he had any objeQion to coming in with Lord Bute 
or Lord North? He lifted up his hands, and faid» 
* c It was impoffible for him tb ferve the King and 
Country with either of them; and if any one aflcs 
you about, it, I defire you to bear witnefs that you 
he^rd me fay fo." He repeated the fame words juft 
is the Do&or was leaving him. 

Sir James xontinued at Ray Houfe till February 
5th or fixth. He called on the Doftor in the morn- 
ing of the 6th, and took a correct copy of Lord 
Chatham's anfwer, dated February 3d. Upon read- 
ing it, he afked what was meant by the words 46 real 
change." It looks, faid be, as if they included Lord 
Bute as well as the Miniftry, and as if Lord Chat- 
ham thought Lord Bute was concerned in public af- 
fairs. I can aflure you, he has nothing to do with 
them, and has not feen the s King thefe two years. 
If Lord Chatham has a raind to undertake the di- 
rection of public affairs, there will be no obje&ion 
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td his having the affiftance of Lord Camden ; but 
there are forne he might chufe who could hot be ad- 
nutted. Sir James faid, he was to wait on Lord 
Bute at one that day, and would fend the Do&or aa 
anfwer to JLord Chatham's paper between two ancj 
three, if Lord Bute fhould chufe to give any. But 
a misfortune happening in Lord Bute's family, no 
anfwer was fent till N February 8th in the morning. On 
the /th of February, a fervant of Lord Chatham's 
came to town, by whom Dr. Addington fent a letter 
to Hayes at two o'clock, giving Lord Chatham an 
account of the abovementioned converfation with Sir 
James Wright on the 6th. On the evening of the 7th, 
his Lordfhip wrote the following anfwer, which the 
Doftor received the next morning, (Vide No. Ill, 
and No. IV. inferted in the preceding account). 

On the 8th of February, foon after Lord Chati 
ham's letter arrived, the Doftor received that letter 
from Sir James, which had been expe&ed from Feb^ 
ruary 6th. (Vide No. VI. in the preceding ac- 
count). It is dated February 7th, and contains 
Lord Bute's anfwer to Lord Chatham's paper of 
February 3d. The Doftor fent it immediately ta 
Hayes, and had; the next morning the following anC* 
wer written by Lady Chatham, dated February 9th. 
(Vide No, VII. in the preceding account.) The 
Do&or communicated to Sir James Wright this let. 
ter from Lady Chatham, and alfo the latter part of 
that from Lord Chatham as fooq as he could, and 
fo the affair ended.

The two following Letters were written 
in consequence of the publication of 
the preceding authentic aficount. - 

Hill-Street, OH. 23, 1778. 

THE publication which appeared about the mid- 
dle of this month, and faid to be taken from a copy 
handed aboqc by the friends of the late Earl of Chat- 
ham, makes it neceffary for me to give an anfwer^ - 
figned with my name. 

The firft paragraph of that publication obfcrvei 
very truly, that various falfe reports had been in- - 
duftribufly propagated concerning a negotiation faid 
to have been carried on between the Earl of Bute and 
the late Earl of Chatham. No lefs than three fe- 
Veral reports of negotiations between thofe two no- 
ble Lords, reached me in the courfe of laft fpring, 
ieach differing from the other two in circuijriftances, 
and all from one another in the fubftitutes named, 
as having been employed in the tranfaftions; and I 
took fome pains to fearch into the origin of thefe 
ftories ; not to fatisfy any doubt of mine as to their 
jfalfehood, (for I believed none of them), but td 
Convince fome of my acquaintance who di fag reed, 
and others who might difagree with me in opinion 
upon the fubjeft. 

In confequence of thefe enquiries, the perfohs 
(nentioned as agents, or meflage-bearers, in two of- 
tbc three reports, very readily difclaimed all" Iharc 

in, 
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in, or knowledge of the tranfa&ions afcribed to 
hem. With refpeft to the third, there was more 

i 

pretence of foundation, fince roeflVges certainly 
patted (as appears by your publication of the 15th 
of Oftober) between the late Earl of Chatham and 
my father, by means of Sir James Wright and Dr. 
Addington. 

The reprefentation I bad heard of fome particu- 
lars in the fubjeft. matter of that intercourfe furprized 
roe fo much, that I requeued the favour of an ex- 
planation from Dr. Addington, who obligingly al- 
- lowed me to write from his mouth fuch an account 
d& he thought fit to give me, and approved my ftatc 
of it when written. This was put into Sir James 
Wright's hands, who in a fhort time produced ao 
anfwer contradicting it in all the material articles of 
their converfations, on which Dr. Aldington's re- 
ports to Lord Chatham had been founded. I read 
over the anfwer to Dr. Addington, who per fitted in 
maintaining his the truth of relation; but faid, 
he would re-confider the matter at leifure, and put 
his thoughts into Writing. Accordingly he after- 
wards fent me a paper, the fame with that referred 
to in your publication, and fince printed under the 
title of Dr. Addington's Narrative. 

The relations given by thefe' two gentlemen being 
thus inconfiltent, it was thought proper that a full 
abftraft fliould be prepared of their rcfpc&ive pa? 
pers and others which my enquiries had produced,

including my father's own account of his part in 
Sir James Wright's tranfaflion, digefted into fome 
method; to be fliewn to fuch as might defire to fee 
it, but not allowed to be copied. This abftraft, or 
digeft, was executed by a friend, at my requeft, in 
a fair ftate of the allegations on both (ides between 
Sir James and the Doftor ; with a preliminary detail 
or introductory narrative of the feveral fteps I had 
taken in the enquiries above-mentioned : and my 
friend's compilation hath been read by a few people; 
but no copy, as I am informed, had been delivered 
out of my family, except one, which had been in- 
tended for a very near relation, and was fent to 
Lady Chatham, with copies of Sir James Wright's 
papers, at her Lady (hip's own defire. To thefe 
communications, I underftand, it is immediately 
owing, that the authentic account publifhed was 
judged indifpenfably neceflary to be drawn up and 
circulated ; of which Lady Chatham was fo good 
as to furnifli my father with a copy thirteen or four- 
teen days before it appeared imprint ; "fo that I, who 
confider myfelf as being, in fome degree, thecaufe 
of the publication, am, for this reafon, called upon 
to take a public notice of it, if my connection, and 
the nature of the occafion, did not afford me fuffi- 
cient inducement and caufe for fo doing. 

-The account is avowed exprefsly to be drawn up 
from papers in poffeffion of the Earl of Chatham's 
family, in otder to (hew whether the fuppofed nego- 

1 tiation 
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tiation did or did not originate from bis Lord/hip : 
fo that the papers are confeffedly furnifhed by the 
Earl's family, for the purpufe of competing this ac- 
count, which therefore bears the ftamp of that fa- 
mily's authority, whether printed by their dire&ion 
or not. 

The account clofes with the following obferva- 
tion, viz. * from this unambigioaus and authentic ac— 
County founded on indifputable evidence^ every impar- 
tial perj on will determine whether the following propo- 
rtion is not fully eflablifhed, viz. that the late Earl of 
Chatham not only did not court a political negotiation 
with the Earl of Bute, but without hefitation per emptor 
tily rejcBed every idea of aBing with his Lord/hip in 
ndlniniflration" 

The propofition here put, it mull be obferved, 
does not only concern Lord Chatham's rejeftion of 
every idea, &c. but involves in it a ftrong implica- 
tion, as if Lord Bute had deft red and propofed to 
take a part in administration with his Lordfhip. 
Now I do not at all enter into the queftion* whether 
Lord Chatham did or did not court a negotiation 
with the Earl of Bute : but when I confider the ex-, 
predion in his Lordfhip's dictated anfwer to Sir 
James Wright's letter, that he heard with par- 
ticular fatisfaSion tha favourable fentiments on this 
fubjeSof the noble Lord (viz. Lord Bute) w>th whom 
Sir James Wright had talked,, and the following 
words of the fenteuce, that zeal, duty, and obedience 
might. outlive hope, even under the impending ruin of 

the 
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the kingdom, it appears to me, that whatever ideas 
his Lordfhip might reje#, he had not then refolved 
lo rejeft all ideas of negotiation with my father, con- 
ceiving, perhaps, from his aflurance of hearty con- 
currence and fincere good wifhes conveyed in Sir 
James Wright's letter, fome expectation of having 
the door of the cahinct opened to him by that hand t 
which according to his notions, had always kept the 
key. I may proceed a ftep further": it feems proba- 
ble that Lord Chatham, at the beginning of the pre- 
fent year, was lookmg s out for a negotiation with my, 
father: for Mr. Dagge, who was faid in one of the 
above-mentioned reports to be concerned in tranf* 
a&ing a negotiation between the two noble Lords, 
and who is an acquaintance of Lord Bute, happerw 
ing to fay in common converfation with a friend of 
Lord Chatham, that he had heard my father fpeafc 
refpeftfully of Lord Chatham, and give his opinion, 
that Lord Chatham's fervices muft of courfe be 
called for in the prefent crifis ; and this being re- 
ported to Lord Chatham by his friend, who heard it 
from Mr. Dagge, his Lordfhip inftamly concluded, 
the words to be meant as a meffage to him from my' 
father ; but luckilv his friend undeceived him in 
time; of which I alfo have my indifputable evi- 
dence from a paper of that friend, who obliged ifte 
with it at my own defire, but who cannot be fut 
pefted of wantiog partialit y for Lord Chatham. — 

It is faid in the Authentic Account* from the evi- 

» 
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dence of Dr. Addington's Narrative, th*t Lord 
Chatham held a converfation with the Doftor at 
Hayes, in which the former declared it was impofli* 
lie for him toferve the public with either Lord Bute or 
Lord North: but I believe nobody would difcern, in 
this part of their conversation at Hayes, the fhadow 
of a proof that my father offered to ferve the pub- 

» 

lie in a miniftry with his Lordfhip, unlefs Dr. Ad- 
dington had added this circumftance in his Narrative* 
as gathered from Sir James Wright's difcourfe with 
him : fo that at lad the indifputable evidence of this 
faQ, fo far as regards my father, refts wholly upon 
Dr. Addington's Narrative, which hath been flatly 
contradicted in that point, again: and again, by Sir 
James Wright. Undoubtedly the Doftor and Sir 
James would have been fufficient witneffes of the 
meflage intended to conveyed through them, if their 
accounts had agreed ; but they differ fo widely and 
effentially, that no evidence feems to have lefs claim 
to be called, indifputable. What other evidence 
then can be reforted to in this cafe^ but Lord Bute's 
relation of his own proceedings? This I am at li- 
berty to give you in the following extra& from his 
letter to Lady Chatham of the i6th of Auguft laft, 

dated from Luton Park. 

• _ 

"Madam, 
" I am. happy in the opportunity your Ladyfhip 
gives me of relating to you all I know concerning 
a tfanfa&ion, in which both Lord Chatham and I 

have 
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have been ftrangcly mifreprefented to each other, 
and concerning which fo many faWhoods have been 
induftrioufly propagated. When Sir James Wright 
communicated to me the very flattering language in 
which he declared Lord Chatham had expreffedhirn- 
felf Concerning me, I was naturally led to mention 
my regard for his Lordfhip, and the high opinion I 
entertained of his fuperior talents, hoping, from 
what was then publicly talked of, to fee them once 
more employed in the minitterial line ; and colle£ting 
From Sir James, that the knowledge of my fenti- 
ments would not, on this occafion, be difpleaGng, 
I did not hefitate to exprtfs my hearty wifhes, that 
this important event might foon take place. Some 
time/after this I was extremely furprifed With a con- 
verfation Sir James faid Dr. Addington wifhed to 
be reportedto me: it was in fubftance Lord Chat- 
ham's opinion of the alarming fituation we were in, 
and the neceifary meafures to be immediately taken 
upon it; As fuch a communication, to a perfon 
in my retired fituation, feemed only made on a fup- 
pofition that I had {till fome (hare in public coun- 
cils, it appeared neceflary fpr me to di&ate to Sir 
James my anfwer; in which, after lamenting the 
dangerous fituation of affairs, unknown to me in 
fuch an extent, I added, this affe&ed me the more, 
as my long illnefs, and total feclufion from all pub- 
Ik bufinefs, put it out of my power to be of the leaft 

ffcrvice.— This, Madam, is the whole I was privy to 
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in this affair, and all thai pa (Ted between Sir James 
and me upon it." 

If any further explanation can be neceflary from 
my father, refpe&ing either the deGgn or purport of 
his meffage, he allows me to fay, in his name, thai 
he did (perhaps erroneoufly) conGder Dr. Adding, 
ton's reprefentations of Lord Chatham's manner of 
fpeaking of him, as reported at the time by Sir James 
Wright, to be intimations thrown out by his Lord- 
fhip, in order to know his (my father's; fentimenu 
upon the fubjeft of his then coming into Adminiftra- 
tion : for which reafon my father did not fcruple to 
fend a meffage by thepcrfon from whom he derived 
his information, fignifying, that if Lord Chatham 
was appointed to adminiftration, the hearty concur-* 
rence of his judgment and fincere wifties of fuccefs 
would follow that appointment. He averp, at the 
fame time, that he did not conceive a thought of 
propofing himfelf to his Lcwdfhip for any office, or 
of accepting any office with him, his own inclination 
having never prompted him, nor hi* ftate of health, 
admitted him, to engage in public bufinefs, except 
on very few occafions in the Houfe of Lords; from 
the time of his quitting the Treafury in 1765; nei- 
• ther did he entertain an idea of fuggefling to Lord 
Chatham any arrangement of- an adminift ration, his 
wifties, and the communication of them through Sir 
James Wright, having folely regarded Lord Chat- 
ham* There is another paflage in your publication, 

which 
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which appears to me more materia! ftffl with refpeft 
to my Either, than what Ihave already mentioned. 
This is the copy of a note from Lord Chatham in 
his own hand-writing to Dr. Addington, faying, the 
next attempt he (Sir James Wright) mates to furptife 
friendly integrity jvtih courtly infinitatwn> let him kitow 
that his great patron and yottr village friend differ in 
this; one has brought the King and Kingdom to rum^ 
the ether would f ne'er efy endeavour tofave it* / 

Here is a fetter under the Earl of Chatham's 
hand, vouched to be fuch by the authority of his 
family, imputing to Lord fiutethofe counfeis, which 
Lord Chatham fays (whether juftly 6r erroneouffy, is 
not the prefent queftion) have ruined the King and, 
Kingdofn. Every reader will at once have under-; 
Hood this, imputation to be founded on Lord Chat- 
ham's opinion of Lord Bote's fecret influence fas rt 
is tailed) by which he has been imagined 16 di&ate 
or controul the meafures of the cabinet tvet fince 
the Earl of Chatham left it. Lord Bute his not 
been ignorant of the long prevalence of fchafeeiVor, 
having feen himfelf moft injurioufly treated in con- 
feqnence of h, for many years paft, by writers of 
pamphlets, newfpaper effays, and political para- 
gragphs ; all which he paffed over in filent indigna- 
tion and contempt: but when he fees the fame cruel 
miftakes advanced and countenanced by fuch an au- 
thority as' the Earl of Chatham, he thinks he fhould 
be, Wanting to himfelf if he did not -encounter it ' 

Tol. III. X with 
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with the belt evidence that can be fuppofed to lie 
within his reach. 

There are but two perfons in the kingdom who are 
capable of knowing the negative of that opinion 
: with abfolute certainty. One of them is of a rank 
too high too be appealed to, or even mentioned on 
this occafion ; the other is himfelf. He dpes there- 
fore authorize me to fay, that he declares upon his 
folemn word of honour, that he has not had the ho- 
nour of waiting on his Majefty but at his levee or 
drawing-room, nor has he prefumed to offer an ad* 
vice or opinion concerning the difpofition of offices, 
or the conduft of meafures, either direftly or in- 
direftly, by himfelf or any other, from the time 
when the late Duke of Cumberland was confulted 
in the arrangement of a mini dry in 1765, to the 
prefenthour. 

Before I conclude, I mud apprize your readers, 
that I do not intend to let up for a newfpaper au- 
thor, or to anfwer qiiert ions, objections, or obfen- 
vations, or to engage in printed altercation with any 
body* I am, £3c.

A LETTER appeared in the papers of Oftober 
$6, figned by Lord Mountftuart, of which I think 
it incumbent upon me to give public notice, and I 
fljould have done fo fooner, if I had not been, at 

that 
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thai tittlebat .tome diftance from London. His 
Lordfhip's letter contains ibme paBages which I 
think injurious to my father's memory, as well as ob- 
fervations on an Authentic Account, &c. (which lately 
appeared in prim) which feem to require an anfwer 
from Lord Chatham's family. I wifh it bad faljen 
to fome other hand to difcharge this debt to my fa— 
tber's memory ; at the fame time, my impatience to 
vindicate his conduft, and to fr$e thisfubjed from 
mifconftrudion, cannot, I am perfuaded, (land in 
need of any excufe, either towards Lord Mount* 
ftuart, or towards the public. 

Lord Mountftuart, in the beginning of hrs letter, 
fays, that no lefs than three reports of negotiations 
between my father and Lord Bute reached him in 
the courfe.of laft fpring. One of them appears to 
have arifen from the tranfaftion between Sir James 
Wright and Dr. Addington, of which the public 
have heard fo much already. — Another from that 
affair in which Mr.. Dagge was concerned, which I 
{hall have occafion to mention hereafter.— And the 
third repofrt, which Lord Mountduart alludes to I 
fuppofe to be the fame with that mentioned in a pa* 
per drawn up at Lord Mountftuart's requeft by Mr. 
Marty it* If it is, I can only fay, thatl I have been 
affured by my brother-in-law* Lord Mahon, that 
my father himfelf told him, that Lord Bute's name 
was not mentioned in the affair which has occafioned 
that report. 

X a Lord 
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Lord Mountftuart afterwards alludes to the ab- 
ftraft, or digeft, drawn up by his friend on the fub- 
jeft of'the negotiation between my father antl Lord 
Bute, I think it right to declare, that that paper, 
which was fent to my mother, at her requeft, by 
Lord Bute, together with the declarations of Sir 
James Wright and other concurring reports, tended, 
in the opinion of the family, to bring imputations 
on my father's chara&er, which they could not fufFer 
to pafs unnoticed. The perfons therefore who com* 
piled thofe papers fent to Lady Chatham, or who 
propagated fuch injurious reports, were, in faft, 
the caufes of the Authentic Account being drawn 
up and circulated. 

I fliall now proceed to take notice of the remarks 
made by Lord Mountftuart on the concluding pro. 
pofition of the Authentic Account, which is, €i Thdt 
the late Earl of Chatham not only did not court a poli- 
litical negotiation with the Earl of Bute, but without 
hefitation, peremptority rejected every idea of aBing 
with his Lord/kip in adminiftration. 91 His Lordfhip 
fays, " that the propofition does not only concern 
Lord Chatham's rejection of every idea, &c. but 
involves in it a ftrong'implication, as if Lord Bute 
had defired and propofed to take a part in admini- 
ftration with him/' To this I fay, that the propo- 
fition, as quoted above, does not neceflkrily in- 
volve fuch an implication, nor is it any where afi 
ferted in the Authentic Account, that Lord Bute did 

make 
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make any fijch propofal. The propofition only im- 
plies (what I think the Authentic Account fully proves) ' 
that what was reported to Lord Chatham by Dr. 
Addington, Was brought to him as coming from Lord 
Bute. Whether the idea thus conveyed to Lord- 
Chatham originated entirely with Sir James Wright 
■*— whether they arofe from mifopprehenfions of Dr. 
Addington, or whether they ^proceeded from Lord . 
Bute himfelf, it is equally inconteftible, in every 
one of thefe cafes, that they came to Lord Chat- 
ham in the manner dated in the Authentic Account* 
Lord Chatham could confider thole ideas only in 
the fhape in which they came to him, and his mef- - 
fages in confequence are fufficient to Ihew his deter- , 
mination on this fubjeft, without our enquiring how 
far the advances made te him were or were not au- 
thorized by Lord Bute. The fole motive of draw- 
ing up the Authentic Account, was the defire of vin- 
dicating my father's memory, and not any wifli to a£* 
fe£l the chara&er of Lord Bute. If any one by 
Teading the Authentic Account, is led to form, any- 
opinion relative to Lord Bute, it mud be from the 
nature of the papers contained in it (which were 
neceflary to J)e produced for my father's juRifica- 
tion) and not from any affertion made or implied ia 
any part of the account. Whoever has read it, , mud 
have obferved, that it confifts of written and indif-' 
putable evideace, and does not contain a finglet 
word beyond that evidence, excepting, only the few

introductory lines — the alluGon to various conver- 
sation which had parted between Sir James Wright 
and Dr. Adington, previous to the 3d of February, 
which circum fiance I am perfuaded 9 cannot be called 
in queftion, — the mention of Lord Chatham's con- 
versions with Dr. Addington, and his declaration 
relative to Lord Bute and Lord North, which no 
one can pretend to controvert—and finally, the con- 
eluding propofition, of the truth of which the pub- 
lic mutt judge, by conftdering the fads from which 
it is deduced. With refpeft to Dr. Aldington's 
Narrative, it was, by his permiffion, added in the 
Appendix, in order to through light on fome part of 
the tranfaftions. If Sir James Wright contefts any- 
thing advanced in the Doftqr's Narrative, the' pub- 
lic judgment will finally reft on the comparative de- 
gree of credit due to thofe two gentlemen, and upon 
the probability or improbability of their refffeftive 
aifertions. 

Lord Mountftuart alfo fays, " that he does not at 
all enter into the queftion, whether Lord Chatham 
did or did not enter into a negotiation with the 
Zarl of Bute." If hi$ Lordfhip had ftriBly ad- 
hered to this intention through the remainder of 
his letter, thefe remarks would have been lefs ne- 
ceflary. 

His Lordfhip then endeavours to prove, € « That 
iny father, at the time of dilating his anfwer to Sir 
James Wright's firit letter, had not relblved, to re- 

jea 
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jeft all ideas oF negotiation with Lord Bute.** Now, 
if Lord Moun{ftuart means by this, that Lord Chat- 
bam would not, from any perfonal objeQion to Lord 
Bute, have refufed to liften to fuch propofals, as may 
be perfeQly confident with his honour and his prin- 
ciples, which he might have accepted with theprofpeft 
of being ferviceable to his country, merely becaufe the) 
came through his Lord/hip ; Lord MQuntftuart can 
deduce from this nothing that in any way affe&s the 
prefent queftion. IF, on the other hand, he means 
that Lord Chatham had not refolved to reje£l a ne- 
gotiation of any other defcription, or that there was 
any time when he would not have rejefted every idea v 
of a&ftig with Lord Bute in adminiftration ; this 
opinon is utterly without foundation, and no argu- 
ment has been produced in fupport of it. 

The expreflions which Lord Mountftuart quotes 
from my father's note are thefe : that " Lord Chat- 
ham heard with particular fatisfaftion the favourable 
fentiments on thisfubjeS of the noble Lord with whom 
Sir James Wright had talked" and that " zeal, duty, 
and obedience might outlive hope,'* (even under the 
impending ruin of the kingdom). Now what does 
the firft of thefe expreflions amount to, but that 
Lord Chatham heard with much fatisfaftion, thofe 
high expreflions of approbation, and explicit offers 
of concurrence^ from one who was generally thought 
(no matter how truly) to have fo much influence in 
the government pf this country, which were con- 

X 4 veyed 
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yeye<f in Sir James Wright's firft letter, with the 
exprefs de*«.e that they might be communicated 
through Dr. Addington to Lord Chatham?--*- And 
what is the meaning of the fecond exprcifion, but 
that Lord Chatham, however defperatc he thought 
the fituation of public affairs, would dill perform 
the duties of a good fubje&, in endeavouring to 
prevent, if poffible, the final ruin of the kingdom ? 
It is impoffible therefore to argue from either of thefe 
expreflions, which were written in anfwer to Sir 
James Wright, that my father either courted a ne- 
gotiation with Lord Bute, or was willing to a& with 
his Lordfhip in adminiftration ; uniefs it can be pre- 
tended that the profeflion of zeal, duly, ajid obe- 
dience, are to be referred to Lord Bute. Let it a! fo 
•be remembered, that the very meffage from which 
Lord Mountftuart has quoted the exprefiions above 
recited, contains in it the declaration of Lord Chat- 
ham's opinion, " That if any thing can prevent the 
confummation of public ruin, it can only be new coun- 
feh and new counfellors, without further lofs of time, 
a realchance fromjincere conviction ofpaft error s 9 
and not a mere palliation, which mufl prove fruitlefs" 
which words were confidered by Sir James Wright, 
and/ (as appears from Sir James's letter of Febru- 
ary 7th} were confidered by Lord Bute himfelf, as 
including his Lordfhip as well as the miniftry. 

Lord Mountftuart next attempts to fhew, « that 
Lord Chatham, at the beginning of the prefent year, 

was 



was footing* cat for a negotiation with Lord Bute." 
It is not very clear what cxa&ly is meant by that ex- 
preffion, I cannot imagine Lord Moumftuart to. 
have intended to imply, that^Lord Chatham expect- 
ed a negotiation would be begun on the part of Lord 
Bttfe ; becaufe that would Teem as if Lord Mount. 
ftqart admitted that thert was ground for fuch an 
expe&ation. But, if he intended by this expreffion 
to convey, that Lord Chatham was difpofed to court 
a negotiation with the Earl of But?, I mutt take 
the liberty to afiert, that the circumftance he refers 
to is no proof of fuch a pofitioa. The affair men- 
tioned by Lord Moumftuart, in which Mr* Dagge 
was concerned, was reported to Lord Chatham by 
his nephew, Mr. Thomas Pitt, ^who is at prefer* 
out of England) and it is from him that Lord 
Moumftuart mud have received the account he al- 
ludes to, His Lordfhip has not thought proper to 
lay that paper before the public, and therefore I 
need not enlarge upon the fubjeft ; but I am confi- 
dent Mr. Pitt cannot have aflerted any thing which 
lias the mod remote tendency to prove that Loxd 
Chatham was any time looking out for a negotiation 
with Lord Bute. The only reafon alledged by Loud 
Mountftu^rt for thinking that he was, amounts to 
no more than this : That Lord Bute did fpeak ref- 
ppQfully of Lord Chatham to Mr. Dagge, and did 
declare his opinion, that Lord Chatham? sfcrviccs myjl 
of cffurfc be called for in the prefeni crifis. That Mr. 
. ' Dagge 
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Dagge did communicate this to Lord Chatham's 
nephew, Mr. Thomas Pitt. That he did go to 
'Hayes,, in order. to report this to Lord Chatham— 
and that Lord Chatham did in confequence imagine, 
that it was meant by Lprd Bute to fee communi- 
cated to him. On this I do not think it neceffary 
to make any observation. I muft however add, that 
tfaofe who received &n account of this affair from 
my father's own mouth, know, that he was fo far 
from welcoming thefe unauthorized advances, with 
the view of improving them into farther negotiation, 
that he exprefled, in the ftrongeft terms, his diflike 
to fuch a mode of application. 

Lord Mpuntftuart obferves, that Lord Chatham's 
declaration to Dr. Addington, " that it was impojfi- 
tie for him toforvc the public with either Lord Bvie or 
Lord North" is no proof that Lord Bute offered to 
ferve the public in a miniftry with Lord Chatham. 
It was never intended as a proof of that matter ; 
but merely as an evidence of Lord Chatham's refo- 
lution not to aft in adminiftration with Lord Bute. 
To that point Dr. Addington's evidence is conclu- 
five ; for however other parts of his Narrative may 
be contradi£led by Sir James Wright, it is impoffible 
for Sir James to difpute his account of the conver- 
sation between 'Lord Chatham and the Do&or, at 
Hayes. There are, howe;ver, other perfons, be- 
fides Dr. Addington, to whom Lord Chatham has 
made the ftrongeft declarations to the famepurpofe:

I muft now add a few words with regard to the 
extraft of Lord Bute's letter to my mother, which 
is ^quoted by Lord Mountftuart. Lord Bute men- 
tions, u that Sir James* Wright communicated t*» „ 
him the very flattering language in which Sir James 
declared Lord Chatham exprefled himfelf concern* 
mg Lord Bute," i am very far from qacftioningt 
that JSir James Wright exprefled himfelf in the man. 
Herniated by Lord Bute; but I muft obferre, thai 
Sir James does not pretend to have heard that Lord 
Chatham held fuch language, from any other per- 
fan than from Dr. Addington ; and whoever wifl 
take the trouble to recur to the Do&or's Nar- 
rative, will there find that the Do&or, in the begin- 
ning of this tranfa&ion, declared to Sir James 
Wright, that, to the bed of his remembrance, LorJL 
Chatham had never once named Lord Bute to him. 
, Lord Bute, in another part of his letter, fays, 
J * that he was extremely furprifed wifh a conven- 
tion Sir James faid Dr. Addington wifhed to be re- 
ported to him. It was in fubftance Lord Chatham's 
opinion of the alarming condition we were in, and 
the neceflary meafures to be immediately taken upon 
ft." Lord Bute cannot poffibly here refer to. any 
thing, except to the paper No. II. which is printed 
in the Authentic Account. The opinion contained 
in that paper of the necejfary meafures to be taken, 

is 
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only in general terms, " that if any thing can fti~* 
vent the confummation of public ruin, it can only be 
netf counfth and new counsellors, (3c.* 1 and this com- 
munication did not proceoi fpontaneoufly from my 
father, but was an anfwer to Sir James Wright's 
letter, of February 2, which was by bis defire com* 
municated to Lord Chatham* 

The latter part of Lord Mount ft uart's letter re- 
lates to Lord Chatham's expreffion, That Lord Bute 
had brought the King and Kingdom to ruin. What 
reafon Lord Chatham had at that time for thinking^ 
that Lord Bute influenced the meafures* of govern-* 
menty it would be prefumption in me to examine ? 
nor is it for me to enquire, whether he was or warf 
not deceived in his opinion of the public ruin. But 
in this (ingle inftance, thofe who revere his, memory 
the mod will fincerely rejoice (as he himfelf would: 
werfc he living) if they fhould find his opinion dis- 
proved by the event. I am, fcfc.

ELEVATED on a baft, fixed to a rock, the 
£arl of Chatham, in the habit of a Roman fenator, 
Appears gracefully looking on a figure reprefemrng 
fire city of London ; his left hand futtains the helm 
of government, whilft his right embraces Commerce, 
who, charged with her proper attributes, is mod de* 
ttghtfully frmling on her kind prote&or, throngb 
whofe zeal, affifted by the four quarters of the 
World, file is pouring plenty into the lap of Bfi* 
fatmia. 

The Cky, in her moral crown, with a look of 
gratitude, is addreffing her noble friend, pointing 
the while to Commerce ; at her feet are placed the 
emblems of Induftry, and on her right hand thofe of 
^trftice and Power. Upon the plinth is engraved 
(lie following inscription :

OF LORD CHATHAM^ ELOCUTION-

(Written in 1779.) 

OF all the chara&eriftic features, by which 
his oratory was diftinguifhed, none was more emi- 
nent than the bold purity and claffical force of 
phrafeology, 

Thofe who have been witneffes to the wondfers 
of his eloquence — who have liflened to the mufic 
of his voice, or trembled at its majefty — who have 
feen the perfuafive gracefulnefs of his a&ion, or 
Have felt itp force ; thofe who have caught the flame 
of eloquence from his eye— who have rejoiced at 
the glories of his countenance*— or fhrunk from his 

frowns 
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frowns, — will remember the refiftlefs pover witH 
which he imprefied conviftion. In thefe (ketches 
of Ris original genius, they will read what they have 
heretofore heard ; and their memory will give dud 
a&ion to the pifture, by re figuring to their minds 
what they have with admiration feen. — But, to thofe 
who never heard nor faw this accomplifhed orator, 
the utmoft effort of imagination will be neceflary* 
to form ajult idea of that combination of excellence, 
which gave perfection to his eloquence : — his ele* 
vated afpefi commanding the awe and mute attention 
of all who beheld him ; whilft a certain grace in his 
manner, confeious of all the dignities of his fitua- 
tion, of the folemn fcene he a£ied in, as well as his 
own exalted character, feemed to acknowledge and 
repay the refpeCi he received ; —his venerable form, 
bowed with infirmity and age; but animated by a 
mind which nothing could fubdue :-- his fpirit (tun- 
ing through him, arming his eye with lightning, an<£ 
cloathing his lips with thunder $ or, if milder topics 
offered, harmonizing his countenance in fmiles* 
and his voice ip foftnefs ; for the compafs of his 
powers was infinite. As no idea was too vaft, no 
imagination too fublime, for the grandeur and ma-* 
jefty of his manner ; fo no fancy was too playful, 
nor any allufion too comic for the eafe and gaiety 
Wifh which he could accommodate to the occafion* 
But the character of his oratory was dignity : this 
prefided ihroughout ; giving force becaufe fecuring 

refpeft* 




fefped; even to his Tallies of pleafantry. Thii 
felevated the mod familiar language, and gave novelty 
Snd grace to the mod familiar allufions ; fo that iri 
his hand, even the crutch became a weapon of 
oratory*. 

This extraordinary perforial dignity^ fupported 
on the bafis of his well-earned fame, at once ad- 
tjuired to his opinions an afTent which is flowly 
given to the argumehts of other men. His afler- 
tions rofe into proof; his forefight became prophe- 
cy. Bcfides the general fan&ion of his charafter^ 
and the decifive dignity with which.he pronounced 
his fehtiments, it was alfo well known that he care- 
fuJly cultivated the moft authentic channels of in- 
telligence. And it was an additional and juft praife 
to him', that he exerted the great influence of hid 
hame, dhd all his opportunities, to inveftigate the 
pureft foiir£es of political information; But, ^as 
the aflivity of bis public zeal, ftimulated him io fuch 
fexertiort : fo the fuperiority of his geriius direfted 
him to higher foufces. For other men, even th« 
mechanical fafedium of official knowledge is a fphere 
too laborious. Thdiigh Lord Chatham's* duty -did 
not difdain, his fpirit foared above fuch little ad- 
ventitious advantages: His was intelligence in a

"bidding, and realized the wifh of the philofopher— - 
(he was feen and beloved.

THE glories of Mr. Pitt's administration are the 
fuccefTes of the war, conduced under his aufpices-, 
accompli (hed by the wifdom of his plans, and the 
intrepidity infpired by his fpirit. They will fhine

,ages r They will be eternal monuments of his amaz- 
ing genius, refolution and fagacity. They will 
..prove him not only the boldeft, but the wifeft mu 
nifter England ever faw.

dom or its language fhall endure. He faifed the 
power and grandeur of England to the higheft

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funlmit of glory and refp^ft ; hei confounded arfrf 
defeated her enemies in every quarter of the yorld'; 
he ftri&ly adhered to the letter of her engagements 
abroad, and he efFeSed and preferved Unanimity at. 
home. The people daily teftify their high fenfe of 
his many eminent fervices and diltinguifh his me- 
mory with an affeftion th^t- does honour to theitf 
-gratitude* 

By the war carried on during his adminiftration, 
we gained all the French fettlements and towns on 
the continent in the Eaft Indies ; Senegal and Goree 
in Africa : Cape Breton and St. John's, by which 
we extirpated the Frencih from the fifhery ; all 
Canada, Guadaloupe, Martinico, Marigalante, Def- 
firade, and the neutfel iflands, in America ; baffled 

, the mighty efforts of trance in Europe; ififulted 
and ftripped her coafts ; burned her fhipping: ruined 
her navy, by repeated viftories ; blocked up her 
harbours : ' almoft annihilated her trade ■ took Belle- 
ifle ; and reduced her t9 bankruptcy: By the peace 
which flicceeded thefe moil glorious conquefts, we 
feftored every thing in the Eaft Indies- Goree ih 
Africa; granted the French an almoft unlimited 
fifhery in America ; and for the lofs of'Cape Bretdn 

.and St. John's, which were difmantled, .we gave 
them' the iflands of St. Peter and Miqadon, which 
another French King may fortify at pleaftire; we 
reftbfed alfo Belleifle, Guadalaupe, Martinicd, 
Mariegalante7 and' Defirade, together with Si. 

Lucia/ 
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Lucia, the only valuable neutral ifland. Other 
conquefts were made in confequence of his plans, 
and they were reftored alfa. Could our enemies 
have required more ? T — Ought they to have hoped 
for fo much ?— -Wfat then, did England gain by the 
hqnefty/the vigilance and wifdom of Mr. Pitt; 
the expence of m^ny millions, and the lofs^of fo 
many thbufaqds of brave men ? — Canada, an almoft 
barren province ; Florida, a fandy defert ; Senegal, 
which, without Goree, does not in the leaft injure 
the French (lave trade : three of the neutral iflands, 
which are fc^rce worth our peopling ; Grenada^ 
which is too unwholefome to live in; and the 
Grenadines which no nation ever thought worth 
poffeffing. cs O may the copditions of fuch a 
<c peace, be engraved on the tomb-ftone of its 
advifer?.*"

Whep Mr. Pjtt had reduced the French to their 
laft refource, and had pbliged them to feek refuge 
in the .affiftance of another ftatef; when by his 
m^fterjy penetration, he difcoyered the joint defignj,

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and vigorous exertion of our national power, he 
was oppofed in fo falutary and neceflary a meafure. 
Events foon juflified the councils which he gave. 
But as he had ho other motive than the welfare of 
his country, and finding he could not promote that 
by fuch meafures as he was convinced were right, 
he ftruggled not for a continuance of employment, 
but immediately refigncd. 

CHARACTER OF Mr. PITT. 

THE Secretary flood alone. Modern degepc 
tacy had not reached him. Original, and unac- 
commodating . the features of his chara£ler had the 
hardihood of antiquity. His auguft mind over^ 
awed Majefty; one of his Sovereigns thought 
royalty fo impaired in his pre fence, that he con- 
fpired to remove him, in order to be relieved from 
his fuperiority*. No ftate. chicanery, no narrow 
fyftem of vicious politics, no idle conteft for mU 
nifterial viftories, funk him to the vulgar level of the 
great ; but overbearing, perfuafive, and impra&ic- 
able: his objeft was England — his ambition was 
fame. Without dividing, he deft royed party ; with- 
out corruption, he made a venal age unanimous. 
France funk, beneath him. With one hand he fmote 
the Houfe of Bourbon, and wielded in the other 
the democracy of England. The fight of his mind 
was infinite, and his fchemes were to affeft, not

England, 
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Englan 1, not rhe prefent age only, but Europe arid 
pofterity. Wonderful were, the means by which 
thefe fchemes were accompliflied ; always feafon- 
able, always adequate; the fuggeftions. of an un~ 
derftanding, animated by ardour, and enlightened 
by prophecy. 

-The ordinary feelings which make life amiable 
and indolent, thole fenfations which foften, allure 
and vulgarize, were unknown to him : no domeftic 
difficulties, no domeOic weaknefs reached him ; but 
aloof from the fordid occurrences of life, and un- 
fullied by its intercourfe, he came occafionally into 
our lyftem, to council and decide. 

A chara&er fo exalted, fo ftremjous, fo various, 
fo authoritative, aftonifhed a corrupt age, and the 
Treafury trembled at the name of Pitt, through all 
her clafles of venality. Corruption imagined, in- 
deed, that (he had found defers in this ftatefman, 
and talked much of the inconfiftenqy of his glory, 
and much of the ruin of his viQories; but the 
hiftory of his country, and the calamities of the 
enemy, anfwered and refuted her. 

Nor were his political abilities his only tafents* 
His eloquence was ah sera in the fenate ; peculiar 
and fppntaneous, familiarly expreffing gigantic 
fentiments and inftinflive wifdom ; not like the 
torrent of Demoflhenes, or the fplendid confla- 
gration of Tully ; it rcfembled fometimes the thunder, 
and fometimes the mufic of the fpheres. Like Mur-

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jay, he did not conduS the underftanding through 
the painful fubtility of argumentation ; nor was he 
lifce Tpwnihend *, for ever on the rack of exertion • 
but rather lightened upon the fubjeft, and reached

the point by the flufhings of his mind, which, like 
thofe of his eye, were felt, but could nqt fee fol- 
lowed.

Upon the whqle, there was in this man fomething 
(hat could create, fubvert, ox reform ; an under- 
handing, a fpirit, and an eloquence to^fumjnon njan- 
kind tq fqciety, or to break, the bonds of flavery 
afunder; and to rule the wildernefc of free minds, 
with unbounded authority ; Something that wouldl 
eftablifh or overwhelm empire, and itrike a blow 
in the world, that ^hoqld refpund through its 
univerfe.

WE fliall, for ages, revere the memory of a 
nrinifter, whp never had his equal, in the opinion of 
the nation* .for wifdom and integrity. He kept na 
levees: he admitted no trifling company : he wai 
$mbai raffed by no private conne&ions, nor engaged, 
in any intrigue : be never abufed his power, by 
preferring an undelerving pcrfon, and was exceed-

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feniority, when they were not fupported by fervices^ 
vhich alone could entitle them to public truft : he 
fronfided in ' ability and worth wherever he found 
them, without any regard to wealth, family, par- 
liamentary intereft, or connexion.— He wps punc- 
tual in his office, and fuch was his attention to bufi- 
nefs, that the mod minute occurrences paffed not 
without his examination. During his adminiftra- 
tion, the faith of Great Britain was held inviolably 
facred. Under his admini{lr^tion, all parties ynite<j 
for the common gqpd, becaufe all parties placed the 
utmoft confidence in his abilities and integrity;. 
The diftin&ion of coiirt and country parties, was 
diffolved in unanimity. A refpeftabJe militia was 
«ftablifhed ; the natural ftrengtfc of tfre nation was 
exerted by fea and land ; the terrors of an inv-afion 
were removed ; the BritiQi arms triumphed in every 
quarter of the globe ; trade and navigation wer^ 
promoted and prote&ed, and France was completely 
humbled, Confcious of his own virtu?, he never, 
% fought to conceal $ny |>art of his conduct ; but, 01* 
the contrary, was always ready ?md forward to lay 
all his meafures before the public. He obferved 
fuch flriQ; fecreey, that, during the whole of. his 
^dminiftratUm, he gave no opportunity to the mod 
penetrating, of difcoyering his defigns to the enemy. 
He was a warm friend to conflitqtional liberty, civil 
and religions.

CHARACTER or thi EARL or CHATHAM. 

By the late King of Prussia. 

(From hu Po/i humous Works, Vol. II L) 

IN the autumn of 1757, a change had been 
cffe&ed in the Britifh miniftry ; Mr. Fox was fuc~ 
ceeded by Mr. Pitt, whofe lofty genius and per- 
fiufcve eloquence rendered him the idol fof tl:c 
nation. He had the bed underftand'yig of any man 
in England. His fuperior talents had fubdped the 
Houfe of Commons ; and when raifed to the helm 
of affairs, he applied the whole vigour of his. mind 
to render his country fovereign of the feas 1 without 
negle€Ung the meafures which might retrieve her 
glory by land. The treaty which the Duke of 
Cumberland had entered into at Clofter-Seven, he 
regarded with indignation, and confidered as^the 
reproach of England. The firft meafures which he 
adopted in the adminiftration tended to deflroy 
even the remembrance of that infamous negotiation. - 
He perfuaded the King l^is mafter to requcft Prince ■ 
Ferdinand of Brunfwick frosn the King of Pruffia, 
and to fet that General at the head of the Allies. 
3y his advice, King George augmented his army in 
Germany, and entered into new engagements with 
the King of Pruflia, and other Princes of that 
Country. And the happy confequences of Mr. 
Pitt's meafures were foon experienced in Germanyj 
in America, and in eyery part of the world.

WILLIAM PITT, the favourite of the three, 
kingdoms from his youth, for his integrity, his 
difintereftednefs, his zeal againft corruption, his 
inviolable attachment to the interefts of his country, 
had a paffion for great things, was pofiefled of an 
eloquence that .was irrefiftible, and a genius thai 
was at once enterprifmg and fteady. His ambition 
was to raife his country above all the world, and. 
himfelf along with her. 'Till the adminift ration of 
Mr. Pitt, all the enterprises of his nation in diftant 
countries were unfortunate, and they could not be

otherwife, becaufe they were ill-concerted. Bat 
his projects were formed with fuch wifdom and 
utility ; his preparations were made with fuch fore~ 
cad and expedition ; he fo juftly proportioned the 
means to the end ; he made io wife a choice of thofe 
in whom he was to repofe a confidence; he eftab** 
lifhed fuch harmonv between the land and fea fer- 
vice ; in fhert, he rajfed the heart of England fo 
high, that his adminift ration was nothing but a 
chain of conquefts. His. foul, Hill greater, looltft 
down with contempt upon the idle clamours of 
thofe timid fpirits, who charged him with fquander* 
}ng the public money. He apfwered in the words 

of 
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of Philip, the father of Alexander, " Vi&ory rnuft 
be purchafed with- money, not money faved at the 
cxpence of viftory."

Speaking of Mr. Pitt's refignation, he fays, 
« Whatever was the caufe of his retreat, nothing 
but the blindeft, mod unjuft, and yfolent enmity 
can afTert, that he owed more to fortune than to his 
talents and his virtue.'*

ti6es a great character, will not fuffer me to cenfure 
any part of his condufL I am afraid to flatter him ; 

Let thbfe 
who haye betrayed him by thcip adulation, iqfult 
Iftaa with their malevolence. But what I do not pre- 
fuihe to cenfure, I may have leave to lament. For 
a wife man, he feemqd to me at that * time, to be 
governed too much hy general maxims. I fpeak

^ith the freedom of hiftory, and I hope without 
offence. Onfe or two of: thcfe maxims, flowing 
from an opinion not the moft indulgent to our un- 
happy fpecies, and furely fc little too general, led 
tarn into meafures that were greatly itiifchievous to 
hinllelf; and for that reafon, among others* perhaps 
fatal to his country ; meafures, the effe&s of which, 
I arh afraid, are for ever Incurable. He made art 
adminiftration [in 1766] fa checkered and fpeckled • 
he put together a piece of joinery, fo crofsly' in- 
dented and whimfically dovetailed ; a cabinet .fo 
Varioufly inlaid ; fuch a piece of divcrfified Mofaic ; 
fiich a teffelated pavement without cedent ; here a 
bit of black ftone, and there a bit of white ; patriot* 
and courtiers, king's friends and republicans; whigs 
and torics; treacherous friends and open enemies: 
that it was indeed a very curious fliow; but utterly 
unfafe to touch, and unfure toltand on* The col-* 
leagues whom he had afforted at the fame boards, 
flared at each other, and were obliged to afk, "Sir* 
your name ? — Sir, you have the advantage of me—- 
- Mr. Such-a-one.-i-I beg a thoufand pardons"-- * 
I venture to fay, it did fo happen, that perfore "had & 
fingle office divided between th^m i who had never 
fpoke to each other in their lives ; until they found 
themfelves, they knew not how, pigging together* 
heads and points, in the fame truklebed*.

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Sir, in confequence of this arrangement, having 
put fo much the larger part of his enemies and op* 
pofcrs into power, the confuGon was fuch, that his 
own principles could not poffi^Iy have any effeffc or 
influence in the conduft of affairs. If ever he fell 
into a (it of the gout,' or if any other caufe with- 
drew him from public cares, principles direftly the 
contrary were fure to predominate. When he had 
executed his plan he had not an inch of ground to 
ftand upon ; when he had accomplifhed his fcheme of 
adminiftration, he was no longer a minifter. 

When his face was hid but for a moment, hi* 
'whole fyftem was on a wide fea, without chart or 
compafs. The gentlemen) his particular friends, 
who, with the names of various departments of mi-

of the fet, they eafily prevailed, fo as to feize upon 
the vacant, unoccupied, and derelict minds of his 
friends ; and inftantly they turned the veflel wholly 
out of the courfc of his policy* As if if were to

dofe of the firft feffionof his adminiftration, when 
every thing was publicly tranfa&ed, and with great 
parade in his name, they made an aft, declaring it highly 
juft and expedient to raife a revenue in America*

in a blaze with his defcending glory, on the oppofitc 
quarter of the heavens arofe another luminary, and, 
for this hour, became lord of the afcendant*.

MR. PtTT owed his rife to the moft con fiderabte 

£oft$ and power in this kingdom fingly to his own 

abilities. In him they fupplied the Want of birth 

and 
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and fortune, which latter, in others, too often fup- 

* 

ply the want of the former. He was a younger 
brother of a very new family, and his fortune was 
only an annuity of one hundred pounds a; year. 

The army was his original deftination, and a corv 
netcy of horfe his firft and only commiflion in it: 
Thus unaffifted by favour or fortune, he had no 
powerful proteftor to introduce him into bufinefs, 
and (if I may ufe that expreflion) to do the honours 
of his parts — but their own ftrength was fully fuffi- 
cient. , 

His conftitution refufed hirrt the ufual pleafures, 
and his genius forbid him the idle diffipations, o£ 
youth; for fo early as at the age of fixteen he was 
the martyr of an hereditary gout. He, therefore* 
employe4 the leifure which that tedious and pain- 
ful diftemper, either procured or allowed him, in 
acquiring a great fund of premature and ufeful 
knowledge*. Thus by the unaccountable relation 
of caufes and efFefts, what Teemed the greateftmif- 
fortune of his life, was perhaps, the principal caufe 
of its fplendour. 

His private life was ftained by no vice, nor fullied 
by any meannefs. AH his fentiments were liberal

Pitt when a boy at Eton, was the pride *nd boaft of the 
fchobl. Dean Bland, the mafter, valued himfelf upon hav- 
ing fo bright "a fcholar. The old man ihewed him to his 
friends, and t« every body as a prodigy. 
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and elevated. His ruling paffion was an unbounded 
ambition, which, when fupported by great abilities, 
and crowned with great fuccefs, make what the 
world calls a Great Man* 

He was haughty, imperious, impatient of con- 
tradition, and overbearing — qualities which too 
. often accompany, but always clog, great ones. 

He had manners and addrefs — but one might dif- 
cern through them too great a confcioufnefs of his , 
own fuperior talents. 

He was a mod agreeable and lively companion in 
focial life, and had fuch a verfatility of wit, that he 
would adapt it to all fiprts of conversation. He had 
alfo a moft happy turn to poetry'; but he feldom in- 
dulged and feldom avowed it. 

He came young into Parliament, and upon that 
great theatre he foon equalled the oldeft and th* 
ableft aftors*. His eloquence was of every kind, 
and he excelled in the argumentative, as weir as the 
declamatory way. But his inveftives were terrible/ 
end uttered with fuch energy of di&ion, and fuch 
dignity of aftjon and countenance, that he intimi- 
dated thofe who were the moft willing and the bell

Anecdotes of Thomas Pitt, Efq. Governor of Fori 

St. George. 

He was born at Blandford, in the county of 
Dorfet. His family was a very ancient and refpe&a- 
ble one, which had been long feated in thai county. 
In the latter part of the laft century, he went to the 
Eaft Indies, and was fome time Governor of Fort 
St. George, then the chief fettlement there. In thaj 
fituation he acquired the great fortune, great at lead 
for the time, which he poflelfed, and which it ap~ 
pears he employed, on his return to England, in a 
manner greatly to his honour*, About the year 
1709 or 17 iO) he quitted his fituation at Fort St. 
George, and was fucceeded by a brother of the 
celebrated Mr. Addifon. In the year 1711 we find 
him returned to England, and fettled at bis native 
place ; where, at the expence of 2000I. he aim oft 

rebuilt 
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rebuilt the Church, except the tower, and neatly 
paved and pewed the whole, adding alfo a north 
aide for his burial-place. At the entrance of this 
aide is placed the following inscription: 

To the Glory of God, 

Tho. Pitt, Efq. of this place, 

In the year of our Lord 1711, 

, Very much repaired and beautified this Church; 

Dedicating his fubftance to his Maker 

In that place wherd he himfelf was firft 

Dedicated to his fervice. 

In this pious aft ion 

He is alone his own example and copy ; 

This being but one fpecimen of many of the like 

nature. 

Thus, by building God's houfes 

He has wifely laid a mod fure foundation 

^ for his own ; 
And by honouring the name of the Almighty, has 

tranfmitted himfelf to pofterity, x 
* By fuch aftions as deferve, not only this perifhing 
Regifter, but alfo to be had in everlafting 

Remembrance. 
In 1716 he was made Governor of Jamaica, but 
refigned that poft in 1717. He was Member of 
Parliament in the third, fourth, fifth, and fixth Par- 
liaments of Great Britain, for old Sarum and Thirfk* 
Befides the Church of Blandford, St. Mary, he re- 
paired and beautified, at his own expence, that of 

Stratford, 
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Stratford, in Wilt {hire, and rebuilt AbhozRoUj in 
Hampfhire* He died April 28* 1716* and was- 
buriedat Blandford* *. ' 

Thernoft extraordinary incident in this Gentte-r 
man's life was, his obtaining and difpofing of the 
celebrated diamond which is ftill called by hi* name. 
It was purchafed by biro, during the time he was 
Governor of Fort S<u George, for 48,000 pagp^as, 
i* c. 20,400!. fterling,. iuftead of 200*000* whkfe 
the felkr fixfl. afeed for k. It was configaesfc. to Sir 
Stephen Evance, Knt. in London, it* the fbip Bed- 
ford* Captain John Hi/dfon* Commander, by a bill 
oT tadk>g» dated March $> 1701-^, and charged to 
th$ Captain at 65,000 pagodas only. It was- reckoned 
the Jargpfl jewel in Europe* and weighed one huh-, 
dred and tweaty-feven carats* When poiiffeed* it 

» was a&bigas.a pullet's egg. The cuttings amounted 
to eight or ten thoufand pounds. 

It feems according to Laffels, to have been more 
valuable than the Great Duke of Tuieany s dia- 
mond* which was thought to have been the fineft in 
Europe, almoit an inch thick, weighing o»e hun- 
dred and thirty eight carats* and worth between 
jeweller and jeweller 100,000 crowns* and between 
Frince and 'Prince 150,000 crowds. Both thefe 

/ were much exceeded by a diamond biougjit in 1 746 
from the Brafijs to the King of Portugal* which 
Kfeigbed 168* carats and a h«df, and was valued at 
324,000*000!. fterling.

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It is faid, by a late writer, that the Regent hefi- 
fated at an expence which' the revenue did not 
feem in a condition to Bear. But St, Simon repre- 
fented to him, « That it was below the dignity of 
the King of France to be deterred by the price from 
purchafing a piece which, as being lingular in its 
kind, was of ineftimable value, and would be an 
honour to the Crown to poffefs. ,> Anquetil's Me- 
moirs of the Court of France, vol. ii. p. 551. This 
writer alfo fays, that the diamond weighed more 
than five hundred grains, was of, the fize of a large 
plum, perfe&ly white, without Jpot, and of an ad- 
mirable water. Two millions were paid for it, and 
the feller was allowed to keep the filings. As the 
fum could not be paid in ready money, intereft 
was given. 

At the funeral of Mr. Pitt, a Sermon was preached 
at Blandford St. Mar/, May 21, 1726, by Richard 
Eyre, A. M. Canon Refidentiary of Sarum, from 
which we (Hall extraft the following paffages : 

«* I believe few men pafs through the world with- 
out fome lhare of thofe fufferings which we may 
allow to be called unjuft, if we look no further than 
the hand of the oppreffdr who does the wrong, or 
the tongue of the flanderer, which this perfoa 
{t. e. Mr. Pitt), wfiofe profperity was fo wonderful, 
could not efcape. That he fhould have energies is 
no wonder, when Envy will make them ; qpd when 
their malice could reach him no other way, it is as 

little 
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little to be wondered at, t,hat they Ihould make fuck 
an attempt upon his credit by an abufive ftory, as 
if it had been by fome ft retch of his power that he 
got that diamond which was of too grqat value for 
any fubjeft to purchafe; an ornament more fitly .be- 
coming an imperial crown; which, if it be coniidered, 
may be one reafon why it was brought to the Go- 
vernor by the merchant who fold it in the Indies; 
aid it was brought to him more than once or twice^ 
before he could be perfuaded to part with fo great a 
fum of money for it as it cod him ; of which (if I 
may be allowed in this place to take fo much notice 
of it) I have feen an authentic and clear account, 
fuch as I \/i\\ venture to fay, will entirely fatisfy 
every good or reafonable man, that thatjlory could 
have no, foundation but in the malice of him who in- 
vented k. 

. " And if, \yhen fuch a viper faftened on an inno- 
cent perfon, any of you were prompted too haftily 
to think the worfe of him, when you fee it ftiaken 
off, it muft' change your opinion, and may well raife 
your thoughts of him who bore fo horrid an abufc 
with To much patience, as, for his more efie&uat 
vindication, to, wait the time of his going to appear 
before God, to whom he makes his appeal in the 
mod folemn manner for the truth of that account 
which he left to be opened at his death/* 

Thetimportant acquifition of this diamond oc~ 
cafibned many reflections injurious to the honour of 

Governor 
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Governor Pitt ; and Mr. JPope has been thought to 
have had the infinuations then floating in the world 
in his mind when he wrote the. following lines :

. Theft reports caufed Governor Pitt to -write the 
following account of the whole tranjaBion^ in vindication 
of himfelf; which is the account alluded to by Mr. 
Eyre, in the preceding extra&from his Sermon., 

" SINCE my coming into this melancholy place, 
Bergen, I have been often thinking of the moft un- 
paralleled villainy of William Frafer, Thomas Fre- 
derick and Smapa, a black merchant, who brought 
a paper before Governor Addifon in council^ infinu- 
ating, that I had unfairly got poffeffion of a large 
diamonc}, which tended fo much to the prejudice of 
my reputation and the ruin of my eftate, that I thought 
neceflary to keep by me the true relation how 1 pur. 
chafed it in all refpefts, that fo, in cafe of fudden 
mortality,' my children and friends may be apprized 
of the whole matter* and fo be enabled thereby to 
put to (Uence and confound thofe, and all other 
villains in their bafe attempts againft either. I having 
not my books by me at prefent, I cannot be pofitive 
as to the time, but for the manner of purchafing it I 
4o here declare and affert, under my hand, in the 

prefence 
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prefence of God Almighty, as I hope for falvation 
through the merits and intcrceffion of our Saviour 
Jefus Chrift, that this is the truth, and if it be not, 
let . God deny it to me and my children for ever ; 
which I woyld be lb far from faying, much lefs leave* 
it under my hand, that I would not be guilty of the 
lead untruth in the relation of it for the riches and 
honour of the whole world. 

<* About two or three years after my arrival at 
Madras, which was in July 1698, 1 heard there were 
large diamonds in the country to be fold, which I 
encouraged to be brought down, promifing to be 
their chapman, if they would be reafonable therein; 
upon which Jamchund, one of the mod eminent 
diamond merchants in thofe parts, came down about 
December 1701, and brought with him a large rough 
ftone, about 305 mangelms, and fome fmall onfes, 
which my felf and others bought; but he afking a 
very extravagant price for the great one, I did not 
think of meddling with it, when he left it with me 
for fome days, and then came and took it away again, 
and did fo feveral times, not infifting upon lefs than 
200,000 pagodas ; and as I beft remember, I did not 
bid him above 30,000) and had little thoughts of 
buying it for that ; I confidered there were many and 
great rifques to be run, not only in cutting it, but 
alfo whether it would prove foul or clean, or the 
water good; befides, I thought it too great an'amount 
to be adventured home on one bottom ; but Jam-

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chund refolved to return fpeedily to his own country, 
(b that as I beft remember it was in February fol- 
lowing he came again to me (with Vincaty Chittee, 
who was always with him when I difcourfed with him 
about it) and preffed me to know whether 1 refolved 
to buy it, when he came down to 100,000 pagodas, 
and fomething under, before we parted, when we 
agreed upon a day to meet, and make a final end 
thereof one way or other, which I believe was the 
latter end of the afotefaid 'month, or the beginning 
of March ; when we accordingly met in the Con- 
fultation-room, where, after a great deal of talk, I 
brought him down to 55,000 pagodas, and advanced 
to 45,000, refolving to give no more, and he likewife 
refolving not to abate, fo delivered him up the ftone, 
and we took a friendly leave of one another ; Mr. 
Benyon was then writing in my clofet/ with whom I 
difcourfed upon what fiad paffed, and told him, now 
I was clear of it ; when about an hour after my fer- 
vant brought me word that Jamchund and Vincaty 
Chittee were at the door, who being called in, they 
ufed a great many expreffions in praife of the ftone, 
and told me he had rather I fliould buy it than any 
body, and to give an inftance thereof offered it for 
50,000 ; fo believing it mull be a pennyworth, if it 
proved good, I offered to part the 5000 pagodas that 
was then between us, which he would not hearken to, 
and was going put of the room again, when he turned 
back and told me that I fhould have it for 49,000 ; 

but 
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but I (till adhered to what I had before offered him, 
when prefently he came to 48,006, and made a folemn 
vow he would not part with it a pagoda under, when 
I went again into the clofet to Mr, Benyon, and told 
him what had patted, faying, that if it was worth 
47,500 it was worth 48,000; [20,400!. fterling at 
Bsl 6d. per pagoda ; the current price at that time] 
fo I clofed with him for that fum, when he delivered 
me the ftone, for which I paid him very honourably, 
as by my books appears. And I here farther call 
God to witnefs, that I never ufed the lead threatening 
word at any of our meetings to induce him to fell k 
me ; and God himfelf knows it was never fo much as 
in my thoughts fo to do : fince which I have had fre- 
quent and confiderable dealings with this man, and 
truftedhim with feverai Aims of money, and balanced ' 
feveral accounts with him, and left upwards of 2000 
pagodas in his hands at my coming away: fo had I 
ufed* the leaftindireft; means to have got it from him, 
would not he have made himfelf fatisfaftion when he 
has had my money fo often in his hands ? Or would 
I have trqfted him afterwards, as I did, preferable to 
all other diamond merchants ? As this i$ the truth, fo % 
I hope for God's bleffing upon This and all my other 
affairs in this world, and eternal happinefs here- 
after.
